Enclosed  is  our  payment  of  Percentage  Rent  in  the  amount  of  $286,188  for  the  Sep  2013  period,  calculated 
per  the  sublease  agreement.  This  figure  is  based  on  the  accompanying  attachments.  These  expenses 
included  reserve  funding  as  outlined  in  the  sublease  requirements  and  accrued  funds  to  pay  Possessory 
Interest  charges  of  the  property.  In  addition,  the  amount  disbursed  has  been  reduced  by  $9,378,  recouping 
1/36*^  of  prior  year  audit  adjustments  outlined  in  the  2010  Audit  (with  an  additional  $13.32  deduction  in  final 
repayment  month). 

Calculation  of  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 

TIDA  receives  95%  revenues  remaining  after  adjusting  gross  revenues  by  operating  expenses,  current 
accretion  due  and  the  repayment  of  ledger  balances  based  on  sublease  specifications.  Funds  expended  for 
replacement  reserve  eligible  items  are  expensed  in  the  period  expenses  are  recognized.  To  the  degree  that 
these  costs  are  reimbursed  from  the  replacement  reserve  account,  percentage  rent  will  be  adjusted  in  the 
period  that  the  reserve  draw  is  approved. 

For  the  month  of  Sep  2013  , actual  Total  Revenues  were  about  0.51%  below  budgeted  Total  Revenues.  Total 
expenses  for  Sep  2013  were  approximate  4.19%  over  budgeted  for  the  month.  The  result  was  that  Funds 
Available  for  Sep  2013  Distribution  were  $311,122  or  about  9.37%  below  budgeted  amounts. 

Calculation  of  Percentage  Rent 

Based  on  operations,  a total  of  $311,122  in  adjusted  Gross  Revenues  after  costs  of  operations  are  available 
for  distribution  for  the  Sep  201 3 period.  These  revenues  are  distributed  as  follows:

Thank  you  for  your  email  regarding  the  sound  levels  from  last  weekends'  Treasure 
Island  Music  Festival. 

This  was  the  7^^^  year  that  Another  Planet  Entertainment  has  produced  this  festival  and 
we  were  surprised  to  receive  multiple  sound  complaints. 

We  spoke  with  Another  Planet  Entertainment  (A.P.E.)  to  try  to  find  out  why  this  year 
seemed  to  be  louder  than  previous  years.  According  to  A.P.E.,  the  same  sound 
equipment  was  used,  there  were  no  changes  to  the  concert  location  on  Treasure  Island, 
and  the  artists  were  of  the  same  genre  as  before.  A.P.E.  worked  closely  with  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  to  track  sound  complaints,  and  provided  both  3“1=1  and 
^outhern  Station  with  a direct  line  to  the  concert  office  so  that  they  could  address  the 
Wound  complaints  in  a timely  manner.  When  noise  complaints  came  into  the  A.P.E. 
office  on  Saturday,  the  promoters  responded  by  turning  off  some  of  the  speakers  and 
directing  the  other  speakers  more  inward  to  the  island.  In  spite  of  those  efforts,  noise 
from  the  concert  was  heard  from  Russian  Hill  to  Potrero  Hill,  which  could  be  attributed  to 
atmospheric  conditions. 

Please  know  that  the  Entertainment  Commission  takes  your  concerns  seriously,  and  will 
keep  your  comments  for  review  when  considering  A.P.E.'s  permit  for  next  year's 
Treasure  Island  Music  Festival.

^ you  have  not  read  this  article  please  read  it.  We  are  all  very  busy  in  our  lives  but  please  be  alert 
and  aware  of  your  surroundings.  This  will  help  you  from  being  victimized  but  it  will  also  make 
you  a great  witness  in  the  event  that  you  do  witness  to  a crime.

I wanted  to  talk  about  the  Southern  Station  Investigative  Team  a little  bit  this  week.  Whenever  a 
crime  is  committed  in  the  Southern  we  have  10  Sergeants  under  the  supervision  of  a Lieutenant 
that  are  tasked  with  taking  the  investigation  and  locating  the  suspect(s).  We  have  one  officer 
that  handles  all  of  the  video  retrieval  for  the  Sergeants.  The  Sergeants  works  with  the  Victim(s) 
and  Witnesses  to  the  crime  to  put  together  the  best  case  he/she  can  to  present  to  the  District 
Attorney  fro  prosecution. 

A lot  of  their  work  goes  unnoticed  but  they  have  put  together  some  tremendous  investigations 
that  have  led  to  the  identification  and  arrests  of  the  person  responsible  for  the  crime.  These 
investigations  have  led  to  arrests  of  subjects  wanted  for  Robbery,  Aggravated  Assault, 
Residential/Commercial  Burglary,  Arson,  Vehicle  Theft,  Vehicle  Burglary  and  many  more 
crimes.  These  Sergeants  not  only  investigate  Felony  crimes  like  the  ones  listed  above  they  also 
investigate  Misdemeanor  crimes.  The  Investigative  Sergeants  work  in  conjunction  with  patrol 
III  and  provide  feedback  on  investigations  to  ensure  the  initial  investigation  is  as  complete  as 
possible.  The  investigation  of  the  week  this  week  talks  about  the  collaboration  between 
investigations  and  patrol  in  taking  a Robbery  suspect  off  the  street. 


It  has  been  a couple  of  weeks  since  1 spoke  about  the  “Focus  on  the  Five”  campaign  where  we 
have  focused  on  those  intersections  where  we  have  seen  the  most  accidents  occur.  Officers  have 
been  directed  to  those  intersections  to  engage  in  traffic  enforcement  and  education  when  not  on 
a call  for  service.  I have  received  great  support  in  these  efforts  from  our  Traffic  Company 
(motorcycle  officers)  on  a daily  basis.  If  you  have  an  area  where  you  see  a need  for  increased 
enforcement  send  an  email  to  southem.station@sfgov.org  and  explain  the  violations  you  are 
observing.

Robbery  Suspect  Caught 

While  on  patrol  a sergeant  of  police  responded  to  a robbery.  The  sergeant  was  a block  away  when  the  call  was 
dispatched.  As  he  arrived  on  scene  he  located  the  suspect  who  was  yelling  at  the  victim.  The  victim  was 
bleeding  from  his  lip  and  lower  back.  The  victim  told  the  sergeant  that  the  suspect  stole  his  Iphone.  The  suspect 
looked  at  the  Sergeant  and  began  walking  towards  him  at  a fast  pace.  The  suspect  then  threw  the  Iphone 
towards  the  Sergeant’s  vehicle.  The  sergeant  along  with  other  officers  placed  the  suspect  under  arrest.  The 
disoriented  victim  explained  that  the  suspect  punched  him  in  the  face  and  stabbed  him  in  the  lower  back.  The 
victim  was  taken  to  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and  the  suspect  was  booked  at  County  Jail.  Occurred; 
10/09/13  at  6am. 


Investimtion  of  the  Week 


On  09/25/13,  Southern  Station  officers  were  called  to  the  scene  of  a robbery  at  7*  and  Mission  Sts.  The  victim 
was  riding  on  a Muni  Bus.  The  victim  was  wearing  ear  buds  that  were  connected  to  her  Iphone  and  she  was 
holding  her  Iphone  in  her  left  hand.  The  suspect  approached  her,  slapping  the  Iphone  out  of  her  hand.  The 
Iphone  fell  to  the  floor.  A struggle  ensued  between  the  suspect  and  the  victim.  The  doors  to  the  Muni  bus 
opened  and  the  phone  fell  to  the  sidewalk.  The  suspect  snatched  the  Iphone  and  fled  on  foot.  The  suspect  was 
stopped  and  the  Iphone  was  located  on  the  ground,  near  the  suspect.  The  victim  was  unable  to  identify  the 
suspect  that  the  officers  stopped  as  the  same  person  who  robbed  her  on  the  Bus.  The  suspect  was  booked  at 
County  Jail  for  possession  of  stolen  property  and  committing  a felony  while  out  on  bail. 


Surveillance  footage  of  the  incident  was  later  found  and  revealed  that  the  suspect  in  the  robbery  was  the  same 
person  who  had  been  booked  for  being  in  possession  of  the  victim’s  stolen  Iphone.  The  suspect  had  already 
been  released  from  jail  and  a crime  bulletin  was  sent  out  to  officers.  At  the  beginning  of  a shift,  officers  are 
often  briefed  on  certain  crime  information  such  as  a wanted  suspect.  A Southern  station  police  Sergeant  took 
special  note  on  the  wanted  robbery  suspect  and  during  the  course  of  his  shift  he  located  the  wanted  suspect 
walking  down  7^^  St  near  Mission  St.  The  Sergeant  acted  quickly  and  placed  the  suspect  under  arrest.  Thanks  to 
diligent  police  work  and  a great  arrest  the  suspect  was  booked  for  the  robbery  charge! 


‘Focus  on  the  Five”  Traffic  Safetv/Enforcement 


The  most  frequent  illegal  driving  behavior  resulting  in  injury  accidents  in  Southern  Police  District  is 
CVC  22350,  violations  of  the  basic  speed  law.  The  second  most  common  illegal  behavior 
contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21453(a)  running  a steady  red  light.  Finally,  the  third  illegal 
behavior  contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21950(a),  Pedestrian  Right  of  Way  violations.  These 
violations  occur  in  a variety  of  locations  and  in  some  locations  a mix  of  two  or  more  violations  have 
resulted  in  injury  accidents. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  directed  officers  to  “Focus  on  the  Five”  most  dangerous  intersections  in 
the  district  when  they  are  not  on  an  assigned  call  for  service.  We  will  be  engaging  in  increased  traffic 
enforcement  in  the  below  listed  area’s  that  have  been  identified  as  dangerous  intersections. 


Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard:  Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard  is  the  highest  intersection 
for  injury  related  crashes.  Vehicles  traveling  eastbound  are  turning  right  onto  Octavia  Boulevard  and 
causing  collisions  with  eastbound  bicyclists  in  violation  of  22101(d)  CVC  resulting  in  serious  injury 
accidents. 

7^^  Street  between  Harrison  Street  and  Folsom  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Elementary  School  is 
located  on  7^*^  Street  between  Harrison  and  Folsom  Street.  School  has  returned  to  session  and  based 
upon  recent  incidents,  as  well  as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related 
traffic  collisions,  especially  involving  children.  Eastbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and 
driver’s  failing  to  yield  to  pedestrians  when  making  the  right  turn  onto  Folsom  Street  from  northbound 
7^*^  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC. 

Harrison  Street  at  4^'^  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Middle  School  is  located  on  Harrison  Street 
between  4^*^  and  5^*^  Streets. School  has  returned  to  session  and  based  upon  recent  incidents,  as  well 
as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related  traffic  collisions,  especially 
involving  children.  Westbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and  driver’s  failing  to  yield  to 
pedestrians  crossing  east  on  Harrison  Street  and  south  on  4*^  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  will 
be  aggressively  enforced  in  this  corridor. 

10^'^  Street  between  Mission  Street  and  Brannan  Street:  10*^  Street  between  Mission  and  Brannan 
is  the  second  highest  “key  red  light  running  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21453(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 

Mission  Street  between  5*^  and  10^^  Streets:  Mission  Street  between  10^“^  and  5*^  Streets  is  one  of 
the  highest  “key  pedestrian  right  of  way  injury  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 


Natoma  Vehicle  Burglary 

A witness  was  parking  his  motorcycle  when  he  noticed  a male  suspect  pulling  at  the  convertible  top  of  a 
Volkswagen.  The  witness  scared  the  suspect  off  but  when  he  returned  a few  minutes  later  the  suspect  was  inside 
the  convertible  vehicle  and  was  rummaging  around.  The  suspect  then  began  walking  towards  6*  St.  The  witness 
called  911  and  followed  the  suspect  up  6^^  St.  The  witness  pointed  out  the  suspect  to  officers  who  then  placed 
the  suspect  under  arrest  as  the  victim  of  the  auto  boost  returned  to  his  vehicle.  Officers  found  cocaine  in  the 
suspect’s  pocket.  The  suspect  was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  auto  burglary  and  the  possession  of  narcotics. 
OccMrred;  10/06/13  at  1:20pm. 

Assault  Arrest 

A 6^^  Street  resident  called  91 1 after  a verbal  argument  with  a friend  turned  physical.  The  victim  was  bleeding 
from  her  nose  when  officers  arrived  on  scene.  The  victim  explained  that  a friend,  also  living  in  the  building 
punched  her  in  the  face  numerous  times.  The  suspect  then  went  back  to  his  room  after  the  fight.  Officers  found 
! the  suspect  in  his  room  with  dried  blood  on  his  hands.  Officers  placed  him  under  arrest  and  he  was  booked  at 
I County  Jail.  Occurred;  10/05/13  at  5:30pm. 

Auto  Theft  f Foot  Pursuit 

Officers  were  stopped  at  a red  light  on  Market  St  when  a driver  made  an  abrupt  illegal  right  hand  turn.  Officer 
immediately  tried  to  stop  the  driver,  who  pulled  the  vehicle  over.  The  driver  jumped  out  of  his  car  and  began 
running  before  officers  could  even  approach  he  car  to  ask  for  identification  and  the  proper  paperwork.  A foot 
pursuit  ensued  and  with  the  help  of  other  officers  the  suspect  was  stopped  and  placed  into  hand  cuffs.  A records 
check  on  the  vehicle  revealed  that  the  vehicle  was  stolen  only  hours  prior  to  the  foot  pursuit.  The  suspect  was 
booked  at  County  Jail.  Occurred;  10/07/13  at  12:45am. 

Burglary 

Officers  were  called  to  business  located  on  Townsend  St  regarding  a possible  burglary.  The  owner  of  the 
business  directly  next  door  explained  that  he  heard  loud  banging  noises  coming  from  next  door.  He  then  saw  a 
suspect  in  the  shared  lobby  area,  holding  a coat  rack.  Officers  located  a broken  window,  which  appeared  to  of 
been  broken  by  a garbage  can.  The  suspect  was  still  inside  the  lobby  area  acting  erratically.  Officer  placed  him 
under  arrest  and  booked  him  at  County  Jail  for  burglary.  Occurred;  10/08/13  at  5am. 

Drug  Offense  Arrest 

Officers  on  patrol  in  the  area  of  8^*^  and  Ringold  Sts,  noticed  a small  group  of  males  huddled  close  looking  at 
something  on  the  ground.  When  the  group  looked  up  and  saw  the  officers  they  quickly  attempted  to  disperse. 
The  officers  stopped  one  of  the  suspects  as  the  others  fled.  On  the  ground  next  the  suspect’s  backpack  was  a 
scale  and  a baggie  containing  crystal  methamphetamine.  The  suspect  told  the  officers  that  he  was  smoking  meth 
when  the  officers  spotted  the  group.  The  suspect  also  had  heroin  and  more  baggies  of  methamphetamine  in  his 
pockets.  The  suspect  was  arrested  and  the  officers  also  found  several  items  related  to  narcotics  use  such  as 
tourniquets,  clear  baggies,  cotton  and  syringes.  The  suspect  was  booked  at  County  Jail.  Occurred;  10/08/13  at 
11:30pm.

The  resident  assured  his 
Bank  that  the  transactions  were  fraudulent.  The  resident  was  unsure  whether  or  not  he  completed  his  original 
transaction  and  may  have  left  his  account  open  at  the  ATM  machine.

Treasure  Island  Shoe  Burglary 

A Treasure  Island  resident  returned  home  to  find  that  the  lock  to  her  back  door  had  been  damaged.  The  resident 
called  the  police  and  quickly  surveyed  her  home  to  make  sure  there  was  nothing  missing.  The  only  items  taken 
were  three  pairs  of  Air  Jordan  basketball  shoes  that  were  taken  from  the  upstairs  bedroom.  Occurred;  10/04- 
05/13  between  9:30am-l:30am. 

Weekend  Burglary 

Employees  of  a business  on  Market  St  returned  to  work  on  a Monday  only  to  find  that  the  office  had  a weekend 
prowler.  A window  to  the  office  was  left  open  on  Friday  evening.  The  first  employee  to  arrive  at  work  was 
alerted  by  the  incident  when  he  noticed  items  on  his  desk  out  of  place.  Cash  and  a book  of  checks  were  taken 
out  of  the  office.

The  victim  parked  his  mini  cooper  on  Clementina  St,  behind  his  home.  When  he  returned  to  his  vehicle,  the 
front  passenger  window  was  shattered  and  a large  bag  of  coins  had  been  taken  out  of  the  glove  box.

The  suspect  fled 
the  scene  by  jumping  onto  a Bart  train.  Bart  police  stopped  a subject  matching  the  description  at  the  Daly  City 
Bart  station.  Officers  transported  the  security  guard  to  Daly  City  Bart  however  he  was  unable  to  identify  the 
detained  subject  as  the  suspect.  The  victim  was  medically  treated  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital.  Occurred; 
10/08/13  at  8:50pm.

The  goal  is  to  get  the  public  involved  in  solving  cold  case  files  by  watching  and 
identifying  video  surveillance  of  suspects  committing  crimes.  Contact  information  will  be  listed 
below  and  the  public  can  be  anonymous  if  they  choose.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department 
will  be  releasing  one  video  per  week  of  suspect(s)  involved  in  a criminal  act.

Officers  were  patrolling  in  the  area  or  and  Mission  Sts  when  they  heard  a very  loud  scream  and  then  saw  a 
suspect  running  with  a lady  chasing  him.  The  officers  attempted  to  catch  the  suspect  but  due  to  traffic 
conditions  they  were  unable  to  gain  any  ground  in  their  vehicle.  The  passenger  officer  immediately  exited  the 
vehicle  and  started  to  run  through  traffic  after  the  suspect.  The  officer  made  ground  on  the  suspect  and  observed 
him  throw  the  cell  phone  he  had  in  his  hand  onto  a lawn  area  on  5*  Street.  The  suspect  fled  into  the  Westfield 
Mall  and  was  taken  into  custody.  Officers  immediately  returned  to  the  area  on  5^^  St  and  located  the  cell  phone 
that  was  discarded  by  the  suspect.  The  victim  was  located  and  advised  the  officers  that  she  was  robbed  by  the 
suspect.  The  victim  identified  the  cell  phone  that  was  recovered  as  hers.  The  suspect  was  found  to  be  on  active 
probation  out  of  Alameda  County  for  theft.  The  suspect  was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  robbery  and  delaying 
arrest.  Occurred  10/21/13  at  5:44pm 

Investigation  of  the  Week 


On  10/24/13  at  approximately  1 1:50  pm  officers  received  information  that  a subject  was  walking  in  the  area  of 
Mission  Street  between  6^^  and  7*  Streets  in  possession  of  a firearm.  The  officers  who  received  the  information 
developed  a plan  with  other  officers  at  Southern  Station  and  responded  to  the  area  and  coordinated  their  search. 
After  a brief  time,  the  officers  spotted  a possible  suspect  sitting  with  a female  subject  in  the  bus  stop  at  7*  and 
Mission  Streets.  Officers  made  a safe  approach  on  the  suspect  and  contacted  him.  The  suspect  was  initially 
cooperative  with  the  officer’s  verbal  commands  and  placed  his  hands  on  his  head.  One  officer  moved  in  and 
gripped  the  suspect’s  hands  that  were  on  his  head  to  handcuff  him.  As  soon  as  the  officer  placed  a grip  on  the 
suspect’s  hands  the  fight  was  on. 

Officers  were  able  to  take  the  suspect  to  the  ground.  While  attempting  to  handcuff  the  suspect  they  observed  a 
silver  handgun  in  the  suspect’s  right  waistband.  On  officer  seized  the  gun  immediately  and  with  the  assistance 
of  other  officers  the  suspect  was  handcuffed.  Officers  examined  the  gun  and  observed  that  it  was  LOADED  and 
ready  to  go. 

Further  search  of  the  suspect  revealed  an  additional  7 live  rounds  for  his  gun  and  a large  amount  of  crack 
cocaine.  This  subject  was  also  currently  on  probation  for  Drug  Sales. 


The  subject  was  booked  for  numerous  gun  and  narcotics  charges  as  well  as  resisting  arrest.  Hopefully  with  this 
|L  case  and  the  suspect  already  being  on  FELONY  probation  we  will  not  see  him  on  the  streets  of  SOMA  for

^ Focus  on  the  Five”  Traffic  Safetv/Enforcement 


The  most  frequent  illegal  driving  behavior  resulting  in  injury  accidents  in  Southern  Police  District  is 
CVC  22350,  violations  of  the  basic  speed  law.  The  second  most  common  illegal  behavior 
contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21453(a)  running  a steady  red  light.  Finally,  the  third  illegal 
behavior  contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21950(a),  Pedestrian  Right  of  Way  violations.  These 
violations  occur  in  a variety  of  locations  and  in  some  locations  a mix  of  two  or  more  violations  have 
resulted  in  injury  accidents. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  directed  officers  to  “Focus  on  the  Five”  most  dangerous  intersections  in 
the  district  when  they  are  not  on  an  assigned  call  for  service.  We  will  be  engaging  in  increased  traffic 
enforcement  in  the  below  listed  area’s  that  have  been  identified  as  dangerous  intersections. 


Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard:  Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard  is  the  highest  intersection 
for  injury  related  crashes.  Vehicles  traveling  eastbound  are  turning  right  onto  Octavia  Boulevard  and 
causing  collisions  with  eastbound  bicyclists  in  violation  of  22101(d)  CVC  resulting  in  serious  injury 
accidents. 

7^^  Street  between  Harrison  Street  and  Folsom  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Elementary  School  is 
located  on  7^^  Street  between  Harrison  and  Folsom  Street.  School  has  returned  to  session  and  based 
upon  recent  incidents,  as  well  as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related 
traffic  collisions,  especially  involving  children.  Eastbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and 
driver’s  failing  to  yield  to  pedestrians  when  making  the  right  turn  onto  Folsom  Street  from  northbound 
7‘^  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC. 

Harrison  Street  at  4^^  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Middle  School  is  located  on  Harrison  Street 
between  4^*^  and  5^^  Streets.School  has  returned  to  session  and  based  upon  recent  incidents,  as  well 
as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related  traffic  collisions,  especially 
involving  children.  Westbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and  driver’s  failing  to  yield  to 
pedestrians  crossing  east  on  Harrison  Street  and  south  on  4^*^  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  will 
be  aggressively  enforced  in  this  corridor. 

10^^  Street  between  Mission  Street  and  Brannan  Street:  10^*^  Street  between  Mission  and  Brannan 
is  the  second  highest  “key  red  light  running  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21453(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 

Mission  Street  between  5*^  and  10^^  Streets:  Mission  Street  between  10^*^  and  5**^  Streets  is  one  of 
the  highest  “key  pedestrian  right  of  way  injury  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 


Stolen  Vehicle 

An  officer  responded  to  7*  St.  regarding  a stolen  vehicle.  Upon  arrival  Officers  made  contact  with  the  Victim 
who  stated  that  the  onboard  GPS  had  located  the  vehicle  it  in  the  area  of  Stevenson  and  6^*^.  The  responding 
Officer  approached  the  located  vehicle  and  ordered  the  suspect  out  of  the  vehicle.  The  suspect  complied  and 
was  placed  under  arrest  and  was  booked  into  County  Jail  on  a count  of  Vehicle  Theft. 

Occurred  10/04/13  at  12:01am 


Aggravated  Assault 

Officers  responded  to  a call  of  an  aggravated  assault  with  a bottle  on  4^'^  street.  Upon  arrival  Officers  located  the 
victim  who  was  being  tended  to  by  security  staff  prior  to  medical  arriving.  The  victim  was  able  to  give  a 
description  of  the  suspect  and  Officers  asked  that  security  bring  the  suspect  outside.  The  suspect  matched  the 
description  given  by  the  victim  and  was  booked  into  county  jail  on  one  count  of  aggravated  assault.

I Captain^s  Message 

Dear  Southern  Station  Community  Members, 

; We  made  it  through  another  Halloween  in  the  Southern  District.  In  the  morning  we  walked  the 
1^  neighborhood  with  the  kids  from  Bessie  Carmichael  Elementary  School  in  their  annual 
■ Halloween  parade.  After  school  the  Mid  Market  Foot  Beat  Officers  opened  the  safety  hub  and 
had  school  kids  from  the  neighborhood  come  by  for  some  treats.  All  the  kids  were  excited  to 
receive  handfuls  of  candy  and  to  see  the  facility. 

We  moved  into  the  evening  and  the  Halloween  Parties  started.  The  clubs  in  the  Southern  were 
filled  to  capacity  but  we  had  a lot  of  officers  deployed  throughout  the  district.  The  officers  did  a 
great  job  in  keeping  the  district  safe.  I would  like  to  mention  a couple  of  great  arrests  that  were 
made  last  night.  Southern  Swing  watch  officers  were  patrolling  in  the  area  of  Market  and  7* 
Streets  when  they  observed  some  suspicious  individuals  walking  on  Market  Street.  The  officers 
contacted  the  group  of  individuals  and  immediately  directed  their  attention  to  one  of  the 
subjects  that  was  wearing  a New  York  Giants  jacket.  They  noticed  that  the  jacket  was 
unbuttoned  and  that  the  right  pocket  was  drastically  sagging  down  compared  to  the  left  side 
pocket.  After  further  conversation  and  investigation,  guess  what?  A loaded  9mm  Glock  Firearm 
was  in  the  subject’s  pocket.  The  subject  had  a prior  Felony  Conviction  and  had  served  16 
months  in  prison.  He  was  booked  on  numerous  Felony  charges.  This  great  police  work  took  a 
gun  off  the  streets  before  it  was  used  to  harm  someone. 

The  Midnight  Officers  with  the  help  of  a great  citizen  were  not  going  to  be  out  done  by  the 
Swing  Watch  officers  when  they  interrupted  a Robbery  in  progress  at  3"'^  and  Mission  Streets.  A 
’ft  woman  had  her  purse  stolen  by  al  5 year  old.  Luckily  for  that  woman  a concerned  citizen  heard 
her  yell  that  her  purse  had  been  stolen.  The  citizen  saw  the  suspect  running  from  the  scene  and 
gave  chase.  Officers  on  patrol  were  driving  up  3’’^^  Street  turning  onto  Mission  Street  when  they 


saw  the  citizen  tackling  the  suspect  (second  week  in  a row  a cop  was  around  when 
needed!!!!).  Officers  immediately  exited  their  car  assisted  the  citizen  and  took  the  suspect  into 
custody. 

These  are  just  two  examples  of  the  great  work  that  the  officers  at  Southern  Station  do  on  a daily 
basis  to  keep  the  neighborhood  safe.  I also  want  to  give  a special  thanks  to  the  great  San 
Francisco  citizen  who  intervened  in  the  Robbery  and  caught  the  suspect. 

Lastly,  I wanted  to  thank  everyone  who  attended  our  first  “coffee  with  the  foot  beats”  event  that 
we  had  on  Monday  at  the  6*  Street  Safety  Hub.  The  turnout  was  great  and  it  shows  how  many 
people  are  really  invested  in  the  neighborhood.

The  officers  continued  to  watch  as  the  male  started  to  travel 
West  on  Stevenson  alley  and  then  disappeared.  The  officers  quickly  located  the  subject  standing  in  between  two 
parked  vehicles  urinating.  The  officers  contacted  the  subject  and  he  said,  “Sorry  I had  to  pee  really  bad.  Carl’s 
Jr.  will  not  let  me  use  the  bathroom  anymore.”  The  officers  could  smell  a strong  odor  of  marijuana  on  the 
subject  and  he  admitted  that  he  had,  “just  smoked,  but  I have  a medical  marijuana  card.” 

The  officers  asked  the  subject  if  he  had  any  weapons  and  he  said,  “I  have  a knife,  but  1 am  cool.”  One  of  the 
officers  conducted  a search  of  the  suspect  an  located  2 knives  in  his  waistband,  marijuana,  narcotics 
paraphernalia  and  crystal  methamphetamine.  As  the  contact  lasted  the  officers  were  wondering,  “WHAT  ELSE 
DOES  THIS  GUY  HAVE?”  Well  how  about  a LOADED  GUN  in  his  backpack. 

This  was  great  work  by  the  Southern  Midnight  officers  to  contact  a subject  that  we  would  all  say  are  minor 
infractions  which  led  to  the  seizure  of  a good  amount  of  narcotics  and  a loaded  gun. 

Investi2ation  of  the  Week 


A Southern  Sergeant  on  patrol  is  flagged  down  by  a subject  who  was  the  victim  of  an  Aggravated  Assault, 
Robbery,  and  Kidnapping  incident  that  happened  on  6*  Street.  Foot  Beat  officers  respond  and  start  their 
investigation  by  interviewing  the  Victim.  The  Victim  knew  one  of  the  subjects  but  so  did  the  foot  beat  officers. 
The  Victim  did  not  know  the  other  suspect  but  knew  his  street  name.  Guess  what,  the  foot  beat  officers  knew 
exactly  who  the  second  suspect  was  because  they  knew  that  person  by  his  street  name  and  knew  his  real  name 
and  that  he  was  on  parole. 

The  Victim  proceeded  to  tell  the  officers  that  he  was  staying  in  one  of  the  Sixth  Street  hotels  when  he  had  a 
confrontation  with  the  2 subjects.  The  two  subjects  beat  him  up  hitting  him  in  the  face  with  a gun  (he  had  to 
receive  six  stitches),  robbed  him,  held  him  against  his  will  and  then  kicked  him  out  of  the  hotel. 

The  officers  started  their  hunt  for  these  two  violent  criminal  and  by  the  end  of  the  night  both  were  in  custody 
and  booked  on  several  felony  charges. 


Theft  from  store 

An  officer  was  flagged  down  by  a store  employee  regarding  a shoplifter.  The  employee  pointed  out  the  fleeing 
suspect  to  the  officer.  The  officer  detained  the  suspect  and  recovered  the  stolen  merchandise.  A pair  of  wire 
cutters  was  located  inside  the  suspect’s  pocket.  Wire  cutters  are  often  used  in  shoplifting  crimes  to  cut  the 
sensors  off.  The  officer  placed  the  suspect  under  arrest  and  booked  the  suspect  into  County  Jail  on  a burglary 
charge  and  for  an  outstanding  warrant.  Occurred  on  10/25/13  at  11:25am 


DUI 

Officers  monitoring  traffic  on  the  Embarcadero,  noticed  a vehicle  traveling  at  51mph,  faster  than  the  posted 
speed  limit  of  30mph.  The  officers  conducted  a traffic  stop  on  the  vehicle.  After  making  contact  with  the  driver, 
officers  determined  the  driver  to  be  under  the  influence  of  alcohol.  The  officers  conducted  a field  sobriety  test 
to  confirm  their  suspicions.  The  suspect  failed  the  sobriety  test  and  a breath  test  was  administered.  The  suspect 
was  arrested  for  DUI  and  booked  into  County  Jail. 

Occurred  10/27/13  at  2:48am 


Battery  on  a Police  Officer 

A Southern  Station  police  officer  was  providing  security  for  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  located  on 
Mission  St  when  he  became  a victim  of  battery.  The  security  asked  the  officer  to  assist  with  a male  lying  in 
front  of  the  doorway  to  the  building.  The  officer  asked  the  male,  who  was  camped  out  with  a sleeping  bag  and 
pillow  to  move.  The  male  stated  that  he  did  not  feel  like  moving  and  continued  to  lie  on  the  ground,  lodging 
illegally.  The  male  became  irate  that  the  officer  would  not  leave  him  alone  and  began  throwing  items  at  the 
officer.  The  officer  attempted  to  gain  control  of  the  suspect  but  was  struck  with  a closed  fist.  A struggle  ensued 
and  with  the  help  of  security  the  officer  was  able  to  place  the  suspect  into  hand  cuffs.  The  suspect  was  cited  for 
battery  on  a police  officer  and  resisting  arrest. 

Occurred;  10/28/13  at  8am 


Market  Street  DUI 

Officers  were  called  to  the  SOOblk  of  Market  St  to  check  on  a driver  passed  out  behind  the  wheel  of  his  car. 
Officers  reported  that  the  car  was  stopped  in  the  middle  of  Market  St  with  the  engine  running.  The  driver  was 
finally  woken  up  by  the  officers  tapping  on  the  driver’s  window.  The  driver  claimed  he  only  had  a couple  beers 
before  getting  into  his  car  and  driving.  The  driver  failed  the  field  sobriety  test  and  submitted  to  a breath  test. 
The  driver  was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  driving  under  the  influence.  Occurred;  10/29/13  at  12:30am 


Auto  Burglary  Prevented 

At  approximately  lam  in  the  morning,  officers  were  checking  the  800  block  of  Harrison  Street  when  they 
observed  a suspicious  subject  hunched  over  near  a parked  vehicle.  As  they  approached,  the  21  year  old  suspect 
from  San  Francisco  jumped  on  his  bicycle  and  attempted  to  flee  the  area.  After  a short  bicycle  pursuit,  the 
young  suspect  ran  out  of  breath  and  simple  gave  up.  Officers  took  him  into  custody  and  learned  he  was  already 
on  felony  probation  for  auto  burglary.  A probation  search  revealed  the  suspect  was  in  possession  of  a broken 
spark  plug  which  commonly  used  as  a burglary  tool.  Thieves  use  the  porcelain  portion  of  spark  plugs  to  break 
vehicle  windows  because  the  matter  is  harder  than  glass  and  easily  obtainable.  The  suspect  was  issued  a 
misdemeanor  citation  and  released  from  custody  later  in  the  morning.  Occurred;  10-31-13  at  12:54am. 


Burglary 

A resident  on  Brannan  St  called  91 1 after  discovering  several  open  packages  in  the  garage.  The  packages  were 
addressed  to  him  and  several  other  residents.  Surveillance  footage  revealed  that  two  suspects  gained  entry  into 
the  building  by  pressing  random  buttons  on  the  call  box  outside  of  the  lobby.  The  suspects  were  finally  buzzed 
in  by  someone  in  the  building.  One  suspect  entered  and  took  three  boxes  to  a stairwell  and  began  opening  them, 
eventually  fleeing  with  the  contents.  Occurred  10/24/13  at  8:50pm 

Burglary 

Officers  responded  to  an  alarm  activation  on  South  Park  Ave.  Upon  arrival  officers  located  a door  to  the 
business  that  was  wide  open.  The  premise  was  searched  but  the  suspects  had  already  fled.  The  surveillance 
footage  revealed  that  the  suspect  broke  in  through  the  front  door.  Speakers  were  reported  missing  from  the 
business.  Occurred  10/25/13  at  l;25am 


Robbery 

Officers  were  dispatched  to  Howard  and  12*  regarding  a possible  robbery.  The  victim  explained  that  he  was 
closing  down  the  business  when  he  noticed  a group  of  people  hanging  out  by  his  side  door.  The  victim 
approached  the  group  and  asked  them  to  leave.  He  then  saw  that  the  suspects  were  writing  graffiti  on  the  side 
door.  The  victim  took  his  phone  out  and  began  calling  911.  One  of  the  suspects  saw  that  the  victim  was  making 
a phone  call  and  approached  him  to  ask  who  he  was  calling.  The  victim  stated  that  he  was  calling  911.  The 
suspect  then  punched  the  victim  in  the  face  causing  the  victim  to  fall  to  the  ground.  The  suspect  then  grabbed 
the  victim’s  phone  and  fled.  Occurred  10/26/13  at  2:20am 


Theft  from  a Vehicle 

Dispatchers  received  a 91 1 call  from  tourists  on  Treasure  Island  regarding  their  boosted  vehicle.  Officers  were 
advised  that  the  suspect  was  seen  fleeing  the  scene  in  gray  SUV.  The  tourist  parked  their  vehicle,  leaving  three 
laptops  inside.  When  they  returned  to  their  vehicle  they  saw  the  suspect  inside  the  vehicle.  The  back  window 
was  broken  out  and  the  suspect  managed  to  snatch  the  laptops  before  the  victims  could  stop  him.  The  victims 
wrote  the  license  plate  down  before  the  suspect  was  able  to  drive  away  in  a gray  SUV.  Occurred  10/26/13  at 
11:10pm 

Battery  with  Serious  Injury 

Officers  responded  to  6*  St  on  report  of  an  assault  that  had  just  occurred  in  a hotel  on  6*  St.  Officers  made 
contact  with  the  victim  who  was  already  being  treated  by  SFFD  paramedics.  The  victim  gave  officers  a very 
limited  amount  of  information  regarding  the  incident.  The  victim  suffered  a 3-4  inch  gash  above  the  left  eye  and 
was  taken  to  SFGH  for  further  treatment.  Occurred  10/26/13  at  7:30pm 


Attempted  Robbery  on  7*  Street 

Two  males  attempted  to  rob  a victim  was  standing  on  the  North  West  comer  of  7*  and  Market  St.  The  victim 
reported  that  he  was  taking  pictures  with  his  camera  when  two  unknown  suspect  approached  him.  One  suspect 
grabbed  his  camera  and  screamed  “Let  go!”  The  victim  held  on  tight  to  his  camera  and  the  suspect  then 
punched  him  in  the  face.  The  victim  continued  to  struggle  for  his  camera.  The  suspect  eventually  gave  up  and 
fled  on  foot  through  United  Nations  Plaza.  Occurred;  10/28/13  at  1pm 


Bicycle  Thief  Gets  Away 

Two  residents  at  a small  apartment  complex  on  the  400  block  of  Natoma  Street  contacted  police  after  finding 
their  Raleigh  bicycle  stolen  from  inside.  The  victim  said  he  stored  his  vehicle  inside  the  building  in  a common 
area  where  other  residents  had  access.  When  he  woke  up  the  next  morning,  he  found  the  bicycle  missing  and  the 
fire  escape  ajar.  Officers  responded  and  based  upon  their  investigation  determined  the  suspected  entered 
through  an  unsecure  fire  escape  and  exited  the  front  door  with  the  stolen  bicycle.  Unfortunately,  the  building 
contains  no  video  cameras  so  the  suspect  is  unknown.  REMEMBER  TO  WRITE  DOWN  YOUR  BICYCLERS 
SERIAL  NUMBER  JUSTIN  CASE  IT  IS  STOLEN  THIS  NUMBER  MA  YBE  THE  ONLY  MEANS  OF 
LOCATING  YOUR  PROPERTY  DOWN  THE  ROAD.  Occurred:  Between  10-29-13  at  12:00am  to  10-30-13 
at  10:00am. 

Market  Street  MUNI  Battery 

Muni  employee’s  contacted  police  after  a battery  had  occurred  on  a bus  near  7*  Street  and  Mission  Street. 

When  officers  responded,  they  contacted  two  victims  whom  had  been  struck  in  the  face.  The  two  San  Francisco 
residents  stated  they  were  riding  the  bus  home  from  work  when  a belligerent  female  suspect  entered.  The 
suspect  began  walking  towards  the  rear  of  the  bus,  shoving  people  out  of  the  way.  When  the  first  victim  did  not 
move  out  of  her  way,  he  was  punched  in  the  face.  The  suspect  attempted  to  slap  with  second  victim,  but  she  was 
able  to  move  out  of  the  way  before  any  physical  contact  was  made.  The  suspect  then  fled  the  bus  onto  Market 
Street  and  was  not  located.  She  was  described  as  a 25  to  30  year  old  black  female,  wearing  a multi-colored  hat, 
black  jacket,  and  blue  jeans.  This  investigation  is  ongoing  and  officers  are  awaiting  video  footage  from  the  bus. 
Occurred:  10-30-13  at  6:52pm. 


^ Foe  US  on  the  Five”  Traffic  Safetv/Enforcement 


The  most  frequent  illegal  driving  behavior  resulting  in  injury  accidents  in  Southern  Police  District  is 
CVe  22350,  violations  of  the  basic  speed  law.  The  second  most  common  illegal  behavior 
contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21453(a)  running  a steady  red  light.  Finally,  the  third  illegal 
behavior  contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21950(a),  Pedestrian  Right  of  Way  violations.  These 
violations  occur  in  a variety  of  locations  and  in  some  locations  a mix  of  two  or  more  violations  have 
resulted  in  injury  accidents. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  directed  officers  to  “Focus  on  the  Five”  most  dangerous  intersections  in 
the  district  when  they  are  not  on  an  assigned  call  for  service.  We  will  be  engaging  in  increased  traffic 
enforcement  in  the  below  listed  area’s  that  have  been  identified  as  dangerous  intersections. 


Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard:  Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard  is  the  highest  intersection 
for  injury  related  crashes.  Vehicles  traveling  eastbound  are  turning  right  onto  Octavia  Boulevard  and 
causing  collisions  with  eastbound  bicyclists  in  violation  of  22101(d)  CVC  resulting  in  serious  injury 
accidents. 

7^^  Street  between  Harrison  Street  and  Folsom  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Elementary  School  is 
located  on  7'*^  Street  between  Harrison  and  Folsom  Street.  School  has  returned  to  session  and  based 
upon  recent  incidents,  as  well  as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related 
traffic  collisions,  especially  involving  children.  Eastbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and 
driver’s  failing  to  yield  to  pedestrians  when  making  the  right  turn  onto  Folsom  Street  from  northbound 
7^*^  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC. 

Harrison  Street  at  4*'^  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Middle  School  is  located  on  Harrison  Street 
between  4^^  and  5**^  Streets. School  has  returned  to  session  and  based  upon  recent  incidents,  as  well 
as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related  traffic  collisions,  especially 
involving  children.  Westbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and  driver’s  failing  to  yield  to 
pedestrians  crossing  east  on  Harrison  Street  and  south  on  4^'^  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  will 
be  aggressively  enforced  in  this  corridor. 

Street  between  Mission  Street  and  Brannan  Street:  10*^  Street  between  Mission  and  Brannan 
is  the  second  highest  “key  red  light  running  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21453(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 

Mission  Street  between  5^^  and  10^^  Streets:  Mission  Street  between  10^^  and  5^*^  Streets  is  one  of 
the  highest  “key  pedestrian  right  of  way  injury  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents.

The  new  east  span  of  the  Bay  Bridge  is  up  and 
carrying  upward  of  300,000  vehicles  a day. 
You  may  have  driven  it,  you  may  have  cruised 
under  it  on  BART  or  you  may  have  missed  it 
altogether.  Now's  your  chance  to  not  just  see 
the  bridge,  but  to  really  see  the  bridge. 

On  Saturday,  Walk  San  Francisco  is 
partnering  with  California  Walks,  Walk 
Oakland  Bike  Oakland  and  Oakland  Urban  Paths  for  the  inaugural  Walk  the  Bay.  We'U 
lead  you  on  a walk  across  the  Bay  Bridge.  Well,  almost  across:  The  bridge  s pedestrian  and 
bicycle  path  doesn’t  yet  touch  down  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  - and  it  won't  for  a year  or  two 
- but  we'll  be  trekking  over  the  bay  nonetheless. 

Views  of  old  bridge 

In  fact,  the  old  section  of  the  bridge's  eastern  span  is  reason  enough  to  come  out  this 
weekend.  The  pedestrian  and  bicycle  path,  located  on  the  south  side  of  the  bridge,  offers 
incredible  views  of  the  old  bridge  that  are  too  photo  worthy  to  resist. 

One  thing  you  won’t  see  on  the  old  Bay  Bridge  is  the  mysterious  Bay  Bridge  Troll.  After  a 
portion  of  the  bridge  collapsed  during  the  1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake,  engineers 
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stealthily  placed  a handmade  iron  troll  on  the  repaired  portion  of  the  bridge  to  bring  good 
luck  to  travelers.  While  the  original  troll  has  reportedly  been  removed  for  safekeeping,  a 
new  troll  is  said  to  be  hidden  somewhere  on  the  bridge. 

If  views  of  the  old  bridge  and  mysterious  trolls  don't  do  it  for  you,  come  out  for  the  fresh 
air,  great  company  and  views  of  San  Francisco,  the  East  Bay  and  beyond.  The  new  bridge 
spans  about  4 miles  from  Oakland  to  Yerba  Buena  Island,  a perfect  distance  to  learn  fim 
facts  about  the  bridge.  The  walk  promises  outstanding  views  from  breathtaking  heights. 
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Two  options  for  walk 

Those  participating  in  Walk  the  Bay  have  two  options,  a 7-mile  walk,  from  the  Emeryville 
trailhead  to  the  end  of  the  path  and  back,  or  a 4-mile  walk  to  the  Bay  Bridge  Trailhead 
and  back. 


WhOe  it'll  be  some  time  before  the  path  touches  down  on  Yerba  Buena  Island,  the 
Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  has  announced  that  it'll  explore  design  options 
and  costs  to  bring  walkers  and  bikers  from  the  East  Bay,  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena 
Island  to  San  Francisco.  The  news  comes  at  an  opportune  moment,  as  plans  for  growth  on 
Treasure  Island  predict  an  influx  of  residents  who  will,  of  course,  need  to  travel. 


Perhaps  in  years  to  come.  Walk  the  Bay  will  bring  you  all  the  way  across  the  bay,  taking 
one  day  to  celebrate  something  that  can  happen  every  day  - a heart-healthy  way  for  people 
to  travel  across  the  bay. 

While  on  Saturday's  walk,  you'll  learn  about  the  life  of  Alexander  Zuckermann,  for  whom 
the  pedestrian  and  bike  path  is  named.  Zuckermann,  who  died  in  2007,  was  a Bay  Bridge 
pathway  advocate  and  the  founder  of  the  East  Bay  Bicycle  Coalition.

Every  Thursday  night  throughout 
the  spring,  summer  and  fall,  San 
Francisco  dingy  sailors  trade 
business  suits  for  wetsuits  and 
get  out  on  the  Treasure  Island 
basin  for  some  competitive  action 
in  Lasers  and  Vanguard  15s 
amidst  serious  City  Front  winds.  A 
recent  article  In  Forbes  magazine 
entitled.  Why  You  Should  Fill  Your 
Company  With  'Athletes'  by 
contributing  author  David  K. 
Williams,  speaks  about  why  you 
should  hire  those  who  have 
athlete  traits,  which  he  deems  akin  to  leadership  traits.  He  lists  that  athletes,  “never  give  up, 
develop  new  skills,  are  entrepreneurs,  strive  for  balance,  and  work  well  in  teams.”

Those 
who  work  hard  need  to  play  hard  and  so  the  evening  is  split  between  four  to  seven  collegiate- 
style  short-course  buoy  races,  and  a couple  hours  of  barbecuing  and  conversation 
afterwards.  The  start  is  6:15pm  every  Thursday  for  25  nights  and  most  believe  it  to  be,  "the 
best  way  to  begin  the  end  of  the  week." 
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As  the  Forbes  article  reminds  us, 
“athletes  are  tenacious— they 
seldom  or  never  give  up.  They 
also  have  a strong  work  ethic  and 
the  ability  to  respect  and  deal  with 
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mix  of  demographics.” 


the  inevitable  issues  of  temporary 
pain...”  “Getting  here  through 
traffic  is  difficult,"  says  Mike 
Bishop,  "there  are  a number  of 
other  fleets  in  the  Bay  area,  but 
not  quite  with  the  wind  and 
challenges  found  at  Treasure 
Island,"  so  there  is  always  a solid 
turnout.

Vanguard  1 5 Fleet  Captain,  Al 
Sargent  recalls  that  Nick 
Adamson  and  Carissa  Harris 
started  the  Vanguard  15  fleet  in 
about  1 998  out  of  Encinal  Yacht 
Club  and  from  2000  onwards  it 
has  been  racing  at  Treasure 
Island.

Mike  Bishop  explains  that  a 
number  of  sailors  have  two  boats, 
which  has  helped  to  develop  the 
fleet.  For  example,  John  Russell, 
a Kiwi  boat  builder  for  America’s 
Cup  Team  Artemis,  contacted  the 
fleet  through  the  website  and  was 
able  to  take  a break  from  the  AC 
mania  and  jump  in  a spare  boat 
for  about  five  or  six  weeks.  “Guys 
borrow  and  then  tend  to  buy,” 
says  Mike.  Racers  store  their 
boats  and  launch  from  the 
Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center  and  storage  fees  go  to  support  the  quickly  growing  non-profit 
community  youth  programs.

Two  men  were  wounded  in  a shooting  on  Treasure  Island  Friday  night,  police  said. 


Police  were  called  about  11:40  p.m.  to  the  400  block  of  California  Avenue,  where  a man  in  his 
20s  was  foimd  with  a gunshot  wound  to  his  arm. 


A second  victim,  also  in  his  20s,  went  on  his  own  to  San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  police 
said.  He  suffered  a gunshot  wound  to  his  shoulder.  Both  men  are  expected  to  survive  their 
injuries.

stop  between  SF  and  the  East  Bay.  For  most  of  those  people,  it  will  be  the  one  time  they  go  all  year  - if  ever.  I recent^  realized  how  strange  it  is  that  there’s  this 
cheap,  enpty,  beautifiil  space  just  barely  off  the  coast  of  the  most  expensive,  space-hungry  place  in  the  coranhy.  Curious  about  what  it’s  like  to  live  on  Treasure 
Island,  I talked  to  half  a dozen  people  who  either  live  there  now  or  have  lived  there  in  the  past. 

Here  are  14  tilings  I've  learned  about  everyday  life  on  Treasure  Island: 


1.  The  first  grocery  store  opened  a year  ago. 

Island  Cove  Market  is  the  onfy  grocery  store  on  the  island.  Before  it  opened,  the  onfy  options  were  one  or  two  gas- station- type  convenience  stores.  People  I 
talked  to  who  moved  off  the  island  years  ago  were  blown  away  when  they  found  out  that  it  finally  lias  an  actual  market  (“Oh  man,  the  saddest  days  were  the  ones 
when  you  ran  out  of  coffee. . .”).  Even  with  the  new  market,  most  Treasure  Islanders  still  do  a big  shopping  trip  on  the  mainland  once  or  twice  a month. 


2.  There  are  no  stores  that  sell  alcohol. 

I couldn’t  verify  if  this  was  because  it’s  federal  property  or  what,  but  regardless,  there  are  no  liquor  stores  (or  any  kind  of  stores)  that  sell  alcohol  on  Treasure 
Island.  You  can  pick  tp  some  wine  at  the  wineries  if  they’re  open,  or  go  to  the  one  (very  large,  often  enply)  bar  on  the  island  if  you  want  to  sit  and  drink 
something,  but  there’s  no  place  to  just  ivui  to  and  grab  a six-pack. 


3.  There  are  no  restaurants. 

However,  there  are  two  places  that  serve  food  - a pizza  place  and  a cafe.  Otherwise,  certain  places  on  the  mainland  will  deliver  to  Treasure  Island,  as  long  as  it’s 
not  rush  hour. 


1.  The  earthquakes  feel  way  stronger. 

All  of  Treasure  Island  is  built  on  landfill,  making  any  quake,  big  or  small,  feel  a lot  more  intense  than  it  does  on  natural  land  over  solid  bedrock  - extra  fi'eaky 
when  you  think  about  the  feet  that  few  (if  any)  of  the  buildings  on  TI  were  built  in  compliance  with  cuiTent  codes,  let  alone  to  withstand  a major  earthquake. 


5.  No  one  pays  for  utilities. 

Since  the  homes  on  the  island  were  built  for  Navy  femilies,  there  are  no  utility  meters.  Thus,  more  than  one  person  I talked  to  had  installed  a hot  tub  to  go  along 
with  their  backyard’s  fentastic  view. 


6.  There  are  massive  power  outages  all  the  time. 

The  power  grid  for  the  island,  originally  installed  by  the  Navy,  is  old  and  deteriorating.  The  salty  ak  and  seagulls  make  it  really  hard  to  maintain,  and  thus  residents 
have  massive  power  outages  constantfy.  Apparently,  it’s  gotten  a little  better,  but  on  any  given  day  the  power  could  go  out  fi)r  hours.  Thus,  people  keep  a 
stockpile  of  candles  on  hand. 


7.  It  was  almost  San  Francisco’s  airport. 

Treasure  Island  was  built  for  the  1939  World’s  Fair.  After  that,  it  was  set  to  be  used  as  an  airport  before  the  Navy  offered  to  trade  Mills  Field  for  the  island.  The 
city  accepted  the  swap,  and  SFO  was  buik  on  the  peninsula  instead,  and  the  naval  station  was  built  on  the  island. 


8.  The  water  and  soil  quality  is. . .a  bit  sketchy. 

One  woman  I talked  to  laughed  about  the  first  time  she  saw  a skull  and  crossbones  over  a waterspout.  (So  apt  given  the  island’s  name!)  Lingeiing  contamination 
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1 from  the  Navy’s  testing  combined  with  super-old  pipes  leaves  the  water  usually  safe  to  drink,  but  it’s  not  recommended.  The  people  I talked  to  have  water 
' coolers  delivered  for  drinking,  and  they  typically  plant  gardens  in  pots  instead  of  in  the  gi'ound. 


It  can  sometimes  feel  like  a post-apocalyptic  movie  set 

j Space  is  at  such  a cra^  premium  in  SF;  it  seems  strange  that  sandwiched  between  SF  and  Oakland  is  tliis 
I have  started  catching  on  in  the  last  couple  of  years  tliat  there’s  a bunch  of  cheap,  eirpty  space  siper-close 
abandoned  or  closed  oflF due  to  the  risk  of  radiation.  People  I talked  to  mentioned  an  air  of  lawlessness  on 
Wild  Wild  West. 


10.  No  one  will  visit  you,  but  it’s  actually  not  that  far. 

Even  though  you  can  get  to  a lot  of  nei^borhoods  on  the  mainland  more  quickly  fi'om  the  island  than  you  can  from  some  SF  neighborhoods,  there  is  a hard 
mental  divide  for  people  when  it  comes  to  venturing  out  to  Treasure  Island.  A couple  people  drought  this  was  an  advantage,  though:  to  be  able  to  get  your  fill  of 
city  life  during  the  day,  and  then  it’s  just  a quick  1 5-minute  drive  to  your  huge  backyard  and  quiet  hot- tub  paradise.

fere  was  a plan  approved  to  demolish  everything  on  the  island  and  build  high-density  housing,  hotels,  parks,  etc.  It  was  supposed  to  start  in  20 1 2 and  take  two 
three  decades  to  conplete,  but  the  plan  collapsed  when  the  Chinese  investor  pulled  out  from  the  project.  Since  then,  it’s  been  difficult  to  find  someone  willing  to 
spend  $ 1 .5  billion  on  a man-made,  earthquake-prone,  radiation-soaked  piece  of  land.  StiH,  given  the  way  SF  is  headed.  I’m  surprised  no  one  has  snatched  15)  the 
opportunity. 


13.  It’s  cheap  and  quiet,  and  it  has  amazing  views. 

Despite  all  it  seems  to  lack,  eveiyone  I talked  to  either  loves  living  on  the  island  or  looks  back  on  it  veiy  fondly.  It’s  cheap  but  close,  and  it  has  tons  of  parking, 
big  houses,  yards,  and  amazing  views.  You  can  kayak  and  windsurf  And  the  idea  of  sitting  in  a hot  tub  looking  out  at  the  city  over  the  bay  sounds  incredible.

Is  Google  building  a huiking 
floating  data  center  in  SF  Bay? 

It  looks  like  Google  has  been  working  on  an  oversize  secret  project  on 
San  Francisco's  Treasure  Island.  A water-based  data  center?  Could 
well  be. 


This  large  structure,  which  is  likely  being  built  by  Google,  could  be  a floating  data  center.  It  is  located  on  a 
barge  just  off  Treasure  Island,  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland.

SAN  FRANCISCO  — Something  big  and  mysterious  is  rising  from  a floating  barge  at  the 
end  of  Treasure  Island,  a former  Navy  base  in  the  middle  of  San  Francisco  Bay.  And 
Google's  fingerprints  are  all  over  it. 

It's  unclear  what's  inside  the  structure,  which  stands  about  four  stories  high  and  was 
made  with  a series  of  modern  cargo  containers.  The  same  goes  for  when  it  will  be 
unveiled,  but  the  big  tease  has  already  begun.  Locals  refer  to  it  as  the  secret  project. 

Google  did  not  respond  to  multiple  requests  for  comment.  But  after  going  through  lease 
agreements,  tracking  a contact  tied  to  the  project  on  Linkedin,  talking  to  locals  on 
Treasure  Island,  and  consulting  with  experts,  it's  all  but  certain  that  Google  is  the  entity 
that  is  building  the  massive  structure  that's  in  plain  sight,  but  behind  tight  security. 

Could  the  structure  be  a sea-faring  data  center?  One  expert  who  was  shown  pictures  of 
the  structure  thinks  so,  especially  because  being  on  a barge  provides  easy  access  to  a 

source  of  cooling,  as  well  as  an  inexpensive  source  of  power  — the  sea.  And  ® authority  e£js 

tellingly,  Google  was  granted  a patent  in  2009  for  a floating  data  center,  and  putting 
data  centers  inside  shipping  containers  is  already  a well-established  practice. 
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Whether  the  structure  is  in  fact  a floating  data  center  is  hard  to  say  for  sure,  of  comse, 
since  Google's  not  talking.  But  Google,  understandably,  has  a history  of  putting  data 
centers  in  places  with  cheap  cooling  rhttp;//www.cnet.com/Jostlmg-to-get-

Hangar  3 

Sometime  late  last  year,  a company  began  a substantial  project  inside  a cavernous 
building  on  Treasure  Island  known  as  Hangar  a 
rhttp;//www.sftreasureisland.org/index.aspx?Dage=aao1 . 

Since  then.  Hangar  3 and  the  areas  immediately  adjacent  have  been  under  various 
stages  of  lock-down.  Thanks  to  Google's  own  satellite  imagery,  though,  it's  possible  to 
get  a glimpse  of  the  early  stages  of  the  project,  and  much  of  which  was  being  worked  on 
outside  the  building  but  shielded  behind  a long  security  fence. 


Sometime  after  Hangar  3 was  occupied,  the  building  and  much  of  the  adjacent  area  was  cordoned  off  behind 
security  fencing,  ensuring  that  no  one  could  see  in.

It's  also  possible  to  tell  from  that  imagery  and  by  visiting  Treasure  Island  that  whatever 
was  under  construction  in  the  area  outside  Hangar  3 has  since  been  moved  to  a floating 
barge  alongside  the  pier  adjacent  to  the  property,  which  is  off-limits  to  the  public  and 
guarded  by  private  security. 

The  barge  is  250  feet  long,  72  feet  wide,  and  16  feet  deep,  and  was  built  in  2011  in  Belle 
Chasse,  La.,  by  C & C Marine  and  Repair  rhttp;//wvyw.ccmrepair.com/1 . Its 
registration  number  is  BAL  0010

Califomial . Behind  it  is  a perfect  view  of  the  new  eastern  span  of  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Bridge.  On  top  is  a four-story-tall  modular  building  made  from  shipping  containers 
and  sporting  12  tall  white  spires  that  look  like  they  could  be  anything  from  iiMil®Q®mment 
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flagpoles  to  antennas.  The  containers  each  have  three  narrow  slits  for  windows,  and 
there  is  a stairway  on  the  northeast  corner  that  goes  from  ground  level  to  the  top. 
There's  also  one  container  on  that  side  that  slants  to  the  ground  at  a 45-degree  angle. 
Wrapped  mostly  in  dark  netting,  the  structure  doesn't  reveal  what's  inside.

Joel  Egan,  the  principal  at  Cargotecture  rhttp;//www.cargotecture.com/1 . 
which  designs  custom  cargo  container  buildings,  said  the  structure  looks  like  a data 
center.  "The  cutouts  in  the  long  walls  of  the  containers,  when  they  line  up,  they  make 
hallways,"  Egan  said.  "You  could  put  all  sorts  of  mainframes  into  the  containers. ..It 
doesn't  have  enough  windows  for  an  office  building." 

Egan  also  said  that  putting  a data  center  on  a barge  would  provide  access  to  abundant 
water  — a key  for  cooling  large  numbers  of  servers. 

Asked  if  the  theoretical  concept  of  a floating  data  center  made  practical  sense,  Jonathan 
Koomey,  a Stanford  research  fellow  and  expert  on  data  centers  responded  by  listing  a 
number  of  advantages  such  a system  would  offer.  Although  saltwater  could  be 
problematic  as  a cooling  source,  he  said,  it's  a surmountable  problem.  "It  wouldn't 
surprise  me  at  all,"  Koomev  rhttp;//wvyw.koomev.com/about.htmn  said,  before 
seeing  any  pictures  of  the  project  on  the  barge,  "if  there  were  a bunch  of  containers,  and 
it  turned  out  to  be  data  center."  After  being  shown  pictures  of  the  barge,  however, 

Koomey  said  that  there  was  nothing  conclusive  in  them  to  indicate  that  it  was  a data 
center. 

But  companies  like  Dell,  Hewlett-Packard,  Microsoft,  and  others  have  been  installing 

specially  built  data  centers  in  shipping  containers

as  a "system  [that]  includes  a floating  platform-mounted  computer  data  center 
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comprising  a plurality  of  computing  units,  a sea-based  electrical  generator  in  electrical 
connection  with  the  plurality  of  computing  units,  and  one  or  more  sea-water  cooling 
units  for  providing  cooling  to  the.. .computing  units."

The  patent  further  suggests  that  "the  computing  units  are  mounted  in  a plurality  of 
crane-removable  modules,"  that  "the  computer  data  center  comprises  a floating- 
platform  mounted  data  center,"  and  that  "the  modular  data  centers  may  be  arranged  in 
a two-dimensional  or  three-dimensional  grid.  For  example.. .two  rows  that  each  contain 
two  containers... Those  modules  could  also  be  stacked  two  or  more  high." 

The  patent  was  granted  to  three  men  — Jimmy  Clidaras,  David  Stiver,  and  William 
Hamburgen,  all  of  whom  still  work  at  Google.  Only  Clidaras  replied  to  requests  for 
interviews,  although  he  wasn't  immediately  available  to  comment.

Why?  Google's  patent  spelled  out  some  of  the  most  valuable  advantages:  Because  the 
system  is  built  from  modular,  standard-size  shipping  containers,  it's  easy  to  deploy,  via 
ship  or  truck,  to  areas  that  are  in  most  need  of  Internet  infrastructure;  there's  little-to- 
no  pollution  created  by  wave-generated  energy;  and  a floating  data  center  could 
produce  plenty  of  power  via  wave  energy  at  a distance  of  3 to  7 miles  offshore,  and  in  50 
to  70  meters  of  water.

Himting  for  the  Google  connection 

Although  Google  has  not  confirmed  any  projects  on  Treasure  Island,  which  is  owned 
by  the  US  Naw  rhttp;//www.sftreasureisland.org/index.aspx?page=4.2i1 
and  subleased  by  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  ample  evidence  suggests  that  the  company  is 
behind  whatever  is  going  on  inside  Hangar  3 and  on  the  barge  at  the  southeastern  end 
of  the  island. 

When  asked  by  CNET,  Treasure  Island  director  of  island  operations  Mirian  Saez  said 
that  Google  had  not  leased  Hangar  3.  She  said  that  a company  called  By  and  Large  LLC 
was  the  new  major  tenant  of  the  building.

Darby  and  Kenneth  Yi,  as  By  and  Large's  official  representatives,  as  well  as  a phone 

number  for  the  Delaware-registered  company.  Darby  told  me  he  wasn't  associated  with 

By  and  Large.  Yi,  who  is  the  signatory  on  the  lease,  couldn't  be  reached  for  comment. 

Even  so,  a former  Google  employee  who  requested  anonymity  said  it  "makes  perfect 
sense"  that  the  tech  giant  would  set  up  an  innocuous  LLC  to  officially  run  a big  stealth 
project.  Saez  said  that  a man  named  Tim  Brandon  was  the  point  of  contact  for  By  and 
Large,  and  provided  a phone  number.  Punch  in  the  digits  provided  by  Saez  and  you'll 
hear,  "Thank  you  for  calling  Google.  The  number  you  dialed  is  no  longer  in  service."  In 
addition,  Brandon's  Linkedln  profile

as  "Senior  Transaction  Manager,  CBRE  @ Google"  and  his  top  responsibility  as  "Lead 
and  manage  all  acquisition  and  disposition  activity  for  Google's  Silicon  Valley 
portfolio."

When  I met  someone  working  in  a section  of  Hangar  3 that's  separate  from  the  main 
part  of  the  building  and  inquired  what  building  it  was,  the  man  asked  who  I was  looking 
for.  I answered  "Google,"  and  without  hesitating  he  said  I needed  to  go  to  a main 
entrance  a bit  further  down  the  side  of  the  structure.  That  entrance  was  manned  by  a 
security  guard  and  had  two  cameras  mounted  above  the  entiyway.  A security  supervisor 
turned  me  away  when  I asked  to  visit  Google  or  talk  to  Tim  Brandon.  Upon  returning  to 
Hangar  3 a couple  of  days  later  with  a CNET  photographer,  we  were  watched  closely  by 
two  people,  including  one  with  a big  set  of  binoculars. 

A sign  on  one  entrance  to  Hangar  3 reads,  "You  are  entering  a secure  building.  Please 
prepare  to  surrender  your  smart  phone,  camera  phone,  camera,  and  or  any  other 
audio/visual  devices." 


A sign  on  the  door  to  Hangar  3 made  it  clear  that  the  tenant  — Google?  — doesn't  want  any  recording  done 
inside.

Chris  Childers,  a Treasure  Island  local,  told  me  that  although  he  had  never  seen  the 
word  "Google"  anjwhere  in  or  around  Hangar  3,  people  have  been  talking  about  Google 
being  in  the  giant  building,  and  working  on  the  barge,  for  months. 

In  fact,  Childers  said,  the  tenant  had  taken  over  the  Hangar  3 parking  lot  last 
December,  and  for  months  had  very  tight  security  around  it.  "I  heard  it  was  a Google 
project,"  Childers  said.  He  also  recalled  the  long  security  fence  around  the  Hangar  3 
property  that  is  visible  in  Google  satellite  imagery,  as  did  an  artist  who  works  close  to 
Hangar  3. 

Childers  told  me  that  a woman  at  a Treasure  Island  bus  stop  that  he  suspected  was  a 
Google  employee  had  told  him,  about  what  was  going  on  inside  Hangar  3 and  on  the 
barge,  "I  can't  tell  you  [what  the  project  is,  but  you'll  see  it  soon  enough,  and  it'll  be 
really  cool."  He  also  said  that  the  woman  told  him  that  the  massive  project  being  built 
on  the  barge  had  likely  been  built  piecemeal  inside  Hangar  3 and  that  "'I  can't  believe 
we  built  it  all  inside'"  Hangar  3.

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SAN  FRANCISCO  (KPIX  5)  — The  U.S.  Navv 
had  its  share  of  secrets  on  Treasure  Island,  but 
few  were  better  kept  than  what’s  taking  place  on 
a mysterious  barge  just  off  the  island.

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There  has,  of  course,  been  speculation  about  the  barge’s  purpose, 
much  of  it  centering  on  the  belief  that  it’s  a water-based  data  0 center 
for  Google. 

KPIX  5 has  learned  that  Google  is  actually  building  a floating 
marketing  center,  a kind  of  giant  Apple  store,  if  you  will  — but  for 
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under  development. 

Although  Google  wouldn’t  respond  to  requests  for  comment  for  this 
story,  sources  close  to  the  project  told  KPIX  5 that  Google  hopes  to 
tow  the  completed  structure  from  Treasure  Island  across  the  Bay  to 
San  Francisco’s  Fort  Mason,  where  it  would  be  anchored  and  open  to 
the  public. 


But  as  mysteriously  as  the  barge-and-container  structure  began 
appearing  severai  months  ago,  work  on  the  project  suddenly  stopped  a 
few  weeks  ago.

A BCDC  official  confirmed 
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the  agency  has  held 

discussions  with  Google  ^ 

about  “hypothetical 

operations”  on  the  water,  but  he  complained  the  tech  0 giant  has  been 
vague  about  how  the  barge  would  be  used. 


Larry  Goidzband,  BCDC  executive  director,  said  Google  is  free  to  build 
whatever  it  wants  but  the  company  needs  to  define  the  structure’s 
purpose  if  it  wants  a permit. 


And  that’s  not  the  only  hurdle  Google  faces  in  its  quest  for  a permit. 
Docking  the  barge  for  an  extended  period  of  time  at  Fort  Mason  would 
qualify  as  “bay  fiii,”  said  a source  with  long  experience  in  waterfront 
issues. 


“The  law  is  crystal  clear  in  this  case:  The  Bay  is  not  to  be  used  for 
something  that  can  be  built  on  land,”  Goidzband  said. 

Further  complicating  the  picture  for  Google,  the  BCDC  is  already 
facing  heat  over  the  plan  to  build  a new  waterfront  arena  for  the 
Golden  State  Warriors.  Aithough  the  arena  would  be  built  on  existing 
Piers  30  and  32,  the  piers  would  have  to  be  enlarged  to  accommodate 
the  structure. 

“Given  that  controversy,  it’s  not  at  all  certain  that  BCDC  approves  the 
Google  structure,”  the  waterfront  expert  said.  “They  may  end  up  with 
egg  on  their  face  and  a lot  of  money  lost  in  the  drink.”

How  badly  does  Google  want  to  keep  under  wraps  a ir^sterious  project  taking  shape  on  a barge  in  San  Francisco  Bay?  Badly  enough  to  require 
U.S.  government  oflScials  to  sign  confidentiality  agreements. 


At  least  one  U.S.  Coast  Guard  ertployee  has  had  to  sign  a non-disclosure  agreement  with  the  internet  giant,  said  Barry  Bena,  a coast  guard 
spokesman  who  was  later  instructed  not  to  talk  to  the  media  about  the  project  because  of  "commercial  confidentiality." 

Another  person  who  would  only  identify  himself  as  an  inspector  for  a California  government  agency  had  to  do  the  same. 


USA  Today  and  the  San  Jose  Mercury  News  reported  that  the  coast  guard  confirmed  that  they  had  visited  the  barge  on  Wednesday  but  could 
not  say  why  other  than  to  specify  that  it  was  not  for  a fire  or  medical  emergency. 


Several  coast  guard  representatives  told  the  papers  they  had  been  instmcted  by  supervisors  not  to  discuss  the  project, 
^nce  the  project  is  conpleted,  we  will  be  releasing  infonnation,"  Lt.  Joshua  Dykman  told  the  San  Jose  Mercury  News. 

Four  barges  registered 


Moored  in  the  shadow  of  the  Bay  Bridge  off  Treasure  Island,  a former  military  base,  the  nondescript  barge  is  stacked  several  storeys  high  with 
white  slipping  containers,  and  sprouts  what  appear  to  be  antennas  on  top.  The  hulking  stmcture,  half  shrouded  in  scaffolding,  has  stirred  intense 
speculation  in  the  Bay  Area  since  reports  of  its  existence  surfeced  late  last  week. 
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The  floating  structure  docked  at  Portland  Harbour  in  Portland,  Maine  looks  to  be  conposed  of  about  63  shipping  containers  welded  together,  a 
local  newspaper  reported.  (Shawn  Patrick  Ouellette/Portland  Press  Herald/Associated  Press) 

Technology  website  CNET  theorized  that  the  vessel  might  be  a floating  data  cent'e  that  will  house  banks  of  conputers.  Google  was  granted  a 
patent  in  2009  for  just  such  a floating  data  centre,  the  site  reported. 

Local  TV  station  KPIX  said  Are  barge  is  intended  to  serve  as  a floating  retail  store  for  Google's  Glass  wearable  conputer  device  — altliougli  its 
external  appearance,  at  least  thus  fer,  doesn't  suggest  such  a purpose. 

Adding  to  the  mystery,  a second  similar  barge  was  spotted  in  Portland,  Maine.  A total  of  four  barges  have  been  registered  to  a Delaware 
corporation  called  By  and  Large  LLC,  an  apparent  nod  to  the  fictitious  conpany  Buy  and  Large  fi:om  the  hit  animation  film  WALL-E. 

The  barges  are  registered  under  the  names  BALOOOl,  BALOOlO,  BALOOl  1 and  BALOlOO,  the  numbered  portions  of  which,  observers 
speculate,  likely  refer  to  the  binary  code  equivalents  of  "one,"  "two,"  "three"  and  "four."  Two  are  in  the  San  Francisco  area  — one  of  which 
houses  the  shipping-container  structure  — one  is  in  Portland  and  the  fourth  is  so  fer  unaccounted  for. 

Google  itself  is  keeping  mum,  refusing  even  to  acknowledge  its  afiBliation  with  the  vessels. 

Coast  guard  is  ’fully  aware’  of  what’s  on  barge 

On  the  east  coast,  a spokesman  for  the  local  coast  guard  told  the  Portland  Press  Herald  newspaper  that  work  on  the  Maine  barge  will  begin  after 
its  San  Francisco  counterpart  is  corrplete.  Ensign  Connan  Lr^m  told  the  paper  tliat  coast  guard  officials  had  been  asked  by  the  barge  owner 
not  to  talk  about  it  but  that  "they  are  ft%  aware  of  what's  on  that  barge." 

The  paper  dispatched  reporters  to  the  Portland  Harbour  to  get  a closer  look  at  the  barge  docked  there  and  reported  that  the  structure  on  the 
barge  appears  to  be  conposed  of  63  metal  shipping  containers  welded  together. 

'The  stmcture  is  four  containers  hi^  four  containers  wide  and  four  containers  long,"  the  paper  reported.  "One  container  is  slanted  at  a 45-degree 
angle  to  create  a ramp. 
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' 'There  are  doors  on  each  of  the  ipper  three  floors  on  both  ends  of  the  structui'e.  There  are  also  narrow  windows.  It's  possible  to  look  through 
' some  of  the  windows  and  see  windows  on  the  other  side,  indicating  that  the  sides  of  some  of  the  containers  have  been  removed  to  create  open 
‘ floor  space." 

Ifee  structure  was  assembled  in  New  London,  Conn.,  according  to  the  paper,  and  its  journey  to  the  harbour  was  documented  in  a photo  posted 

on  Facebook  by  the  conpany  whose  tugboat  towed  tlie  barge  into  the  harboiu'. 

Spent  year  preparing  project 

Secrecy  is  a standard  business  practice  in  Silicon  Valley,  where  technology  corrpanies  such  as  Apple  go  to  great  lengths  to  keep  their  latest 
' gadgets  under  wraps  and  a constellation  of  blogs  conpete  to  reveal  highly  prized  details. 

'It  was  a phenomenal  production.  None  of  them  would  tell  us  an}4hing.'-  Bob  Jessup,  construction  worker 

But  the  concealment  effort  surrounding  the  barge  is  in  another  league.  Chain- link  fences  and  security  guards  encircle  a pier  and  a couple  of  nearby 

buildings  on  the  island,  which  sits  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland. 

A California  state  inspector,  who  said  he  had  business  in  the  hangar- like  Building  3 where  some  of  the  earfy  constniction  took  place,  told  Reuters 
; he  had  to  surrender  his  mobile  phone  and  sign  a confidentiality  agreement  in  order  to  enter.

Bob  Jessip,  a constniction  conpany  superintendent  who  works  in  a building  across  the  street,  said  Google  spent  the  past  year  working  on  the 
project.  He  said  the  conpany  fenced  oflfa  wide  area  and  brought  in  at  least  40  welders  a day,  who  worked  around  the  clock  and  refused  to  say 
M word. 

"They  wouldn't  give  up  any  of  the  information,"  Jessup  said.  'It  was  a phenomenal  production  None  of  them  would  tell  us  anything."

Some  nearby  property  on  Treasure  Island  has  been  subleased  to  the  same  firm  to  which  the  two  barges  are  registered.  Representatives  of  By  and 
Large  could  not  be  reached  for  comment. 

Larry  Goldzband,  the  executive  director  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission,  told  Reuters  his  agency  has  had 
several  meetings  with  Google  ofl5cials  about  the  barge  in  recent  montlis.  Yet,  the  company  provided  little  information  other  tlian  telling  him  that  the 
vessel  will  be  used  for  "general  technology  purposes,"  he  said.

A source  who  has  been  onboai'd  the  vessel,  which  is  moored  off  San  Francisco's  Treasure  Island  under  tight  security,  told  KPIX  the  first  three  floors  are  designed 
to  serve  as  "dazzling  showrooms"  that  can  be  outfitted  widi  clirome  features  and  floor  limiting.  Tliere  is  an  upper  "party  deck"  meant  to  feature  bars,  lanais  and 
other  comforts  so  Google  can  fete  its  upscale  customers. 

The  building  is  constructed  of  interchangeable  40-foot  shipping  containers  that  can  be  assembled  and  disassembled  at  will,  allowing  it  to  be  placed  on  barges, 
trucks  or  rail  cars  and  taken  anywhere  in  the  world,  the  soiu'ce  said.  Google  could  send  it  to  a ski  resort  one  day  and  then  have  it  shipped  to  the  beach  a few  days 
later. 

The  project  has  been  delayed  in  part  because  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  labeled  the  building  a "floating  vessel"  drat  requi'es  federa%  approved  safety  features. 

"Coast  Guard  personnel  have  been  onboard  to  conduct  routine  inspections  and  ensure  conpliance  with... regulations,"  Coast  Guard  Lt.  Anna  Dixon  said  in  a 
statement  released  Thursday  afternoon. 

The  Coast  Guard  has  refused  to  answer  any  questions  about  the  vessel's  intended  use. 

"Regardless  of  the  conpany  or  entity  involved,  the  Coast  Guard  has  an  obligation  to  protect  sensitive  proprietary  information,  as  a conpanys  competitive  posture 
and  business  interests  depend  on  it,"  Dixon  said. 

Google  has  had  no  comment. 

But  a soui'ce  said  Google  senior  executives  were  womied  that  media  covering  the  September  opening  of  the  new  eastern  span  of  the  Bay  Bridge  would  notice  the 
unusual  barge  at  nearby  Treasure  Island  and  start  asking  questions.  At  least  one  Bay  Area  reporter  covering  the  bridge  opening  made  inquiries  but  never 
produced  a story,  the  source  said. 


A spokesperson  for  Jane  Kim,  die  San  Francisco  supervisor  who  represents  Treasure  Island,  said  she  would  have  "no  comment"  for  now.

' FRANCISCO  “ Google  Inc's  mysterious  barges,  which  prompted  fevered  speculation  about  everything  from  offshore 
data  centers  to  floating  research  labs,  may  serve  a more  prosaic  role  as  upscale  party  venues  and  showrooms. 

The  multi- story  vessels  made  out  of  stacked  shipping  containers,  one  moored  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  and  the  other  at  the 
Portland,  Maine  harbor,  are  invitation- only  luxury  showrooms  for  Google's  Glass  wearable  computers  and  other  gadgets, 
according  to  local  San  Francisco  TV  station  KPIX. 

The  structures  will  feature  a top-floor  "party  deck,"  complete  with  "bars,  lanais  and  other  comforts,  according  to  the 
report,  which  cited  unnamed  sources. 

The  existence  of  the  floating  barges  surfaced  last  week,  when  technology  website  CNET  theorized  that  the  San  Francisco 
vessel  might  be  a floating  data  center  that  would  house  banks  of  computers.  Google  was  granted  a patent  for  a water-based 
data  center  in  2009. 

Google  has  declined  to  comment  on  the  matter,  refusing  even  to  acknowledge  its  affihation  with  the  vessels.  But  the 
executive  director  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission,  Larry  Goldzband,  told  Reuters 
his  agency  has  had  several  meetings  with  Google  officials  about  the  barge  in  recent  months. 

Google  has  gone  to  great  lengths  to  keep  the  details  of  the  barges  secret,  with  chain  link  fences  and  security  guards 
encircling  the  pier  where  one  of  the  barges  is  under  construction  at  San  Francisco's  Treasure  Island. 

At  least  one  Coast  Guard  employee  has  had  to  sign  a non-disclosure  agreement  with  the  Internet  giant,  as  did  another 
person  who  would  identify  himself  only  as  an  inspector  for  a California  government  agency,  Reuters  reported  earher  this 
'|eek. 

Se  project  is  being  personally  directed  by  Google  co-founder  Sergey  Brin,  according  to  KPIX.  Brin  heads  up  the  Google 
division  developing  Google  Glass,  a cross  between  a mobile  computer  and  eyeglasses  that  allows  users  to  surf  the  Web  and 
record  video. 


On  Monday,  Google  said  that  it  would  expand  the  availability  of  the  $1,500  Glass  devices.  Google  has  allowed  a limited 
number  of  carefully  selected  early  adopters  to  buy  test  versions  of  the  device  this  year,  and  will  now  allow  each  of  those 
customers  to  "invite"  three  friends  to  purchase  the  gadget. 


""he  new  showrooms  could  help  Google  build  buzz  for  the  wearable  devices  and  its  other  hardware  as  it  competes  with 
.ore  established  hardware  malcers  such  as  Apple  Inc,  which  has  hundreds  of  stylish  retail  outlets. 

The  Google  shipping  containers  can  be  quickly  assembled  and  disassembled,  according  to  KPIX,  allowing  the  showrooms  to 
be  transported  by  truck,  rail  or  barge  to  destinations  such  as  ski  resorts  and  beaches.

Citing  multiple  sources,  local  CBS  affiliate 
KPIX  reports  the  barge  will  boast  a party  deck 
and  showrooms  to  market  Google  Glass  and 
other  gadgets. 

"They  are  probably  half  data  center  and  half 
retail  because  the  bottoms  are  wide  open," 
says  Patrick  O'Hara,  a contractor  with  Yerba 
Buena  Builders,  whose  business  is  across  the 
street  from  Pier  1 on  Treasure  Island,  where 
the  barge  is  moored. 

JP'Hara  says  that  builders  cut  open  the  bottom  layer  of  containers  to  create  an  open  floor  plan, 
speculating  it  may  be  for  Google  to  bring  customers  into  a showroom. 

The  building  contractor  said  the  project  has  been  going  on  for  more  than  a year,  noting  that  the 
insides  have  been  packed  with  electronics  that  were  indistinguishable  from  his  vantage  point. 

Much  of  the  preparation  work  on  the  shipping  containers  and  staircases  is  being  done  across 
the  street  in  a parking  lot  in  plain  view  in  front  of  hangar  No.  3 on  Treasure  Island. 

But  if  you're  thinking  this  means  a shot  at  boarding  the  barge,  don't  get  your  hopes  up.  It  will  be 
invitation  only. 

The  four-story  barge  was  first  discovered  earlier  this  week,  prompting  a visit  from  the  U.S.  Coast 
Guard.  However,  the  agency  would  not  reveal  any  details  about  the  barge. 

A second  barge  has  also  been  spotted  in  Portland,  Maine.  The  contents  of  its  cargo  remain 
unknown. 

Google  was  not  immediately  available  for  comment.

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Treasure  Island  Music  Festival  landed  in  San  Francisco  for  its  seventh  annual  weekend 
installment,  October  19  and  20,  the  site  a de-commissioned  Naval  base  accessible  only  via 
the  Bay  Bridge  and  sandwiched  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland.

Phantogram  first  came  on  the  scene  with  2009's  Eyelid  Movies,  a stimulating  debut 
mixing  trip-hop,  shoegaze  and  dream  pop  aesthetics  that  earned  them  play  on  college 
radio,  and  they  picked  up  even  more  fans  after  collaborating  with  Big  Boi  on  his  last  solo 
LP.  According  to  Barthel,  who  I spoke  with  before  the  band's  2011  appearance  in  Ybor 
City,  a Phantogram  track  was  tapped  for  the  upcoming  Hunger  Gamessequel,  which  is 
sure  to  launch  them  ever  further  into  the  public  consciousness.

On  this  date,  Phantogam  kicking  off  their  set  with  the  popular  "Mouthful  of  Diamonds" 
and  followed  with  a setlist  drawing  much  material  from  Eyelid  Movies.  The  duo  were  the 
last  act  to  perform  before  Thom  Yorke's  Atoms  For  Peace  closed  the  night.  But 
Phantogram’s  performance  ushered  in  frigid  weather  conditions  on  the  island  and  was 
followed  by  a mass  exodus  to  the  warmth  of  the  shuttles  , which  took  the  majority  of 
people  back  to  the  drop-off  point  at  Bill  Graham  Civic  Auditorium  in  downtown  San 
Francisco.  So  many  people  left,  in  fact,  that  Yorke  even  Tweeted  about  it  "Thankyou  for 
everyone  who  stuck  around  in  th  cold  at  Treasure  Isind  San  Fran  tonight  That  was  a tuff 
gigllwet  and  cold  like  being  the  ocean..." 
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Other  Saturday  highlights:  Detroit  rapper  Danny  Brown,  a last-minute  replacement  for 
Tricky,  who  had  visa  problems  and  was  unable  to  perform  his  late  afternoon  slot,  though 
it  still  might've  been  a bit  too  early  for  Brown's  raps  about  cannabis  and  cunnilingus; 
Sv/edish  ambient  dance  music  outfit  Little  Dragon;  and  an  enjoyable  mid-afternoon 
"daytime  disco"  set  by  Poolside. 

Sunday  was  marked  by  performances  by  some  of  indie  rock's  biggest  acts  — Sleigh  Bells, 
Animal  Collective  and  of  course.  Beck,  who  went  electric  and  dusted  off  some  tracks  from 
his  seminal  1996  LP  Odelay.  We're  still  interested  in  what  his  two  new  albums  (still 
apparently  scheduled  to  be  released  by  year-end)  will  sound  like.

San  Francisco’s  mayor  says  he  doesn’t  know  what  it  is.  Police  say  it’s  not  their  jurisdiction.  And 
government  inspectors  are  sworn  to  secrecy. 

Google  is  erecting  a four-storey  structure  in  the  heart  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  but  is  managing  to 
conceal  its  purpose  by  constructing  it  on  docked  barges  instead  of  on  land,  where  city  building 
permits  and  public  plans  are  mandatory.  Construction  became  obvious  a few  weeks  ago. 

The  Internet  giant’s  actions  at  Treasure  Island  appear  legal.  But  the  mystery  surrounding  the  bulky 
floating  building  — and  a similar  one  off  Portland,  Maine  — is  generating  rumours  and  worries. 

Privacy  experts,  environmentalists  and  legal  authorities  say  that  whether  it  is  a store  to  sell  Google’s 
Internet-connected  glasses,  a data  storage  centre  or  something  else,  the  secrecy  may  backfire 
because  Silicon  Valley  residents  are  highly  protective  of  one  of  the  most  scenic  and  environmentally 
sensitive  bays  in  the  U.S. 
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“At  some  point  they’re  going  to  have  to  unveil  what  it  is  they’re  doing,  and  it  will  be  sad  if  they  have 
put  a lot  of  money  into  something  that  is  simply  not  allowable  in  the  bay,’’  said  Deb  Self,  executive 
director  of  the  environmental  group  Baykeeper. 

Self  said  whether  the  barge-mounted  structure  is  a store,  as  is  \Mdely  rumoured,  or  a data  centre 
powered  by  wave  action,  for  which  Google  has  a patent,  there  are  going  to  be  grave  concerns. 

“We  don’t  really  want  to  see  the  bay  used  as  a shopping  mall.  Unacceptable,”  she  said.  And 
environmentalists  warn  that  water-cooled  data  centres  might  warm  the  sea  and  harm  marine  life. 

Google’s  usually  responsive  media  relations  team  did  not  respond  to  repeated  calls  or  emails  over 
several  days,  but  records  and  other  official  accounts  identify  the  project  as  Google’s. 

Google  has  dodged  public  scrutiny  by  essentially  constructing  a vessel,  not  a building.  Thus  it  doesn’t 
need  permits  from  San  Francisco,  a city  with  copious  inspection  and  paperwork  requirements  for 
builders. 

Google  has  also  avoided  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission,  a state 
agency  that  governs  projects  on  the  water  and  has  its  own  long  list  of  public  reviews  and  permit 
requirements. 

If,  when  the  project’s  ready,  Google  wants  to  sail  it  out  the  Golden  Gate  and  into  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
the  tech  giant  won’t  ever  need  to  explain  what  it’s  been  up  to. 

But  if  Google  wants  to  do  anything  with  the  structure  in  the  bay,  it  will  have  to  face  public  scrutiny, 
said  BCDC  executive  director  Larry  Goidzband.  Fie  said  the  agency  has  had  a few  meetings  with 
Google,  but  “they’ve  been  less  than  specific  about  their  plans.” 

“When  they  decide  to  let  us  know  what  they  plan  to  do  with  it.  or  hope  to  do  with  it,  then  we  can 
decide  if  it’s  allowable,"  he  said. 

Work  on  the  barge  is  kept  under  wraps,  literally.  Supplies  are  kept  onshore  in  hangars  rented  by  a 
Delaware  corporation  named  By  and  Large,  (a  play  on  the  word  “barge”?),  under  a $79,000-per- 
month  lease  that  expires  next  August. 

The  name  and  number  for  By  and  Large  on  the  lease  led  to  a man  named  Mike  Darby,  who  seemed 
baffled  by  a call  from  The  Associated  Press.  “I’m  not  sure  how  my  name  got  on  the  lease,”  he  said.  “I 
have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  I’m  in  Singapore  and  it’s  the  middle  of  the  night.” 

A second  man  on  the  lease,  Kenneth  Yi,  could  not  be  located. 

There  is  one  agency  keeping  an  eye  on  things:  The  Coast  Guard  has  been  routinely  inspecting  the 
two  barges  on  the  East  and  West  coasts,  as  it  would  any  vessel  under  construction,  but 
spokeswoman  Lieut.  Anna  Dixon  said  she  couldn’t  talk  about  what  the  agency  has  found,  citing 
nondisclosure  agreements  with  an  entity  other  than  Google. 
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Such  agreements,  she  said,  are  “not  a standard  practice”  at  her  agency.  She  said  she  didn’t  know  the 
name  of  the  entity. 

similar  four-storey  structure  was  built  this  summer  in  the  New  London,  Conn.,  harbour,  and  has  now 
moved  north  off  Maine.  The  Day  newspaper  in  Connecticut  found  details  tying  that  barge  to  Google  in 
documents  obtained  through  a Freedom  of  Information  Act  request. 

Santa  Clara  University  law  professor  Dorothy  Glancy  said  nondisclosure  agreements  involving 
inspectors  are  common  for  land-bound  Silicon  Valley  construction  projects  because  there  are  plenty 
of  trade  secrets  in  the  clean  rooms  and  laboratories  where  computer  chips  are  built  and  technology  is 
developed. 

But  she  said  Google  might  want  to  take  a lesson  from  another  bay-area  mystery  barge.  In  the  1970s, 
billionaire  Howard  Hughes  docked  an  enormous  barge  called  the  Glomar  Explorer  just  off  Mountain 
View.  Calif.,  where  Google  is  now  headquartered.  Hughes  said  the  Glomar  was  going  to  mine 
manganese  from  the  ocean  floor,  but  in  reality  it  was  being  used  for  a top-secret  CIA  mission  to 
search  for  nuclear  missile  codes  in  sunken  Soviet  submarines. 

“That  experience  should  have  told  Google  that  being  mysterious  like  this  tends  not  to  build  public 
confidence,”  Glancy  said. 

Privacy  advocate  Jamie  Court,  president  of  Consumer  Watchdog,  said  it  is  ironic  that  the  company 
*hat  wants  to  open  the  world’s  information  to  everyone  “so  zealously  guards  its  own  corporate 
secrecy.” 

“The  barge  is  a perfect  metaphor  for  a company  that  likes  to  ask  forgiveness  for  its  transgressions 
rather  than  permission,”  he  said.  “It’s  also  a symbol  of  how  far  from  mainland  values  the  company  is 
going  with  Glass  and  its  privacy  problems.”

The  tech  giant  is  not  discussing  specific  details  about  the  barge,  but  spokesperson  for  Google  released  this  statement  to  CBS  News; 

"Google  Barge  ...  A floating  data  center?  A wild  party  boat?  A barge  housing  the  last  remaining  dinosaur?  Sadly,  none  of  the  above.  Althougli  it's  still  early  days 
and  things  may  change,  we're  exploring  using  the  barge  as  an  interactive  space  where  people  can  learn  about  new  technology." 

Three  barges  off  tlie  coast  of  California  and  Maine  were  spotted  last  monfii,  each  stacked  four- stories  high  with  shipping  containers.  Two  of  the  barges  are 
floating  of  the  coast  of  San  Francisco's  Treasure  Island  and  the  third  in  Maine's  Portland  Harbor. 

Theories  about  the  barge  included  being  a floating  data  center  that  could  be  moved  in  a natural  disaster  and  it  was  retail  space  for  Google  Glass.  According  to 
CBS  station  KPIX  source,  the  fii'st  tliree  floors  would  serve  as  "dazzling  showrooms"  and  an  upper  "party  deck"  would  host  upscale  customers. 

Intrigue  surrounded  the  vessel  after  several  reports  surfeced  that  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  was  asked  to  sign  a nondisctosure  agreement  before  boarding  the  ship, 
San  Francisco's  mayor  Ed  Lee  was  in  the  dark  and  that  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Corporation  reftised  to  issue  Google  a permit  to 
tow  the  barge  into  the  city.

But 
the  original  story  speculated  it  might  be  a floating  data  centre,  based  on  patents  Google  had  obtained  for  creating  such  a 
facility. 

Since  then,  a second  barge  was  spotted  near  Portland,  Maine;  and  there  appears  to  be  paperwork  for  at  least  four 
barges.

Reached  by  telephone  last  week,  Hemenway-Sheets  said  she  had  signed  a nondisclosure  agreement  and  could  not 
discuss  the  project.

Residents  of  San  Francisco’s  Treasure  Island  will  have  expanded  postal  options  starting 
today,  U.S.  Postal  Service  officials  said. 

A new  Village  Post  Office,  which  will  offer  stamps,  P.O.  boxes,  prepaid  packages  and 
Priority  Mail  boxes  and  envelopes,  is  opening  today  at  the  Island  Cove  Market,  located  at 
150  Fourth  St.  on  Treasure  Island. 

VPOs  are  operated  by  third  parties  and  complement  services  offered  by  regular  post 
offices.  There  are  more  than  420  around  the  country,  but  this  will  be  the  first  one  in  the  San 
Francisco  Postal  District,  which  extends  from  Sunnyvale  north  to  the  Oregon  border,  postal 
officials  said. 

USPS  spokesman  James  Wigdel  said  VPOs  are  “a  relatively  new  concept  for  the  postal 
service”  and  are  “primarily  designed  to  give  a postal  presence  in  a community  where  they 
don’t  necessarily  have  a postal  presence.” 

Wigdel  said  Treasure  Island  residents  don’t  yet  have  their  own  post  office  but  will  be  able 
to  go  to  the  market  to  get  the  various  mailing  supplies  or  drop  off  letters  and  packages  to 
be  mailed. 

Other  services  available  at  regular  post  offices,  such  as  certified  mail,  money  orders  and 
passports,  will  not  be  available  at  the  VPO,  he  said. 

The  market  will  be  open  from  9 a.m.  to  9 p.m.  Monday  through  Friday  and  from  10  a.m.  to 
P p.m.  on  weekends. 

A grand  opening  ceremony  for  the  Village  Post  Office  is  scheduled  for  1 p.m.  today  at  the 
Treasure  Island  market.

BACKGROUND 


The  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  (“DDA”)  by  and  between  Treasure  Island 
Community  Development,  EEC  (“TICD”)  and  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
(“TIDA”)  is  the  primary  legal  document  governing  the  future  development  activities  on  Treasure 
Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island.  The  DDA  was  approved  by  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority  Board  of  Directors  (“Authority  Board”)  on  April  21,  2011  and  by  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  June  7,  201 1 . The  DDA  became  effective  on  July  14,  201 1 . 

The  Jobs  and  Equal  Opportunity  Program  (“Jobs  EOP”)  is  Exhibit  P to  the  DDA.  Section  3 of 
the  Jobs  EOP  establishes  policies  and  participation  goals  for  Small  Business  Enterprises 
(“SBEs”)  in  construction  contracting  by  TICD,  Vertical  Developers  and  Construction 
Contractors  engaged  in  the  development  of  Treasure  Island.  The  SBE  policies  established  under 
the  Jobs  EOP  are  for  the  work  of  TICD,  its  successors,  agents,  and  contractors.  The  contracting 
activities  of  TIDA  do  not  fall  within  the  scope  of  the  SBE  policies  in  the  Jobs  EOP,  and  TIDA 
will  continue  to  follow  the  requirements  of  Chapter  14B  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  for  its  contracts. 

As  established  in  the  Jobs  EOP,  an  SBE  is  a firm  located  in  San  Francisco  or  elsewhere  that 
meets  the  definition  of  a Small-LBE  as  set  forth  in  Chapter  14B.3  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  provided  that  First  Consideration  be  given  to  SBEs  located  in  San 
Francisco.  Per  14B.3(B)  a Small  SBE  shall  have  average  gross  annual  receipts  in  the  prior  three 
fiscal  years  that  do  not  exceed  $14,000,000  for  public  works/construction  or  $2,500,000  for 
professional  and  architect/engineering  services.  Businesses  that  are  wholly-owned  by  a Treasure 
Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (“TIHDI”)  member  non-profit  organization  are  also 
deemed  to  be  SBEs  per  the  Jobs  EOP. 

Section  3.2(a)  of  the  Jobs  EOP  establishes  a goal  of  41%  of  the  total  dollar  value  of  construction 
contracts  for  Horizontal  and  Vertical  Development  Work  be  performed  by  qualified  SBEs,  and 
per  Section  3.2(b)  38%  of  the  total  dollar  value  of  professional  service  contracts  for  Horizontal 
and  Vertical  Development  Work  be  performed  by  qualified  Small  Businesses 


DISCUSSION 


Per  Section  3.3  of  the  Jobs  EOP,  monitoring  of  compliance  and  enforcement  with  the  SEE 
Program  is  to  be  performed  by  TIDA  and  TIDA  “shall  establish  reporting,  monitoring  and  other 
procedures  for  satisfaction  of  the  SEE  participation  goals  under  this  Program”. 

In  anticipation  that  TICD  will  soon  be  contracting  for  professional  services  to  assist  in  the 
preparation  of  the  first  Major  Phase  and  Sub-Phase  Applications  for  the  development  of  Treasure 
Island,  TIDA  staff  have  begun  drafting  Small  Easiness  Enterprise  Procedures  and  will  bring  the 
completed  SEE  procedures  to  the  TIDA  Eoard  for  adoption. 

In  preparing  the  SEE  procedures,  staff  will  look  to  both  the  requirements  of  Chapter  14E  and  the 
SEE  procedures  of  the  Office  of  Community  Investment  and  Infrastructure  (“OCII”,  successor  to 
the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency).  The  OCII  policy,  like  the  Jobs  EOP,  does  not  limit 
SEEs  to  San  Francisco-based  businesses,  but  gives  first  consideration  to  San  Francisco-based 
businesses. 

NEXT  STEPS 


When  drafting  of  the  procedures  is  completed,  staff  will  distribute  the  procedures  and  post  them 
on  the  TIDA  website.  Staff  anticipates  bringing  the  SEE  procedures  for  consideration  at  the 
December  2013  meeting  of  the  TIDA  Eoard.

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3.  Participation  Goals  for  Small  Business  Enterprises. 


3.1  Covered  Work.  The  provisions  of  this  section  apply  to  all  Construction  Work  entered 
into  pursuant  to  the  DDA. 

3.2  Contracting  SBE  Participation  Goals.  It  is  a stated  goal  of  the  Authority  and  the  City 
to  support  small,  locally-owned  and  disadvantaged  businesses  and  contractors.  Based 
on  that  goal,  the  following  participation  goal  is  set  for  contracting  for  Construction 
Work: 

(a)  For  construction  contracts,  41%  of  the  total  dollar  value  of  the  Horizontal 
Development  Work  and  Vertical  Development  Work  shall  be  performed  by 
subcontractors  that  are  qualified  Small  Business  Enterprises  (SBEs)  located  in 
San  Francisco  or  elsewhere,  provided  that  First  Consideration  shall  be  given  to 
SBEs  located  in  San  Francisco. 

(b)  For  professional  services  contracts,  38%  of  the  total  dollar  value  of  the 
professional  service  contracts  shall  be  performed  by  qualified  SBEs  located  in 
San  Francisco  or  elsewhere,  provided  that  first  consideration  shall  be  given  to 
SBEs  located  in  San  Francisco. 

(c)  The  Parties  recognize  that  achieving  these  goals  may  be  challenging  for  particular 
aspects  of  the  Project  and  that  the  goals  will  therefore  be  cumulative  rather  than 
individual  by  specific  task,  provided  the  Construction  Contractor  has  provided  a 
plan  acceptable  to  the  Authority  for  how  it  intends  to  satisfy  the  cumulative  goal. 

(d)  The  Authority  shall  maintain  a list  of  certified  SBEs  under  this  Program.  For 
purposes  of  this  Program,  a ‘‘'Small  Business  Enterprise’'  or  ‘‘'SBE'  shall  mean  a 
firm  that  meets  the  definition  of  a Small-LBE  as  set  forth  in  Administrative  Code 
Chapter  14B.3  (Local  Business  Enterprise  and  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracting 
Ordinance;  the  "LBE  Ordinance"),  provided  that  (i)  certification  of  status  as  an 
SBE  shall  be  made  by  the  Authority,  (ii)  each  Small-LBE  certified  under  the  LBE 
Ordinance  shall  automatically  qualify  as  an  SBE  under  this  Program  and  be 
placed  on  the  Authority’s  list  of  certified  SBEs,  and  (iii)  businesses  that  are 
wholly-owned  by  a non-profit  organization  that  is  a TIHDI  member  organization 
shall  be  deemed  an  SBE  and  placed  on  the  Authority’s  list  of  certified  SBEs, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Authority. 

3.3  Implementation  of  the  SBE  Goals.  The  Authority  shall  establish  reporting,  monitoring 
and  other  procedures  for  satisfaction  of  the  SBE  participation  goals  under  this 
Program  that  are  generally  modeled  on  the  requirements  of  the  LBE  Ordinance,  but 
shall  not  include  bid  discounts  for  SBEs,  the  bonding  assistanee  program,  or  the 
penalties  set  forth  in  the  LBE  Ordinance  as  set  forth  in  the  Administrative  Code 
Sections  14B.13,  14B.15,  14B.16  and  14B.17.  Monitoring  of  compliance  and 
enforcement  of  the  SBE  participation  goals  shall  be  performed  by  the  Authority  or  its

designee.  For  purposes  of  evidencing  ‘good  faith  efforts’  to  achieve  SBE 
participation  goals,  the  applicable  employer  shall  document  its  efforts  to  meet  the 
SBE  goals  and  shall  take:  (i)  the  actions  set  forth  below;  (ii)  additional  reasonable 
actions  consistent  with  Administrative  Code  Chapter  14B  that  have  been  included  in 
the  SBE  procedures  adopted  by  the  Authority  (not  including  bid  discounts  for  SBEs 
or  the  bonding  assistance  program);  and  (iii)  any  other  actions  designed  to  encourage 
SBE  participation  that  have  been  agreed  upon  by  the  Authority  and  Developer: 

(a)  Identifying  and  selecting  contracting  and  subcontracting  opportunities  to  solicit 
and  to  obtain  bids,  proposals,  or  qualifications,  as  applicable,  from  a broad  range 
of  SBEs  and  as  needed  to  meet  SBE  goals; 

(b)  Advertising  for  SBE  contractors  and  subcontractors  in  trade  association 
publications  and  local  business  media,  and  by  posting  the  contracting  opportunity 
on  the  Authority’s  website  or  other  centralized  City  website  and  in  an  accessible 
location,  when  the  contracting  opportunity  becomes  available  but  in  no  event  less 
than  fifteen  (15)  calendar  days  before  the  date  that  bids,  proposals,  qualifications 
or  other  submittal  documents  requested  by  the  applicable  Construction  Contactor 
can  first  be  submitted.  The  advertisement  must  include  information  where 
potential  responders  may  obtain  adequate  information  about  the  plans, 
specifications,  and  requirements  for  the  work. 

(c)  When  the  contracting  opportunity  becomes  available  but  in  no  event  less  than 
fifteen  (15)  calendar  days  before  the  date  the  responses  can  first  be  submitted, 
contacting  at  least  the  requisite  number  of  SBEs  by  trade  certified  to  perform  the 
identified  work  as  shown  on  the  list  maintained  by  the  Authority  in  accordance 
with  Section  3.2td). 

(d)  Performing  follow-up  contact  on  the  initial  solicitation  with  interested  contractors 
and  subcontractors  and  negotiating  in  good  faith  with  SBEs  and  not  unjustifiably 
rejecting  their  bids. 

(e)  Encouraging  SBEs  to  attend  any  prebid  meetings  that  are  held  to  inform  potential 
bidders  of  contracting  opportunities. 

(f)  Providing  SBEs  with  adequate  information  about  the  plans,  specifications,  and 
requirements  of  the  contract. 

(g)  Using  the  services  of  community  and  contractors’  groups  to  assist  in  the 
recruitment  of  SBEs.

BACKGROUND 

On  September  11,  2013,  the  Treasury  Island  Development  Authority  (the  “Authority”)  Board  of 
Directors  approved  a Professional  Services  Agreement  (the  "Agreement")  with  the  Embarcadero 
V YMCA,  a Branch  of  the  YMCA  of  San  Francisco,  Inc.,  a California  non-profit  corporation  (the 
J “YMCA”),  for  operation  of  the  Treasure  Island  Gymnasium  (aka  “Building  402”)  and 
programming  of  recreational  services  along  with  after  school  program  activities.  The  YMCA 
was  selected  in  accordance  with  a competitive  solicitation  process  in  which  the  YMCA  received 
the  highest  score.  The  Agreement  commenced  on  October  1,  2013  and  ends  June  30,  2018. 

In  August  2013,  the  Authority  received  notice  from  the  Boys  & Girls  Clubs  of  San  Francisco,  a 
California  nonprofit  corporation  (“BGCSF”)  that  its  after-school  programs  for  school-aged  youth 
conducted  at  the  Treasure  Island  Clubhouse  would  be  put  on  hold  until  the  Navy  completed 
remediation  work  in  Site  31.  This  work  is  now  scheduled  to  be  completed  in  March  2014.  In 
September  2013,  the  YMCA  contacted  Project  Office  staff  regarding  the  community’s  concern 
of  the  absence  of  youth  after-school  program  activities. 

In  response,  the  Authority,  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Imitative  (“TIHDI”),  and 
YMCA  staff  meet  to  discuss  feasibility  of  YMCA  providing  temporary  after-school  programs. 
Subsequently,  YMCA  has  agreed  to  temporarily  provide  youth  services  and  after-school 
programs  for  school-aged  youth  on  Treasure  Island.  The  YMCA  is  a Department  of  Children 
Youth  and  Their  Families  (“DCYF”)  and  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (“SFUSD”) 
approved  provider  of  youth  afterschool  programs  and  currently  provides  similar  youth  services  in 
San  Francisco.  The  YMCA  serves  over  800  youths  daily  in  after-school  programs  in  San 
Francisco. 

Project  Staff  and  YMCA  have  negotiated  a First  Amendment  to  the  Professional  Services 
) Agreement  (the  "First  Amendment")  to  increase  the  annual  Scope  of  Services  to  include  these 
temporary  after-school  activities  which  will  serve  as  a source  of  stability  for  Island  youth.  The 
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Authority  will  increase  flmding  to  the  YMCA  from  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $145,000  to 
$220,000  for  providing  these  extra  services  from  December  1,  2013  through  June  30,  2014. 

PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES  AGREEMENT  TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS 

The  salient  terms  and  conditions  of  the  proposed  First  Amendment  to  the  Professional  Services 

Agreement  include  the  following: 


Commencement  Date:  December  1,  2013 

Term:  June  30,  2014 


Compensation:  Amount  not  to  exceed  Two  Hundred  and  Twenty  Thousand 

Dollars  ($220,000) 

Services:  YMCA  will  provide  after-school  activities  for  school-aged  youth 

on  Treasure  Island.  Core  Program  areas  offer  youth  a wide  range 
of  activities  and  services  to  support  their  lives:  daily  homework 
completion  and  academic  tutoring;  literacy,  math  and  science 
enhancement  programs;  financial  literacy;  community  service  and 
leadership  clubs;  sports  instruction;  nontraditional  fitness 
activities;  fine  arts  and  crafts;  age  and  gender  specific  health  and 
life  skills  programs;  social  recreation  and  games;  and  technology. 

FINANCIAL  IMPACT 

The  funding  for  youth  after  school  services  has  already  been  approved  and  budgeted  for  FY 

2013-2014.

2.  General  Public  Comment 

Director  Richardson  welcomed  and  thanked  the  meeting  attendees. 

Becky  Hogue,  Island  Resident,  introduced  the  Board  to  Treasure  Island  Community 
(TIC)  as  the  newest  organization  on  the  Island.  Spoke  about  the  goals  of  TIC. 

Walt  Bilofsky,  President  of  Treasure  Island  Museum  Association  (TIMA)  discussed 
previous  and  upcoming  events  held.  Thanked  the  Board,  Winery  SF,  and  John  Stewart 
Company  for  assistance  and  support. 

Ivy  Aires,  TIMA,  spoke  about  TIMA  video  project  to  represent  the  Island,  Museum,  and 
history  of  Island  with  Academy  of  Art  students. 

Nicole  Giglio,  TIMA,  introduced  to  the  Board  as  the  office  manager  for  TIMA.  Thanked 
the  Board  for  support  of  TIMA. 

Kathryn  Lundgren,  Island  Resident,  spoke  about  the  Treasure  Island  Health  Network 
(TIHN).  Complimented  the  Board  and  other  agency  on  Island  for  being  accessible  and 
introduced  the  TIHN  Youth  Board.  Thanked  the  community  and  agencies  for  assistance 
on  the  Halloween  party. 

Mark  Connors,  Island  Resident,  discussed  Treasure  Island  Community  Watch.  Spoke 
about  traffic  safety  survey.  Expressed  concern  of  high  crime,  auto  burglaries,  and 
incident  involving  guns  and  knives.  Stated  two  minutes  is  not  enough  time  for  public 
comment.  Expressed  concern  about  the  SF  Chronicle  article. 

Bobby  Winston,  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht,  located  at  Pier  1 grateful  to  be  on  Treasure  Island. 
Thanked  the  TIDA  staff 
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3a.  Directors  Report 

Ms.  Saez,  Director  of  Island  Operations,  welcomed  and  thanked  everyone  for  coming  out 
to  the  meeting.  Started  her  report  with  a review  of  Public  Safety  issues.  There  were  three 
residential  burglaries  reported  over  the  last  month.  Statistically  residential  crime  is  down 
due  to  the  messaging  efforts  by  SFSafe,  Community  Watch,  Housing  Providers,  and 
TIDA  staff.  Spoke  about  raised  concerns  from  residents  regarding  speeding  on  Island  and 
the  efforts  TIDA  made  to  reduce  speeding.  Ms.  Saez  introduced  Lt.  Kane  from  SFPD  to 
discuss  Island  incidents. 

Lt.  Kane,  SFPD,  discussed  crimes  and  traffic  on  the  Island  and  the  efforts  made  by 
SFPD. 

Director  Richardson  commented  TIDA  is  working  with  SFPD  to  make  the  Island  a safe 
community. 

Ms.  Saez  asked  the  community  to  take  extra  steps  to  protect  homes  and  neighbors.  In 
October  there  was  one  power  outage  resulted  by  high  winds  that  caused  an  aerial  line  to 
come  down.  Spoke  about  steps  PUC  taken  to  improve  reliability.  Discussed  health 
services  on  the  Island.  Identified  a space  at  TI  Gymnasium  to  serve  as  nurse’s  clinic 
office.  Introduced  Kate  Shuton  and  Judith  Sansone  from  Department  of  Public  Health. 
Judith  Sanson  Director  of  Nursing,  introduced  Kate  Shuton  to  speak  to  about  community 
based  clinics. 

Kate  Shuton,  Shelter  Health  Program  Coordinator,  discussed  exploring  what  the  needs 
are  of  the  residents  and  working  together  with  some  organizations  on  the  Island  to  assist 
in  identifying  needs.  Spoke  about  the  types  of  services  to  be  brought  to  the  community. 
Ms.  Saez  spoke  about  Quality  of  Life:  SFMTA  offering  “MUNI  Alerts”  via  e-mail  or  text 
alerts.  311  offering  an  app  for  City  Service  Requests.  Wi-Fi  project  is  completed.  The 
Department  Technology  to  present  later  in  the  agenda.  Discussed  tennis  courts  and 
studying  alternative  solutions.  Reported  Village  Post  Office  opened  at  the  Island  Cove 
Market.  Reported  on  raccoons  and  the  preventative  measure  housing  managers  have 
taken  to  remove  population.  Vegetation  Management:  The  Villages  at  Treasure  Island 
concluded  several  vegetation  management  actions;  DPW  continues  to  remove  and  trim 
trees.  DPW  installed  new  fence  at  the  childcare  facility  and  removed  damaged  bench  and 
play  structure  located  on  Avenue  of  the  Palms  and  9*  Street.  Thanked  resident  Shira 
Avoth  for  brining  attention  to  the  issue  by  utilizing  TIDA  website.  Reported  SFPUC  gas 
infrastructure  maintenance  work  and  require  isolated  daytime  outages  to  adjacent 
residential  building.  Discussed  Boys  and  Girls  Club  will  not  reopen  at  the  TI  Club  House 
due  to  Navy  remediation  work  in  and  around  the  club  location.  YMCA  expressed  its 
desire  to  serve  Island  youth.  Waivers  and  sublease  discussed.  Three  new  subleases  signed 
resulting  in  $44,160  in  revenue.  Spoke  about  filming  on  TI/YBI.  Discussed  special 
events  held  on  the  island  which  includes  TI  Music  Festival  and  TI  Flea  Market.  Gave 
recognition  to  TI  community  for  a steller  Halloween  Event  held  at  the  gym  on  October 
25.  Thanked  Kathryn  Lundren  and  Dan  Stone  for  their  hard  work  on  the  event.  Thanked

Per  the  Sublease.  Development,  Marketing  and  Property  Management  Agreement  betvi/een  the  Treasure 
Island  Development  Authority  and  the  John  Stewart  Company,  the  Base  Rent  for  the  Sublease  must  be 
adjusted  using  a “CPI  Adjustment”  (Section  15.2).  The  agreement  specifies  that  the  adjustment  wiil  use 
the  CPI  for  Urban  and  Wage  Earners  and  Clerical  Workers  published  most  immediately  preceding  the 
Adjustment  Date  and  compare  this  to  the  Index  published  most  immediately  preceding  the  prior  Lease 
Year. 

Ae  CPI  for  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  area  is  attached  (from  the  United  State  Department  of 
^bor.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics). 

Based  on  the  underlying  sublease  agreement  language,  the  underlying  $500,000  base  rent  is  inflated  by 
CPI  Increase  between  2012  and  2013.  Base  rent  for  the  2012-13  periods  has  been  605,700.  The  Base 
Rent  for  2013-14  is  therefore  adjusted  as  follows: 

Year  over  year  adjustment  from  2012  to  201 3 is  240.262/234.648  = 1 .023925  (see  attached) 

The  new  Base  Rent  adjustment  for  the  upcoming  period  is: 

(605,700.00)  X (1.023925)  = 620,191.00  (or  51,682.59  monthly) 

The  adjusted  Base  Rent  payments  as  prescribed  under  the  sublease  will  thus  be  adjusted  to  $51,682.59 
monthly  for  the  April  2013  to  March  2014  period.

Enclosed  is  our  payment  of  Percentage  Rent  in  the  amount  of  $388,1 14  for  the  Oct  2013  period,  calculated 
per  the  sublease  agreement.  This  figure  is  based  on  the  accompanying  attachments.  These  expenses 
included  reserve  funding  as  outlined  in  the  sublease  requirements  and  accrued  funds  to  pay  Possessory 
Interest  charges  of  the  property.  In  addition,  the  amount  disbursed  has  been  reduced  by  $9,378,  recouping 
1/36“^  of  prior  year  audit  adjustments  outlined  in  the  2010  Audit  (with  an  additional  $13.32  deduction  in  final 
repayment  month). 

Calculation  of  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 

TIDA  receives  95%  revenues  remaining  after  adjusting  gross  revenues  by  operating  expenses,  current 
accretion  due  and  the  repayment  of  ledger  balances  based  on  sublease  specifications.  Funds  expended  for 
replacement  reserve  eligible  items  are  expensed  in  the  period  expenses  are  recognized.  To  the  degree  that 
these  costs  are  reimbursed  from  the  replacement  reserve  account,  percentage  rent  will  be  adjusted  in  the 
period  that  the  reserve  draw  is  approved. 

For  the  month  of  Oct  201 3 , actual  Total  Revenues  were  about  0.53%  below  budgeted  Total  Revenues.  Total 
expenses  for  Oct  2013  were  approximately  12.41%  below  budgeted  for  the  month.  The  result  was  that  Funds 
Available  for  Oct  2013  Distribution  were  $418,413  or  about  21.89%  over  budgeted  amounts. 

Calculation  of  Percentage  Rent 

Based  on  operations,  a total  of  $418,413  in  adjusted  Gross  Revenues  after  costs  of  operations  are  available 
for  distribution  for  the  Oct  2013  period.

Dear  Editor: 

Your  article  {Treasure  Island  radiation  risk,  Nov  13,  2013)  mischaracterizes  a memo  from  the  California  Department  of 
Public  Health  (CDPH)  and  our  response  to  it.  Information  about  the  five  locations  discussed  in  the  September  23,  2013, 
CDPH  memo  was  originally  shared  with  the  City  and  all  of  the  involved  State  & Federal  agencies  in  March  2013.  In 

troviding  the  information,  it  was  made  clear  that  Treasure  Island  was  safe  for  current  residents.  The  Treasure  Island 
evelopment  Authority  (TIDA)  notified  residents  of.the  findings  immediately  and  - along  with  local,  state  and  federal 
agencies  - held  a community  wide  meeting  in  April  to  answer  residents'  questions.  Accordingly,  we  were  surprised  that 
the  Chronicle  would  run  an  outdated  and  misleading  article  seven  months  later. 

When  the  Navy  decommissioned  Treasure  Island,  San  Francisco  started  a process  to  reuse  the  base  for  housing,  parks 
and  commercial  activities.  We  knew  then  that  the  Navy  would  be  required  to  conduct  all  necessary  environmental 
cleanup  prior  to  transferring  ownership  to  the  City.  In  the  interim,  however,  after  the  Navy  issued  a finding  of  suitability 
verifying  that  it  was  safe  and  appropriate  to  lease  the  existing  housing  to  residents.  Treasure  Island  has  provided  a 
significant  pool  of  family  appropriate  and  affordable  housing  sorely  needed  in  San  Francisco. 

The  environmental  assessment  and  clean-up  programs  of  the  Navy  are  of  paramount  importance  to  the  City  to  ensure 
the  health  and  safety  of  today's  residents  and  to  allow  the  safe  redevelopment  of  the  island.  As  the  Navy  continues 
taking  the  necessary  steps  to  complete  its  cleanup  and  we  move  closer  to  developing  the  Island,  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  will  continue  to  keep  a watchful  eye  on  the 
Navy  to  ensure  that  they  conduct  their  efforts  in  a manner  that  is  protective  of  human  health  and  the  environment.  Any 
transfer  of  land  to  the  City  will  occur  only  after  all  of  the  environmental  issues  effecting  it  are  resolved  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  City  and  state  regulators.

The  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  has  been  a committed  and  collaborative 
partner  with  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club  of  San  Francisco  (BGCSF)  for  over  twelve  years.  Indeed, 
the  amount  of  funding  provided  to  BGCSF  for  after-school  and  summer  youth  programs  coupled 
with  the  costs  associated  with  maintaining  BGCSF  Treasure  Island  Clubhouse  (TI  Clubhouse), 
clearly  demonstrates  TIDA’s  level  of  dedication  to  our  Island  youth.  The  BGCSF  has  been  a 
vital  and  valued  provider  of  these  essential  services.  Despite  the  tone  of  asperity  in  your  October 
15,  2013  letter,  our  shared  common  purpose  in  serving  the  Island  community  has  been  in  a 
resilient  partnership. 


The  Navy  has  informed  TIDA  that  it  expects  removal  of  the  Site  3 1 fencing  and  radiological 
warning  signs  in  March  2014.  Thereafter,  TIDA  would  look  to  the  return  of  the  BGCSF  to  the 
TI  Clubhouse  and  would  be  agreeable  to  a “Grand  Re-Opening”  that  would  provide  the  “fresh 
start”  BGCSF  seeks.  As  BGCSF  weighs  continuing  its  commitment  to  serving  the  Island  youth 
and  returning  to  the  TI  Clubhouse,  a response  to  the  specifics  of  your  October  15^^  letter  is 
required. 


Clarifying  Roles: 

It  is  important  to  understand  our  respective  roles  as  found  in  the  Amended  Sublease  Agreement 
(the  “Sublease”)  for  it  sets  forth  the  structure  of  tenant/landlord  relationship.  A review  of  the 
building  maintenance,  landscaping  and  site  improvement  needs,  along  with  their  costs,  provides 
a helpful  tool  for  planning  and  preparing  each  of  our  annual  budgets.  As  you  are  aware,  TIDA 
derives  zero  rental  revenue  from  the  Sublease  with  BGCSF. 

TIDA  is  responsible  for  maintaining  the  building  as  BGCSF  landlord  and  as  detailed  in  the 
Sublease  Section  9.1  (Sublandlord  Responsibility  for  Maintenance  and  Repair).  This  includes 
maintenance  of  sewer  line,  heating  system,  roof,  windows  and  doors.  TIDA  is  also  responsible 
for  maintaining  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  as  stipulated  in  the  Amended  Sublease 
Section  9.3  (Landscaping).  Amended  Sublease  Section  9.4  (Janitorial  Services)  provides  that,  as 
Subtenant,  BGCSF  is  responsible  for  janitorial  services,  including  the  carpet  cleaning. 


In  the  past  12  months,  TIDA  performed  the  following  maintenance/repairs  and  landscaping  on, 
in  and  around  the  TI  Clubhouse  in  order  to  maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  and 
sanitary  condition.  These  maintenance  costs  were  over  $61,000 — including  $8,239  in  windows 
alone. 

• Electrical/  exterior  lighting 

• Carpentry/doors/glass 

• Improved  outdoor  lighting 

• Landscaping/tree  trimming 

• Plumbing/sewer  repair 

• Window  replacement  and  repairs 


In  addition  to  the  above  expenses,  TIDA  also  provides  utilities  services  to  the  TI  Clubhouse  of 
over  $7,500  annually  for  the  provision  of  heat  and  electricity.  Prior  to  BGCSF  return,  TIDA  will 
paint  the  exterior  of  the  TI  Clubhouse  and  resolve  any  sewer  line  and  heating  issues  that  may 
exist — ^the  maintenance  cost  of  which  is  estimated  to  be  over  $60,000.  In  addition  and  as 
previously  recognized  in  principle,  TIDA  shall  perform  the  following  site  improvements 
necessary  at  completion  of  the  Navy  remediation.  The  site  improvements  are  outside  of  the 
Sublease  Agreement  and  are  estimated  to  cost  TIDA  in  excess  of  $175,000. 

• Resurface  Avenue  E 

• Resurface  the  lot  to  seal  the  dirt  where  the  Navy  remediation  work  took  place 

As  BGCSF  may  be  aware,  the  areas  adjacent  to  the  TI  Clubhouse  are  schedule  for  development 
in  Phases  3 and  4.  TIDA’s  best  guess  is  that  the  development  work  would  begin,  at  the  earliest. 
Spring  of  2019.  BGCSF  is  encouraged  to  invest  funds  in  the  TI  Clubhouse  so  as  to 
appropriately  reflect  changes  to  BGCSF  programing  needs  identified  since  FY  2006/07. 

Cosmetic  alterations  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Subtenant  as  stipulated  in  Sublease  Section  8.1 
(Alterations).  Section  8.1  states  in  part  that  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises  shall  be  done  at  the 
Subtenant’s  sole  expense.  Such  Alterations  would  include  replacement  of  carpeting,  blinds, 
interior  painting  and  partition  removal.  BGCSF  may  choose  to  address  these  cosmetic 
alterations  with  TIDA  allocated  funds.  When  conducting  tenant  improvements,  please  adhere  to 
Sublease  Section  8.1  requiring  TIDA’s  written  permission  prior  to  commencing  any  and  all 
alterations  or  improvements  to  the  Premises  and  Section  22.8  (Wages  and  Working  Conditions) 
which  stipulates  any  and  all  alterations  and  improvements  approved  by  TIDA  must  then  be 
performed  by  workers  paid  no  less  than  a Prevailing  Wage. 

Commencing  July  1, 2103,  the  Sublease  Premises  was  expanded  to  include  approximately 
15,400  square  feet  of  outdoor  recreational  space  located  adjacent  to  the  TI  Clubhouse. 

Therefore,  as  stated  above,  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises  including  this  new  outdoor  area  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Subtenant.  BGCSF  may  choose  to  address  its  recreation  and  access 
control  needs,  including  resurfacing  of  the  play  area,  improvement  to  the  basketball  court,  and 
installation  of  perimeter  fencing  with  TIDA  allocated  funds.  Again,  when  conducting  any  tenant 
improvements  in  these  outdoor  areas,  please  adhere  to  all  Sublease  Agreement  requirements, 
including  those  of  Sections  8. 1 and  22.8,  as  described  above. 


As  has  been  the  case  for  over  12  years,  TIDA  endeavors  to  provide  after-  school  and  recreational 
funding  for  BGCSF  programs  in  its  budget  process.  TIDA  has  provided  direct  funding  to 
BGCSF  for  TI  Clubhouse  programing  since  FY2006/07  after  initially  providing  funding  through 
the  Treasure  Island  Housing  Development  Initiative  in  2002.  TIDA’s  commitment  to  serving 
Island  youth  has  doubled  under  the  current  leadership — ^with  $150,000  to  support  om*  youth  and 
families  funded  by  TIDA  last  year  alone  and  over  one  million  dollars  in  the  aggregate.  These 
amounts  are  separate  and  apart  fi-om  the  annual  grants  the  BGCSF  receives  ftom  the  City’s 
Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Family  (DCYF)  for  the  TI  Clubhouse.  TIDA  and  DCYF  ai*e 
in  agreement  that  DCYF  shall  serve  as  fiscal  agent  for  future  TIDA  funding  of  the  TI  Clubhouse 
upon  BGCSF  return. 

TIDA  is  proud  of  the  contributions  of  the  BGCSF  and  the  impact  of  its  programs  on  Treasure 
Island  youth  and  families.  Many  issues  regarding  the  TI  Clubhouse  were,  and  continue  to  be, 
truly  outside  of  TIDA  control  and  imavoidable.  Given  the  age  of  the  facility,  there  will  be 
maintenance  issues;  given  the  Navy  rem.ediation  work,  there  will  be  issues  associated  with  the 
clean-up.  Managing  through  these  challenges  collaboratively  witli  respect  to  our  roles  and 
consideration  of  costs  will  serve  our  partnership  well. 

I am  hopeful  this  letter  provides  clarity  to  the  BGCSF  and  guides  our  relationship  upon  return  to 
the  TI  Clubhouse.  As  always,  my  staff  and  I are  available  to  discuss.

Dear  Residents: 

We  write  this  letter  to  address  issues  raised  by  the  article  published  in  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  last  Wednesday,  November  13‘*’  {"^Treasure  Island  radiation  risk”)  and  to  remind 
residents  of  available  resources  if  you  have  questions  or  concerns. 

Some  residents  attended  the  November  13th  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
(“TIDA”)  Board  meeting  that  was  held  at  the  Casa  de  la  Vista  on  Treasure  Island.  That  meeting, 
which  was  scheduled  before  publication  of  the  article,  included  a presentation  by  Keith  Forman, 
the  Navy  Base  Realignment  and  Closure  (“BRAG”)  Environmental  Coordinator,  on  the  Navy’s 
on-going  assessment  and  remediation  efforts,  including  their  current  radiological  investigations. 
Residents  at  the  meeting  had  an  opportunity  to  ask  questions  and  to  hear  TIDA  and  Navy  staff 
address  the  aiticle  and  report  on  the  progress  of  the  Navy’s  overall  environmental  cleanup 
efforts.  For  those  of  you  who  did  not  attend  the  meeting,  this  letter  is  intended  to  provide  some 
context  on  the  article,  but,  most  importantly,  to  reinforce  the  lines  of  communication  available  to 
residents  when  you  have  questions. 

CDPH  Memo  and  Findings 

The  radiological  findings  that  were  the  subject  of  the  September  2013  California 
Department  of  Public  Health  (“CDPH”)  memorandum  and  the  newspaper  article  were  the  same 
as  those  that  were  disclosed  to  residents  in  a March  22, 2013  memo  from  TIDA  to  residents  and 
further  discussed  at  an  April  4, 2013  workshop  with  residents,  TIDA,  the  Navy,  CDPH,  the 
San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (“SFDPH”),  and  the  California  Department  of  Toxic 
Substances  Control  (“DTSC”). 

When  first  notifying  TIDA  of  the  five  findings,  CDPH  concluded  that  the  soil  where  the 
elevated  readings  occunred  did  not  pose  a health  risk  to  the  public.  CDPH  has  reinforced  this 
determination  in  subsequent  communications.  Specifically,  when  transmitting  the  September 
memo  referenced  in  the  Chronicle  article  to  SFDPH,  CDPH  stated  our  findings  don  7 indicate  a 


current  public  health  risk,”  but  stated  that  the  Navy  should  continue  its  on-going  survey  work 
and  investigations. 

Ongoing  Investigation  and  Remediation 

While  the  radiological  findings  referenced  in  the  September  CDPH  memorandum  were 
not  new  information,  the  Navy’s  radiological  investigations  are  not  complete.  Additional 
investigations  are  being  performed,  and  the  CDPH  memorandum  is  part  of  ongoing  efforts  to 
define  the  additional  survey  and  analysis  work  that  must  be  done  by  the  Navy. 

As  you  know  from  the  Navy’s  flyers  distributed  to  residents  on  September  3^^,  the  Navy 
began  conducting  additional  radiological  surveys  in  the  residential  area  of  Treasure  Island, 
sometimes  referred  to  as  “Site  12”.  This  phase  of  the  field  investigations  will  continue  through 
the  end  of  this  month  and  the  Navy  will  require  some  time  to  analyze  the  results.  We  will 
provide  new  information  to  residents  as  it  becomes  available. 

Although  tlie  regulators  have  confirmed  that  the  radiological  findings  and  on-going 
investigations  do  not  present  a health  risk  to  residents,  it  is  important  that  we  reinforce  that 
Treasure  Island  is  an  active  Navy  environmental  remediation  site,  and  there  are  subsurface 
conditions  on  the  island  - including  the  residential  area -that  are  unrelated  to  the  radiological 
investigations  and  will  continue  to  be  the  subject  of  future  Navy  testing  and  cleanup  actions. 
Like  the  radiological  items  that  have  been  found,  these  other  subsurface  environmental 
conditions  do  not  represent  a known  health  hazard  to  residents. 

Digging  Prohibited 

Because  there  was  some  confusion  at  the  Wednesday  TIDA  Board  meeting,  we  want  to 
reiterate  to  residents  that  you  cannot  dig  in  your  backyards  or  elsewhere  around  your  unit. 
Because  of  the  known  environmental  conditions,  the  residential  leases  contain  prohibitions  on 
planting  or  altering  the  landscaping,  and  any  proposed  soil  excavation  or  digging  by  utility  crews 
or  other  parties  working  on  the  island  must  be  reviewed  and  permitted  by  the  Navy  to  ensure  that 
appropriate  safety  protocols  are  followed. 

Additional  Infonnation  and  Meeting 

TIDA  and  the  City  are  committed  to  providing  residents  and  the  general  public  with 
accurate,  up  to  date  information  and  answering  questions  about  the  Navy's  envii’onmental 
cleanup  program.  We  will  be  scheduling  a meeting  for  residents  in  early-mid  December  to 
provide  information  on  cleanup  activities  planned  for  the  residential  area  in  2014.

The  health  and  safety  of 
the  island’s  residents  are  very  important  to  us,  and  we  are  committed  to  ensuring  that  the  Navy 
fulfills  its  cleanup  obligations  in  a manner  that  is  protective  of  your  health  and  the  environment.

The  Navy  has  notified  us  that  they  will  need  to  remove  up  to  six  of  the  residential  buildings  on  Treasure 
Island  from  their  lease  with  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  in  2014,  Consequently 
the  units  in  these  buildings  will  no  longer  be  available  for  use  as  residences.  Most  of  these  buildings 
include  currently  vacant  units  that  were  selected  by  Yerba  Buena  Island  residents  in  the  selection  process 
that  was  conducted  last  year.  As  a result  that  selection  process  may  now  be  invalid  and  may  need  to  be 
repeated.  TIDA  will  also  need  to  relocate  residents  currently  living  in  these  affected  buildings. 

We  are  writing  to  invite  you  to  a meeting  on  December  5*  from  7:00  PM  to  9:00  PM  at  the  Casa  de  la 
Vista  to  discuss  this  new  information  and  to  request  your  input  on  how  Ave  move  forward  in  planning  for 
the  future  relocation  of  Yerba  Buena  Island  residents  to  Treasure  Island  in  light  of  this  change.  We  will 
provide  a brief  overview,  and  TIDA,  our  relocation  and  enviromnental  consultants,  and  a representative 
fi’om  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (SFDPH)  will  be  available  to  answer  questions.

Reference  is  made  to  Navy  Lease  N6247499RP00B05  (known  as 
the  "John  Stewart  Housing  Master  Lease")/  executed  on  March  17, 
1999,  and  Navy  Lease  N6247499RP00B19  (known  as  the  "TIHDI 
Lease"),  executed  on  September  1,  1999.  The  John  Stewart 
Housing  Master  Lease  expires  on  March  16,  2014,  and  the  TIHDI 
Lease  expires  on  August  31,  2014.  Upon  expiration  of  these 
leases  and  pursuant  to  our  authority  to  lease  base  closure 
property  on  an  interim  basis  prior  to  property  transfer,  the 
Navy  supports  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority's  (TIDA) 
request  to  negotiate  new  residential  leases. 

Throughout  the  term  of  these  current  leases  the  Navy  has 
been  conducting  the  environmental  remediation  of  Site  12  and  has 
worked  collaboratively  with  TIDA  to  minimize  impacts  to  all 
tenants.  The  Navy's  environmental  cleanup  requirements  now 
dictate  the  need  for  various  leased  buildings  to  be  accessed  and 
potentially  razed  to  effectively  complete  necessary  cleanup 
activities  which  support  property  transfer  and  redevelopment. 
Accordingly,  please  be  advised  that  buildings  1325,  1133,  1205 
and  1237  will  not  be  included  in  a subsequent  lease.  Please 
ensure  these  buildings  are  vacated  by  March  16,  2014,  the 
expiration  of  the  current  lease  term. 

Also  please  be  advised  that  although  buildings  1311  and 
1313  will  be  included  in  a subsequent  lease,  they  likely  will 
need  to  be  vacated  by  June  2014  to  allow  the  Navy  to  conduct  its 
scheduled  groundwater  Time  Critical  Removal  Action. 

Numerous  other  buildings  to  be  included  in  a subsequent 
lease  are  under  evaluation  for  the  need  to  be  vacated  by  June 
2015  to  allow  the  Navy  to  conduct  its  scheduled  Site  12  Remedial 
Action.

• In  November  there  were  9 Burglaries  (including  two  hot  prowls  - A hot  Prowl  is 
when  a burglar  enters  your  home  while  you  are  in  in  your  home. ) in  the  residential  area. 

• There  were  also  9 reports  for  Theft  from  Vehicle  - which  appear  to  have  taken  place 
primarily  in  the  non-residential  area. 

Please  take  extra  precautions 

• in  keeping  your  doors  and  windows  locked  (including  upstairs), 

• put  timers  on  different  lights  throughout  the  interior  and  exterior 

• take  care  in  how  you  dispose  of  box’s  that  new  purchases  came  in 

• keep  valuables  out  of  site 

• get  to  know  your  neighbors.  Look  out  for  each  other

Arrest  of  the  Week 


9***  Street  Narcotics  Arrest 

Undercover  Southern  Station  police  officers  were  patrolling  9*  and  Mission  Sts,  an  area  plagued  with  illegal 
drug  activity.  Officers  parked  their  vehicle  and  conducted  a consensual  encounter  with  a male  subject  loitering 
in  the  area.  Officers  identified  themselves  as  police  officers  and  the  subject  began  answering  the  officer’s 
questions.  The  officers  noticed  that  the  subject  was  hiding  small  white  objects  inside  of  his  mouth.  This 
immediately  alerted  the  officers  because  drug  dealers  often  ‘hold’  narcotics  inside  of  their  mouths  that  way  they 
can  easily  swallow  them  if  stopped  by  law  enforcement.  The  officers  told  the  suspect  to  open  his  mouth  and 
when  doing  so  the  subject  would  not  lift  his  tongue.  The  subject  finally  complied,  spitting  out  small  individually 
wrapped  white  colored  rocks,  suspected  crack  cocaine.  The  suspect  was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  the 
possession  of  cocaine  base  for  the  purpose  of  sales.  Occurred;  11/09/13  at  6pm. 


' Sisnificant  Arrests 

A Southern  Station  police  sergeant  was  in  area  of  Van  Ness  Ave  and  Market  Sts  when  a call  of  an  auto  boost 
was  broadcasted  on  his  radio.  The  auto  boost  had  occurred  on  the  unit  block  of  Gough  St  and  the  suspect  was 
last  seen  walking  towards  Market  St.  The  Sergeant  located  the  suspect  who  admitted  to  breaking  into  the  car 
and  being  on  active  parole.  The  witness  identified  the  suspect  as  the  man  who  broke  into  the  vehicle.  The  victim 
stated  that  a black  rolling  suitcase  was  missing  from  the  vehicle.  The  suspect  stated  that  he  passed  the  suitcase 
off  to  another  person.  The  suspect  was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  auto  burglary  and  a parole  violation. 
Occurred;  11/08/13  at  3:50pm. 

9^**  and  Clementina  Auto  Boost. 

A victim  parked  his  vehicle  locked  and  secured  at  9pm.  Twenty  minutes  later  a witness  called  91 1 after 
witnessing  a male  wearing  a black  beanie  break  the  back  window  of  the  vehicle.  The  suspect  then  reached  into 
the  vehicle  removing  several  items.  Officers  were  dispatched  and  the  suspect  was  detained.  The  suspect  was  on 
probation  and  had  a search  condition.  Officers  began  searching  the  suspect.  A spark  plug  was  found  inside  the 
suspect’s  pant  pocket.  Spark  plugs  are  often  used  to  quickly  and  quietly  break  car  windows.  The  witnesses 
identified  the  suspect  and  the  victim’s  GPS  unit  and  key  fob  was  located  in  a bag  that  the  suspect  was  carrying. 
The  suspect  was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  auto  burglary.  Occurred;  11/09/13  at  9:20pm. 

Warrant  Arrest 

Officers  were  alerted  by  6*  St  residents,  of  a man  climbing  a fire  escape.  Officers  looked  up  and  saw  a white 
male  climbing  down  a fire  escape.  The  officers  immediately  recognized  the  subject  as  a notorious  bicycle  thief 
In  fact  several  arrest  excerpts  have  been  written  about  him  in  previous  Southern  newsletters.  The  officer  tried  to 
talk  to  the  subject  but  he  began  running  down  Stevenson  St  towards  7*  St.  Officer  caught  up  with  the  subject 
and  a records  check  revealed  that  he  had  an  outstanding  warrant.

A witness  called  91 1 after 
witnessing  a male  breaking  into  a Honda.  Undercover  officers  were  the  first  on  scene  and  quickly  located  the 
suspect  with  the  description  they  received  from  SFPD  dispatchers.  The  suspect  was  not  willing  to  stop  for  the 
officers.  He  was  taken  into  custody  after  short  foot  pursuit.  The  suspect  dropped  several  stolen  items  on  the 
ground  as  he  ran  for  the  officers.  The  suspect  was  on  probation  for  narcotics  related  charges.  The  suspect  was 
booked  at  County  Jail  for  burglary  of  a vehicle  and  violation  of  probation.  Occurred;  11/10/13  at  6:30pm. 

Auto  Boost  on  Brannan  Street 

A victim  of  an  auto  boost  was  walking  back  to  his  parked  vehicle  when  he  noticed  a female  subject  looking  at  a 
pair  of  gray  sketcher  shoes.  The  female  was  sitting  inside  of  a tent,  a few  feet  from  the  victim’s  vehicle.  The 
victim  then  saw  a yellow  back  pack  inside  of  the  tent.

“Focus  on  the  Five”  Traffic  Safetv/Enforcement 


The  most  frequent  illegal  driving  behavior  resulting  in  injury  accidents  in  Southern  Police  District  is 
CVC  22350,  violations  of  the  basic  speed  law.  The  second  most  common  illegal  behavior 
contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21453(a)  running  a steady  red  light.  Finally,  the  third  illegal 
behavior  contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21950(a),  Pedestrian  Right  of  Way  violations.  These 
violations  occur  in  a variety  of  locations  and  in  some  locations  a mix  of  two  or  more  violations  have 
resulted  in  injury  accidents. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  directed  officers  to  “Focus  on  the  Five”  most  dangerous  intersections  in 
the  district  when  they  are  not  on  an  assigned  call  for  service.  We  will  be  engaging  in  increased  traffic 
enforcement  in  the  below  listed  area’s  that  have  been  identified  as  dangerous  intersections. 

Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard:  Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard  is  the  highest  intersection 
for  injury  related  crashes.  Vehicles  traveling  eastbound  are  turning  right  onto  Octavia  Boulevard  and 
causing  collisions  with  eastbound  bicyclists  in  violation  of  22101(d)  CVC  resulting  in  serious  injury 
accidents. 


7^”  Street  between  Harrison  Street  and  Folsom  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Elementary  School  is 
located  on  7'*^  Street  between  Harrison  and  Folsom  Street.  School  has  returned  to  session  and  based 
upon  recent  incidents,  as  well  as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related 
traffic  collisions,  especially  involving  children.  Eastbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and 
driver’s  failing  to  yield  to  pedestrians  when  making  the  right  turn  onto  Folsom  Street  from  northbound 
Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC. 


Harrison  Street  at  4^^  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Middle  School  is  located  on  Harrison  Street 
between  4^*^  and  5^^  Streets.School  has  returned  to  session  and  based  upon  recent  incidents,  as  well 
as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related  traffic  collisions,  especially 
involving  children.  Westbound  red  light  violations  of  21 453(a)  CVC  and  driver’s  failing  to  yield  to 
pedestrians  crossing  east  on  Harrison  Street  and  south  on  4^*^  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  will 
be  aggressively  enforced  in  this  corridor. 

10^^  Street  between  Mission  Street  and  Brannan  Street:  1 0^^  Street  between  Mission  and  Brannan 
is  the  second  highest  “key  red  light  running  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21453(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 

Mission  Street  between  5^^  and  10^^  Streets:  Mission  Street  between  10**^  and  5*^  Streets  is  one  of 
the  highest  “key  pedestrian  right  of  way  injury  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents.

Arrest  of  the  Week 


Officers  were  exiting  their  marked  patrol  vehicle  about  to  enter  the  Hall  of  Justice  when  they  were  approached 
by  a man  who  said  he  had  been  stabbed.  While  officers  investigated  the  report,  an  officer  saw  a second  victim 
pointing  at  the  suspect,  a man  with  a knife,  who  suddenly  ran  across  Bryant  Street  toward  the  officer  who  was 
standing  on  the  steps  of  the  Hall  of  Justice. 

The  officer  drew  his  firearm  and  told  the  suspect  to  drop  the  knife.  A Southern  Station  Sergeant  responded  and 
was  about  to  tackle  the  suspect  when  the  initial  officer  alerted  the  Sergeant  to  the  knife.  The  Sergeant  then  drew 
his  weapon  and  they  both  ordered  the  suspect  to  “drop  the  knife.”  The  suspect  obeyed  their  verbal  orders  and 
dropped  the  knife  and  prone  himself  out  on  the  sidewalk.  The  subject  was  immediately  taken  into  custody. 

Medical  attention  was  summoned  for  the  victims  who  both  had  suffered  non-life  threatening  stab  wounds  to 
their  back.  Both  victims  did  not  know  the  suspect.  The  victims  said  that  they  were  walking  down  the  street 
when  the  suspect  just  punched  them  for  no  reason.  They  did  not  know  that  they  had  suffered  a stab  wound  until 
they  pulled  their  shirts  up  after  the  suspect  was  taken  into  custody. 


dnvestisation  of  the  Week 


For  the  last  few  weeks  SFPD  police  officers  from  southern  station  and  the  violence  reduction  team  have  been 
thoroughly  investigating  the  highly  profiled  incident  of  a women  being  brutally  kicked  in  the  head.  As  many  of 
you  have  seen  on  the  news,  a woman  was  severely  attacked  while  sleeping  on  the  sidewalk  on  3"^^  St.  The  male 
suspect  seen  on  video  footage  repeatedly  kicked  and  stomped  the  female  in  the  head.  Soon  after  the  SVU  unit 
received  a tip  revealing  the  suspects  identity.  The  person  calling  in  the  tip  recognized  the  suspect  from  a mental 
health  treatment  facility.  VRT  officers  began  their  investigation  into  the  suspect.  An  address  and  DMV  photo  of 
the  suspect  was  located.  The  officers  believed  that  the  suspect  was  the  same  person  seen  in  the  video.  Officers 
obtained  a search  warrant  and  responded  to  the  suspect’s  home.  The  suspect  was  placed  under  arrest.  Great 
follow-up  investigation  and  arrest!

On  Saturday  night  November  16,  2013,  a iong-time  group  of  friends  reconnected  at  a nightclub  in  the  area  of  6th 
Street  and  Jessie.  At  approximately  2:10  AM  on  Sunday  morning,  when  the  club  let  out,  the  group  was  in  the 
process  of  saying  their  good-byes.  One  of  the  women  in  the  group  and  her  female  passenger  were  involved  in  a 
minor  traffic  accident  in  a nearby  parking  lot.  These  two  women  ultimately  became  the  victims  in  this  senseless 
act  of  violence. 

The  driver  of  the  victim’s  vehicle  was  first  approached  by  a female  described  as  Pacific  Islander,  over  6’  tall,  in 
her  early  20’s  wearing  a red  dress.  That  female  attempted  to  open  the  driver’s  door. 

The  victim  passenger  exited  the  car  in  an  attempt  to  calm  down  the  angry  female  suspect.  A male  armed  with  a 
gun  appeared.  The  male,  identified  as  Michael  Sione  Green,  shot  and  killed  the  female  passenger  and  wounded 
the  driver  of  the  car  and  is  currently  wanted  by  law  enforcement. 

Green  is  described  as  a Tongan  male,  23  years  of  age,  5’1 1”,  230  lbs,  last  seen  wearing  a beard  and  long  hair 
past  his  shoulders.  Anyone  who  knows  Green’s  whereabouts  is  asked  to  call  911.  Green  is  extremely  dangerous. 
He  may  possibly  be  traveling  in  a 2001  Mercedes  Ca  license  plate  4UIP704. 


I^an  Francisco  Police  are  still  trying  to  identify  the  Pacific  Islander  female,  and  anyone  else  that  was  with  Green

Sisnificant  Arrests 

Auto  Booster  Caught  in  the  Act 

Undercover  Southern  police  officers  caught  a suspect  boosting  a vehicle  on  the  100  block  of  Hawthorne  St.  The 
undercover  officers  were  alerted  by  the  subject  while  conducting  surveillance  of  the  area.

The  resident  located  a beautiful  apartment  at  338  Spear  St.  The  agent  sent  the  resident  a leasing 
agreement  and  told  the  resident  to  transfer  $7,500  into  a Wells  Fargo  account.  The  resident  signed  the  paper 
work  and  transferred  the  money  as  asked.  After  no  word  from  the  agent,  the  resident  responded  to  388  Spear  St 
where  he  was  informed  that  the  apartment  being  advertised  does  not  exist  and  neither  does  the  agent.  The 
apartment  was  advertised  on  ‘Trulia.com.’  Occurred;  11/09/13  at  12:00pm. 

Fire  on  Treasure  Island 

While  on  duty  SFFD  and  SFPD  officers  were  alerted  of  a fire  by  the  strong  odor  of  smoke  in  the  area  of  Avenue 
of  the  Palms.  The  fire  was  quickly  identified  as  a large  pile  of  leaves  set  on  fire  in  front  601  Avenue  of  the 
Palms.

Focus  on  the  Five”  Traffic  Safetv/Enforcement 


The  most  frequent  illegal  driving  behavior  resulting  in  injury  accidents  in  Southern  Police  District  is 
CVC  22350,  violations  of  the  basic  speed  law.  The  second  most  common  illegal  behavior 
I contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21453(a)  running  a steady  red  light.  Finally,  the  third  illegal 

I behavior  contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21 950(a),  Pedestrian  Right  of  Way  violations.  These 

! violations  occur  in  a variety  of  locations  and  in  some  locations  a mix  of  two  or  more  violations  have 
resulted  in  injury  accidents. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  directed  officers  to  “Focus  on  the  Five”  most  dangerous  intersections  in 
the  district  when  they  are  not  on  an  assigned  call  for  service.  We  will  be  engaging  in  increased  traffic 
enforcement  in  the  below  listed  area’s  that  have  been  identified  as  dangerous  intersections. 


Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard:  Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard  is  the  highest  intersection 
for  injury  related  crashes.  Vehicles  traveling  eastbound  are  turning  right  onto  Octavia  Boulevard  and 
causing  collisions  with  eastbound  bicyclists  in  violation  of  22101(d)  CVC  resulting  in  serious  injury 
accidents.

7^^  Street  between  Harrison  Street  and  Folsom  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Elementary  School  is 
located  on  7^^  Street  between  Harrison  and  Folsom  Street.  School  has  returned  to  session  and  based 
upon  recent  incidents,  as  well  as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related 
traffic  collisions,  especially  involving  children.  Eastbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and 
driver’s  failing  to  yield  to  pedestrians  when  making  the  right  turn  onto  Folsom  Street  from  northbound 
7^“^  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC. 


Harrison  Street  at  4^^  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Middle  School  is  located  on  Harrison  Street 
between  4^*^  and  5^*^  Streets. School  has  returned  to  session  and  based  upon  recent  incidents,  as  well 
as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related  traffic  collisions,  especially 
involving  children.  Westbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and  driver’s  failing  to  yield  to 
pedestrians  crossing  east  on  Harrison  Street  and  south  on  4‘^  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  will 
be  aggressively  enforced  in  this  corridor. 


10^^  Street  between  Mission  Street  and  Brannan  Street:  10^^  Street  between  Mission  and  Brannan 
is  the  second  highest  “key  red  light  running  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21453(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 

Mission  Street  between  5^^  and  Streets:  Mission  Street  between  lO*'^  and  5**^  Streets  is  one  of 
the  highest  “key  pedestrian  right  of  way  injury  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents.

2,000  residents  in  an  attempt  to  assuage  fears.  It  said  low-level  radioactivity  in  the  soil  near  their 
apartments  did  not  pose  a health  threat. 

The  letter  did  not  mention  the  dangerously  radioactive  shards  that  had  been  found  or  the  fact  that  state 
regulators  feared  there  could  be  more. 

However,  in  a strongly  worded  internal  memo,  written  in  June  and  updated  in  September,  state  health 
officials  warned  that  there  was  no  guarantee  the  area  was  safe  and  that  findings  indicated  there  still 
might  be  dangerous  radioactive  waste  in  the  ground  where  children  could  find  it. 

“Further  evaluation  should  be  made  of  the  probability  of  a member  of  the  public,  especially  critical 
members  of  the  population  (for  example,  children,)  picking  up  a radioactive  fragment  and  being 
exposed,"  said  the  interna!  memo,  obtained  this  month  by  The  Center  for  Investigative  Reporting 
through  a Public  Records  Act  request. 

Written  by  Roger  K.  Lupo,  chief  of  the  agency’s  radiological  assessment  unit,  and  associate  health 
physicist  Victoria  Brandt,  the  memo  was  addressed  to  Jerry  Hensley,  chief  of  the  public  health 
agency’s  strategic  planning  and  quality  assurance  section. 

The  former  Treasure  Island  Naval  Station  was  opened  for  civilian  use  in  1999.  Some  of  the  military 
housing  was  converted  to  subsidized  rentals  for  low-income  San  Franciscans. 

Three  of  Michael  Francis’  children  live  in  Villages  at  Treasure  Island,  the  name  given  to  the  former 

military  housing  subdivision  on  the  island’s  west  side.  Francis  said  he’s  long  believed  there  was 
something  missing  from  official  descriptions  of  the  island. 

“There  are  things  about  Treasure  Island  that  always  seemed  too  good  to  be  true,"  he  said.  “I  guess 
that  this  is  the  too-good-to-be-true  part.” 

Every  weekend,  families  from  around  the  region  flock  to  the  baseball  fields  along  Treasure  Island’s 

eastern  side  for  Little  League  games.  Outfielder  Cole  Scott,  1 3,  said  fly  balls  often  have  sailed  into  ^ 

fenced  areas  posted  with  radiation  warning  signs.  And  he  said  people  just  as  often  climbed  over  the 
fence  to  fetch  them. 

Of  the  recent  discovery  of  radium  fragments  and  health  officials’  concerns.  Cole’s  father,  Tom  Scott, 
said:  “I  usually  trust  the  government.  And  I have  to  assume  it’s  safe  if  kids  can  get  access  to  it.  But  I 
know  kids  pick  up  stupid  stuff  all  the  time.  And  if  there  are  highly  radioactive  pieces  in  the  soil,  of 
course  that  concerns  me.” 

The  cleanup  plan  has  called  for  the  Navy  to  remove  chemical  and  radioactive  toxins,  then  sell  the  land 
for  about  $105  million  to  the  city.  The  city,  in  turn,  would  transfer  parcels  to  developers  for  a projected 
$1.5  billion  mixed-use  community. 

In  preparation  for  cleanup,  a 2006  Navy  historical  analysis  suggested  there  was  little  to  indicate  the 
former  base  was  contaminated  with  significant  radioactive  waste. 

But  in  2008,  a radioactive  waste  cleanup  worker  blew  the  whistle  to  regulators  about  what  he 
considered  an  imminent  risk  to  children  posed  by  mysterious  pieces  of  radium-226  turning  up  in  the 
soil.  According  to  an  email  state  radiation  specialist  Kent  Prendergast  sent  to  colleagues  on  June  25, 

2008,  contract  worker  Robert  McLean  had  called  to  warn  that  radioactive  fragments  he’d  found  “could 
represent  a hazard  to  children.” 

“The  more  people  that  investigate,  the  more  they  find  out  that  the  Navy  just  covered  up,”  McLean  said 
last  week.  He  believes  his  earlier  concerns  largely  were  ignored. 

The  Navy  has  suggested  at  various  times  that  the  radioactive  shards  were  glow-in-the-dark  buttons 
from  the  1939-40  Golden  Gate  International  Exposition  held  on  the  island  or  perhaps  markers  from  the 
decks  of  military  ships.  Regulators  have  speculated  that  the  shards  might  have  been  buried  in  the  soil 
decades  ago  to  train  sailors  to  use  Geiger  counters,  which  measure  radiation. 

As  reports  emerged  of  more  shards  and  a botched  radioactive  waste  cleanup,  the  state  health 
department  repeatedly  urged  the  Navy  to  conduct  comprehensive  tests  for  radioactive  waste,  arguing 
that  not  doing  so  could  endanger  both  current  and  future  residents. 
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Officials  have  no  way  of  knowing  how  many  shards  remain  oh  the  island.  But  as  of  2011,  a total  of  575 

#had  been  unearthed,  according  to  internal  health  department  emails. 

e new  memo  again  emphasizes  that  tests  have  not  been  thorough  enough  to  evaluate  whether  the 
apartment  areas  are  safe. 

Aside  from  warning  that  children  might  find  radioactive  shards,  the  memo  notes  that  soil  just  under  the 
grass  was  laced  with  low  concentrations  of  radium,  making  it  possible  that  decorative  shrubs  in  the 
area  might  have  absorbed  radioactive  material. 

On  Sept.  3,  the  Navy  issued  a notice  that  contractors  would  spend  10  weeks  testing  apartment 
buildings'  yards,  carports,  roads,  sidewalks  and  grassy  areas  for  radioactive  waste. 

Officials  with  the  Navy  and  state  health  department  did  not  respond  to  questions,  including  whether 
the  additional  testing  satisfies  regulators’  concerns. 

CIR  sent  San  Francisco  Mayor  Ed  Lee’s  development  director  for  Treasure  Island  a list  of  specific 
questions,  including  whether  the  city  shared  state  regulators’  concerns.  Bob  Beck  responded  with  a 
statement  saying  the  city  “continues  to  review  and  respond  to  all  reports”  from  regulators  and  the 
Navy. 

Supervisor  Jane  Kim,  whose  district  includes  Treasure  Island,  said  in  a prepared  statement:  “The 
Navy  needs  to  investigate  any  new  developments  or  findings,  and  I will  be  asking  that  the  state  hold 
them  to  a high  standard."

Two  years  ago,  attorney  Tony  Gantner  testified  at  Treasure  Island  environmental  hearings  that  the 
military  was  claiming  the  island  was  clean,  without  having  done  adequate  testing.  He  feels  vindicated, 
he  said,  by  the  information  that  has  emerged  since  then. 

^I’s  amazing.  Every  six  months,  there's  new  stuff  that  comes  out,”  Gantner  said.  “It’s  endless.  It's 
shocking,”

San  Francisco  city  officials  who  oversee  Treasure  Island  had  some  choice  words 
about  Wednesday’s  front  page  story  in  The  Chronicle  by  Matt  Smith  and  Katharine 
Mieszkowski  of  the  Center  for  Investigative  Reporting,  which  detailed  a newly 
released  state  memo  about  recently  discovered  radioactive  items  found  underneath 
lawns  near  apartment  bufldings  on  the  island.  The  memo  raised  concerns  about  the 
I ^safety  of  children  living  there. 

I ^‘Very  irresponsible  journalism,”  declared  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
commissioner  Mark  Dunlop. 

“The  information  published  in  The  Chronicle  today  was  nothing  new,”  insisted 
commission  president  Linda  Richardson. 

“That  memo  was  not  new  to  TIDA  or  to  Treasure  Island  residents,”  said  development 
director  Bob  Beck.  TIDA  stands  for  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority. 

The  comments  came  Wednesday  evening  at  the  authority’s  regularly  scheduled  board 
meeting,  which  took  place  on  the  island  and  included  an  already- scheduled  update 
from  the  Navy  on  cleanup  activities. 

Some  residents  begged  to  differ.  Several  asked  why  they  were  finding  out  the 
information  from  the  newspaper,  instead  of  from  public  officials.  Others  asked  why 
these  issues  are  only  now  being  raised,  14  years  after  residents  were  moved  onto  the 
island. 

Officials  from  the  Navy  and  the  city  noted  that  they  had  held  meetings  in  the  sprmg 
to  update  island  residents  about  newly  discovered  radioactive  material,  which  was  left 
over  from  the  island’s  time  as  a Navy  base.  The  Navy  is  cleaning  up  the  island  before 
handing  it  over  to  the  city  for  development.  In  the  meantime  San  Francisco  has  placed 
thousands  of  low-income  and  market  rate  tenants  in  existing  mihtary  housing  in  an 
area  known  as  Site  12.  That’s  where  the  bulk  of  radioactive  material  has  been 
discovered  in  recent  years. 

“Why  haven’t  you  done  this  years  ago  — I have  hved  here  for  14  years?”  asked 
Cristina  Correa. 

“We  didn’t  know  then  what  we  know  now,”  acknowledged  Navy  environmental 
coordinator  Keith  Forman,  who  insisted  that  the  takeaway  from  state  memo  was  that 
the  island  is  safe  for  people. 

He  said  that  “generally”  aU  the  radioactive  devices  found  by  Navy  contractors  were 
! W small  knobs  and  buttons  or  metal  fragments  that  had  been  painted  with  radium  to 
make  them  glow. 

Earher,  Correa  asked  Forman:  “I  have  a 4-year  old  and  he  likes  to  dig  in  the 
backyard,  is  that  dangerous?” 

He  informed  Correa  and  other  residents  that  their  leases  specificaUy  bar  them  from 

digging

“First  of  all,  you  are  not  supposed  be  digging  when  you  live  on  Site  12  ...  there  are 
contaminants  in  the  soil,”  he  said.  “I  can’t  tell  you  exactly  where,  but  your  child 
should  not  be  digging  on  Site  12  and  I am  hoping  you  and  everybody  else  is  well 
aware  of  that.” 

Later,  Forman  clarified  that  the  radioactive  items  found  have  been  six  to  18  inches 
below  the  grass,  so  there  is  httle  chance  a child  would  find  them,  but  said  there  are 
other  toxins  from  the  Navy  in  the  area.

By  and  Large  mentions  that  the  barge  would  be  prepped  for  a San 
Diego  tour  in  late  2014.

Google  is  listed  as  the  corporation  behind  By  and  Large  LLC  in  the  port 
proposal.  It  recently  acknowledged  its  involvement. 


“Google  Barge  ...  A floating  data  center?  A wild  party  boat?  A barge 
housing  the  last  remaining  dinosaur?  Sadly,  none  of  the  above,”  the 
company  said  in  a statement.  “Although  it’s  still  early  days  and  things 
may  change,  we’re  exploring  using  the  barge  as  an  interactive  space 
where  people  can  learn  about  new  technology.” 

According  to  the  proposal,  Google  barge  would  spend  a year  at  various 
locations  around  the  Bay  Area  — moving  to  a different  pier  each 
month.  It  then  would  be  readied  for  a San  Diego  tour  in  November 
2014. 


Efforts  to  contact  By  and  Large  were  unsuccessful.  The  Port  of  San 
Diego  has  not  been  contacted,  according  to  Vice  Chairman  Bob  Nelson. 
“We’d  love  to  have  the  revenue,  though,”  he  said. 


Nelson  noted  that  dock  space  is  available  at  the  10th  Avenue  Marine 
Terminal  and  other  locations  in  San  Diego  Bay. 


Artist  renderings  in  the  proposal  show  a vessel  outfitted  with  large 
sails.  It  would  have  nearly  14,000  square  feet  of  exhibit  space  on  a 250- 
foot  seafaring  barge. 
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“The  structure  will  stand  out  but  at  the  same 
time  will  complement  its  surroundings  with 
decorative  sails  that  provide  shade  and 
shelter  to  guests,”  according  to  the  proposal.

SAN  FRANCISCO  (CBs  SF)  — Residents  in  two 
dozen  homes  on  San  Francisco’s  Treasure 
Island  were  notified  this  week  that  they  wili  have 
to  move  because  of  the  U.S.  Navy’s  ongoing 
deanup  on  the  island. 

The  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
sent  a letter  dated  Monday  to  24  households  on 
the  island,  saying  they  will  have  to  relocate  the 
residents  because  of  the  Navy’s  cleanup  work.

“The  work  is  part  of  the  Navy’s  ongoing  cleanup  of  buried  and 
currently  inaccessible  low  level  chemicals  that  were  identified  in  prior 
assessments  and  historical  investigations  and  is  not  related  to 
ongoing  radiological  surveys,”  the  letter  states. 

The  residents  will  likely  be  relocated  elsewhere  on  Treasure  Island, 
according  to  the  letter. 


The  TIDA  is  holding  a meeting  on  Dec.  3 for  the  affected  residents,  as 
well  as  a meeting  on  Dec.  11  for  all  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena 
Island  residents  to  update  them  on  the  cleanup  activities,  which  will 
take  place  in  2014. 


The  letter,  signed  by  TIDA  director  Bob  Beck  and  director  of 
operations  Mirian  Saez,  said  “regulatory  oversight  agencies  have 
repeatedly  stated  that  it  has  been  and  continues  to  be  safe  to  live  in 
the  units  on  Treasure  Island." 


Treasure  Island  is  still  owned  by  the  Navy,  which  closed  its  base  there 
in  1997. 

Beck  said  earlier  this  year  that  the  Navy  plans  to  transfer  the  property 
to  the  city  in  four  major  phases  starting  in  October  2014  and  ending 
in  2021. 

In  201 1 , the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  a massive 
redevelopment  project  to  add  thousands  of  new  residential  units, 
commercial  space  and  other  new  infrastructure  on  the  island.

Authority  director  of  operations,  says  Google  reps  told  her  "this  would  be  an  important 
opportunity  for  the  launching"  of  their  Google  Glass  computer  eyewear  next  year. 


That's  a bit  different  from  the  "studio"  and  "temporary  technology  exhibit  space"  that 
barge  designers  described  in  reports  submitted  to  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  as  part  of  their 
pitch  to  win  berthing  permits  on  the  waterfront. 

It  may  also  help  explain  why  Google  has  been  so  reluctant  to  discuss  the  project  in  detail. 

Google  needs  a permit  from  the  regional  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission 
to  moor  a barge  for  any  length  of  time  in  the  bay,  and  the  idea  of  a floating  retail  store 
could  put  the  project  in  very  choppy  political  water. 

"A  floating  retail  store  that  is  not  a bay- oriented  enterprise  would  probably  make  a lot  of 
jaws  drop  at  a commission  meeting,"  commission  executive  Lany  Goldzband  said  when 
we  told  him  of  the  newly  surfaced  Turner  Construction  document. 

Although  Google's  lawyers  have  notified  him  three  times  in  the  past  six  weeks  that  it  is 
continuing  its  barge  construction  at  Treasure  Island,  Goldzband  said,  the  company  hasn't 
been  forthcoming  about  its  intentions. 

"We  have  told  them  we  don't  want  to  wait  a heck  of  a lot  longer  because  ...  the  public  needs 
to  know  what  Google  is  doing,"  Goldzband  said. 

When  we  asked  Google  whether  it  intends  to  use  the  barges  as  floating  stores,  company 
representatives  replied  in  an  e-mail  saying  only:  "While  we  have  explored  many  ideas  in 
the  past  around  the  barges,  our  current  plan,  as  we've  stated  before,  is  to  use  them  as  an 
interactive  space  where  people  can  learn  about  new  technology." 

As  we  reported  earlier,  design  documents  submitted  to  the  port  in  August  say  the  goal  of 
the  barge  project  is  to  "drive  visitation  to  the  waterfront."  Backers  envision  mooring  the 
barge  at  numerous  sites  around  the  bay. 

The  docmnents  say  the  barge's  sails  are  "reminiscent  of  fish  fins,  which  will  remind  visitors 
that  they  are  on  a seaworthy  vessel." 

According  to  the  newly  surfaced  budget  report,  which  was  prepared  at  the  start  of  the 
year,  those  sails  alone  cost  $350,000. 

But  Goldzband  says  that  just  having  safls  doesn't  automatically  make  a vessel  a natural  fit 
for  the  bay. 
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"The  commission  is  going  to  ask,  'Is  there  an  alternative  Qand)  location  for  this  program  to 
occur?' " Goldzband  said.  "If  there  is,  then  the  commission  is  going  to  have  a very  difficult 
time  convincing  the  public  there  should  be  something  happening  on  the  bay." 

Expired:  Just  three  years  after  installing  6,500  high-tech  parking  meters  at  a cost  of  $3 
million,  San  Francisco  is  ripping  them  out. 

"It's  all  part  of  a citywide  upgrade,"  said  Paul  Rose,  a spokesman  for  the  Municipal

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"A  letter  we  got  last  week  was  the  first  we 
heard  of  it,"  said  Paris  Hayes,  who  has  lived  in 
his  Bayside  Drive  unit  for  more  than  lo  years.

"We've  already  gotten  more  than  a dozen  e-mails  or  calls,"  said  Bob  Beck,  the  city  official 
who  is  director  of  Treasure  Island.  "We're  already  planning  to  have  a larger  meeting  next 
Wednesday  (Dec.  11)  to  answer  questions  from  all  island  residents." 


The  Nov.  25  letter  sent  to  the  affected  households  said  little  more  than  that  they  would 
likely  be  provided  with  new  housing  on  the  island  and  that  the  cleanup  doesn't  mean  then- 
homes  were  unsafe. 

"This  work  is  part  of  the  Navy's  ongoing  cleanup  of  buried  and  currently  inaccessible  low- 
level  chemicals  that  were  identified  in  prior  assessments,"  said  the  letter,  which  was  signed 
by  Beck  and  Mirian  Saez,  the  island's  director  of  operations.  "The  California  regulatory 
oversight  agencies  have  repeatedly  stated  that  it  has  been  and  continues  to  be  safe  to  live 
in  the  units  on  Treasure  Island." 


But  while  the  letter  said  the  cleanup  was  not  related  to  recent  efforts  to  seek  out 
radioactive  material  left  from  the  man-made  island's  decades  as  a Navy  base,  crews  will  be 
removing  low-level  sources  of  radiation  long  known  to  be  buried  in  the  drunp  site. 

Beck  said. 


"A  survey  back  in  2006-07  &st  found  radiological  debris"  in  the  old  waste  disposal  area  in 
the  northwest  corner  of  the  island,  he  said.  Navy  officials  have  said  almost  all  the 
radioactive  items  found  were  buttons  and  small  pieces  of  metal  painted  with  radium  to 
make  them  glow. 


In  the  past  couple  of  years,  however,  there  have  been  suggestions  that  larger,  "hotter" 
debris  might  be  found  elsewhere  on  the  island.  The  Navy  is  conducting  surveys  to  see  if 
any  radioactive  material  has  migrated  from  the  dump  site.  Beck  said. 

The  letter  to  the  residents  also  didn't  mention  that  once  they  leave  their  current  homes, 
they  win  never  be  coming  back. 

"We're  planning  to  relocate  these  people  to  different  units  permanently,"  Beck  said.  While 
some  of  the  soon- to-be-vacated  buildings  are  slated  for  demolition,  others  could  fall  if  the 
Navy's  contractors  find  that  the  cleanup  area  needs  to  be  expanded. 

Plans  now  call  for  the  Navy  to  finish  cleanup  work  on  the  northern  half  of  Yerba  Buena 
Island  and  60  percent  of  Treasure  Island  by  mid-October,  when  the  land  would  be  turned 
over  to  the  city.  It  could  be  as  late  as  2020  before  all  the  toxic  waste  is  cleared  from 
Treasure  Island. 

The  island's  rebuilding  now  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  the  first  quarter  of  2015,  although 
delays  or  problems  with  the  cleanup  could  stretch  that  time  line. 

When  completed.  Treasure  Island  will  be  a new  San  Francisco  neighborhood  of  19,000 
residents,  complete  with  hotels,  restaurants,  retail  space  and  entertainment  areas,  along 
with  plenty  of  open  space.  Of  the  8,000  planned  housing  units,  25  percent  wiU  be  at  prices 
below  market  rate. 

While  the  relocation  notice  came  as  a surprise,  Hayes  always  knew  his  Treasure  Island 
home  came  with  a time  limit.

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"I  thought  I would  be  moved  by  the  rebuilding  of  the  island,"  he  said.  "But  this  affects  aU  of 
my  neighbors,  and  we'd  like  to  have  some  stability." 

That  doesn't  mean  Hayes  won't  miss  the  place  his  family  has  called  home  for  the 
past  decade.

Asecond  project  seeks  to  clean  up  groundwater  contaminated  with  arsenic.  TIDA  officials  say  the  contamination  is  not  a 
threatto  residents'  health,  butmustbe  cleaned  up  before  San  Francisco  can  begin  a massive  redevelopment  project  on  the 
island. 

“If  they’re  notdigging  in  this  soil,  they’re  notbeing  exposed  to  the  element  that  are  there,  there's  nota  danger,”  said  TIDA 
Director  Robert  Beck. 


At  Tuesday  night's  meeting.  Beck  outlined  plans  to  relocate  residents  to  other  units  on  Treasure  Island.  Priority  in  selecting  a 
new  unit  will  be  given  to  those  who  have  lived  on  Treasure  Island  the  longest.

The  construction  report  specifically  refers  to  the  barges  as  floating 
retail  stores,”  the  Chronicle  said. 


Google  evidently  has  positioned  the  barge  construction  a little  differentiy  to  San  Francisco 
authorities,  at  least  to  this  point.  According  to  the  Chronicle,  barge  designers  said  the 
vessels  would  serve  as  “temporary  technology  exhibit  space,”  in  applications  to  the  Port  of 
San  Francisco  for  waterfront  berth  permits. 

The  Chronicle  report  said  that  Mirian  Saez,  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
director  of  Operations,  said  Google  reps  told  her  the  barge  "would  be  an  important 
opportunity  for  the  launching"  of  its  Google  Glass  project.  In  turn,  city  officials  may  have 
^ been  attracted  to  the  prospect  of  increased  visitors  to  the  waterfront  that  a Google 
technology  showcase  might  deliver. 

The  Chronicle  pointed  out  that  if  Google’s  intention  turns  out  to  be  a floating  retail  store, 
the  vendor’s  attempt  to  gain  a permit  from  the  Bay  Conservation  and  Development 
Commission  to  house  the  barge  in  San  Francisco  Bay  for  an  extended  period  of  time  may 
not  sit  so  well  with  authorities. 
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Lariy  Goldzband,  a Commission  executive,  is  quoted  by  the  Chronicle  as  saying  Google 
isn’t  conveying  the  entire  picture. 

"The  Commission  is  going  to  ask,  'Is  there  an  alternative  (land)  location  for  this  program 
to  occur?' " Goldzband  said,  via  the  Chronicle.  "If  there  is,  then  the  Commission  is  going 
to  have  a very  difficult  time  convincing  the  public  there  should  be  something  happening 
on  the  Bay." 

In  an  emailed  statement  to  the  newspaper,  Google  said  its  “current  plan,  as  we've  stated 
before,  is  to  use  [the  barges]  as  an  interactive  space  where  people  can  learn  about  new 
technology."

SAN  FRANCISCO  (Reuters)  - The  agency  that  oversees  development  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bayin  California  has  begun  a formal  investigation  into 
the  construction  of  a secretive  Google  Inc  barge  on  an  island  in  the  bay. 

The  probe,  which  began  in  the  past  week,  will  ei^mine  what  permits  are 
needed  to  build  the  barge  and  whether  the  owners  of  the  Treasure  Island 
pier  where  the  vessel  is  moored  have  the  proper  permits,  said  Larry 
Goidzband,  the  executive  director  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Conservation 
and  Development  Commission. 

"We  want  to  make  sure  thatthe  permits  that  are  used  bythe  owners  of  the  pier  actuallyallowed  for  construction  to  happen," 
Goidzband  told  Reuters  on  Wednesday,  referring  to  what  he  described  as  "a  preliminaryand  formal  enforcement 
investigation." 

Google  officials  informed  Goidzband  in  a recent  meeting  thattheyare  in  the  process  of  making  changes  to  the  barge's 
design  which  have  been  requested  bythe  U.S.  Coast  Guard. 

|Jason  Tama,  a Coast  Guard  commander,  said  he  could  not  comment  on  anyspeciflc  cases,  but  noted  that  it  was  standard 
practice  for  the  Coast  Guard  to  inspect  new  construction  to  ensure  that  safety,  security  and  environmental  protection 
regulations  are  met.  Changes  to  vessels  are  a common  part  of  the  process,  he  said. 

Google  did  not  return  requests  for  comment.

FIRST  AMENDMENT  TO  PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES  AGREEMENT 


THIS  FIRST  AMENDMENT  TO  PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES  AGREEMENT 
(this  “First  Amendment”),  dated  for  reference  purposes  only  as  of  December  15,  2013,  is  by  and 
between  the  TREASURE  ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  a California  public  benefit 
corporation  (the  “Authority”),  and  THE  EMBARCADERO  YMCA,  A BRANCH  OF  THE 
YMCA  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  INC.,  a California  non-profit  corporation  (the  “Contractor”). 


RECITALS 

A.  The  Authority  and  the  Contractor  entered  into  that  certain  Professional  Services 
Agreement  dated  for  reference  purposes  as  October  1,  2013  (the  "Original  Agreement"),  for  the 
use  of  the  Gymnasium  (Building  402)  at  749-9*  Street,  Treasure  Island,  San  Francisco, 
California,  as  more  particularly  described  in  the  Original  Agreement.  The  term  of  the  Original 
Agreement  expires  on  June  30,  2018. 

B.  The  Authority  and  the  Contractor  desire  to  amend  the  Original  Agreement  to 
increase  the  annual  Scope  of  Services  and  not  to  exceed  Contract  Amount  for  Fiscal  Year  2013- 
2014  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  this  First  Amendment. 

C.  The  Original  Agreement  and  this  First  Amendment  shall  collectively  be  referred 
to  as  the  “Agreement”.  All  capitalized  terms  used  herein  but  not  otherwise  defined  shall  have 
the  meaning  given  to  them  in  the  Agreement. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  herein  contained  and  for 
other  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  Authority  and  the  Contractor  hereby  amend  the 
Agreement  as  follows: 


AGREEMENT 

1.  Recitals.  The  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  this 
reference  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 


2.  Effective  Date.  The  effective  date  of  this  First  Amendment  shall  be  December  15,  2013 
(the  “Effective  Date”). 

3.  Compensation.  As  of  the  Effective  Date,  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  5 of  the  Original 
Agreement  shall  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Commencing  on  December  15,  2013  and  ending  June  30,  2014,  Compensation  shall  be 
made  in  monthly  payments  on  or  before  the  Tenth  day  of  each  month  for  work,  as  set  forth  in 
Section  4 of  this  Agreement,  that  the  Director  of  Island  Operations,  in  his  or  her  sole  discretion, 
concludes  has  been  performed  as  of  the  Final  day  of  the  immediately  preceding  month.  In  no 
event  shall  the  amount  of  this  Agreement  exceed  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  Thousand 
Dollars  ($120,000).  The  breakdown  of  costs  associated  with  this  Agreement  appears  in 
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Appendix  B,  “Calculation  of  Charges,”  attached  hereto  and  incoiporated  by  reference  as  though 
fully  set  forth  herein. 

No  charges  shall  be  incurred  under  this  Agreement  nor  shall  any  payments  become  due  to 
Contractor  until  reports,  services,  or  both,  required  under  this  Agreement  are  received  from 
Contractor  and  approved  by  the  Authority  as  being  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement.  Authority 
may  withhold  payment  to  Contractor  in  any  instance  in  which  Contractor  has  failed  or  refused  to 
satisfy  any  material  obligation  provided  for  under  this  Agreement. 

In  no  event  shall  Authority  be  liable  for  interest  or  late  charges  for  any  late  payments. 


Commencing  on  July  1,  2014  and  ending  June  30,  2018,  Compensation  shall  be  made  in 
monthly  payments  on  or  before  the  Tenth  day  of  each  month  for  work,  as  set  forth  in  Section  4 
of  this  Agreement,  that  the  Director  of  Island  Operations,  in  his  or  her  sole  discretion,  concludes 
has  been  performed  as  of  the  Final  day  of  the  immediately  preceding  month.  In  no  event  shall 
the  amount  of  this  Agreement  exceed  One  Hundred  and  Forty  Five  Thousand  Dollars 
($145,000)  per  Fiscal  Year.  The  breakdown  of  costs  associated  with  this  Agreement  appears 
in  Appendix  B,  “Calculation  of  Charges,”  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  by  reference  as 
though  fully  set  forth  herein. 

No  charges  shall  be  incurred  under  this  Agreement  nor  shall  any  payments  become  due  to 
Contractor  until  reports,  services,  or  both,  required  under  this  Agreement  are  received  from 
Contractor  and  approved  by  the  Authority  as  being  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement.  Authority 
may  withhold  payment  to  Contractor  in  any  instance  in  which  Contractor  has  failed  or  refused  to 
satisfy  any  material  obligation  provided  for  under  this  Agreement. 

In  no  event  shall  Authority  be  liable  for  interest  or  late  charges  for  any  late  payments.” 

4.  Counterparts.  This  First  Amendment  may  be  executed  in  counterparts  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  the  parties  had  executed  one  instrument,  and  each  such  counterpart  shall 
constitute  an  original  hereof. 

5.  Full  Force  and  Effect.  Except  as  specifically  amended  herein,  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  Sublease  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

WHEREAS,  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on  Treasure 
Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by  the  United 
States  of  America  (“the  Federal  Government”);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  “Authority”)  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  “Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated  the  Authority 
as  a redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base 
upon  approval  of  the  City’s  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the 
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Base  which  are  subject  to  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to  administer

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  the  Authority  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  rescinded  designation  of  the  Authority  as  the 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  under  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law 
in  Resolution  No.  11-12;  and  that  such  rescission  does  not  affect  Authority's  status  as  the 
Local  Redevelopment  Authority  for  Treasure  Island  or  the  tidelands  trust  trustee  for  the 
portions  of  Treasure  Island  subject  to  the  tidelands  trust,  or  any  of  the  other  powers  or 
authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  11, 2013,  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  approved  a 
Professional  Services  Agreement  (the  "Agreement")  commencing  on  October  1,  2013  and 
ending  June  30,  2018  with  the  Embarcadero  YMCA,  a Branch  of  the  YMCA  of  San  Francisco, 
Inc.,  a California  non-profit  corporation  (the  “YMCA”),  for  the  operation  of  the  Treasure  Island 
Gymnasium  (aka  “Building  402”)  and  programming  of  recreational  services  along  with  after 
school  program  activities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  YMCA  was  selected  in  accordance  with  a competitive  solicitation 
process  in  which  the  YMCA  received  the  highest  score;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  August  2013,  the  Authority  received  notice  from  the  Boys  & Girls  Clubs 
of  San  Francisco,  a California  nonprofit  corporation  (“BGCSF”)  that  it’s  after-school  programs 
for  school-aged  youth  conducted  at  the  Treasure  Island  Clubhouse  would  be  put  on  hold  until 
the  Navy  completed  remediation  work  in  Site  31;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  September  2013,  the  YMCA  contacted  Project  Office  staff  regarding  the 
community’s  concern  of  the  absence  of  youth  after-school  program  activities,  and  in  response.

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  will  increase  funding  to  the  YMCA  from  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $145,000  to  $220,000  for  providing  these  extra  services  from  December  15,  2013 
through  June  30,  2014;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  approves  the  First  Amendment  to  the 
Professional  Services  Agreement  with  the  Embarcadero  YMCA  a Branch  of  the  YMCA  of  San

Subject;  Presentation  of  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  Staffs  proposed  measures 
in  response  to  notice  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  the  Navy  of  their  intention  to 
remove  six  residential  buildings  on  Treasure  Island  from  the  subsequent  Master 
Lease  with  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  when  the  current  lease 
expires  on  March  16, 2014.  (Information  Item).

BACKGROUND 

On  November  25,  2013,  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (“TIDA”)  received  a letter 
(Exhibit  A)  from  the  Department  of  the  Navy  notifying  TIDA  that  they  anticipate  the  need  to 
remove  six  buildings  from  the  “John  Stewart  Master  Lease”  upon  the  expiration  of  the  current 
term  of  that  lease  on  March  16, 2014  or  during  the  term  of  the  subsequent  lease  term. 

The  six  buildings  that  the  Navy  identified  as  needing  to  be  removed  were  1133,  1205,  1237, 
1325,  1311,  and  1313.  The  Navy  indicated  that  these  buildings  would  need  to  be  vacated  to 
effectively  complete  the  necessary  cleanup  activities  in  the  residential  neighborhood  of  Treasure 
Island  (identified  as  “Site  12”  in  the  Navy’s  environmental  documents).  Four  of  the  buildings  - 
1133,  1205,  1237,  and  1325  - are  adjacent  to  former  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Areas  (“SWDAs”) 
and  the  other  two  - 1 3 1 1 and  1 3 1 3 - are  above  an  area  of  groundwater  contamination.  The  Navy 
plans  to  conduct  Removal  Actions  relating  to  these  sites  and  issues  in  2014. 

The  six  buildings  identified  by  the  Navy  encompass  thirty-four  leasable  residential  units.  Of 
these  units,  twenty-four  are  currently  occupied  and  ten  had  been  held  vacant  in  anticipation  of 
the  need  to  relocate  residents  from  Yerba  Buena  Island  at  the  start  of  development  activity. 

DISCUSSION 

TIDA  Staff  have  evaluated  the  implications  of  the  loss  of  these  units  from  the  leasable  inventory, 
assessed  the  alternatives  available  to  respond  to  the  change,  and  developed  a framework  for 
managing  the  housing  transitions  that  will  be  required  to  vacate  the  affected  buildings  when 
removed  from  the  lease. 

The  John  Stewart  Company  (“JSCo”)  manages  the  leasing  of  the  residential  units  in  the  Villages 
at  Treasure  Island  (“Villages”)  on  behalf  of  TIDA.  TIDA  has  been  coordinating  with  the  JSCo 
for  some  time  to  refrain  from  leasing  units  on  Treasure  Island  in  order  to  create  an  inventory  of 
vacant  units  that  could  accommodate  the  relocation  to  Treasure  Island  of  Villages  residents  on 
Yerba  Buena  Island  when  the  redevelopment  of  Yerba  Buena  Island  begins.  The  current 
estimate  is  that  the  redevelopment  of  Yerba  Buena  Island  will  not  begin  any  earlier  than  January 
of2015. 


Because  the  Villages  has  this  available  vacant  inventory,  TIDA  has  the  ability  and  intends  to 
offer  the  current  residents  of  the  six  affected  buildings  a replacement  unit  on  Treasure  Island. 

The  date  at  which  households  were  established  on  Treasure  Island  was  the  central  factor  in  our 
evaluation  of  responses  to  the  loss  of  the  units  and  the  assistance  and/or  benefits  that  would  be 
extended  to  affected  residents.  Of  specific  importance  is  whether  households  were  established 
prior  to  July  14,  201 1 . 

In  201 1,  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  Board  of  Directors  (“Authority  Board”)  and 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  a Disposition  and  Development  Agreement 
(“DDA”)  by  and  between  Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC  (“TICD”)  and 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (“TIDA”)  and  related  documents  governing  the  future 
development  activities  on  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island.  The  Effective  Date  of  the 
DDA  was  July  14,  201 1 (“Effective  Date”). 

One  of  the  documents  adopted  in  conjunction  with  the  DDA  was  the  Transition  Housing  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  the  Villages  at  Treasure  Island  (“THRRs”;  Exhibit  E-C  to  the  DDA  and 
Exhibit  B to  this  Staff  Report).  The  THRRs  were  designed  to  ensure  certain  housing 
opportunities  and  established  specific  benefits  for  households  in  residence  in  the  Villages  at 
Treasure  Island  on  the  Effective  Date  (“Pre-DDA  Households”).  Among  the  benefits  was  an 
option  to  receive  an  in-lieu  payment  if  the  Household  elects  to  move  off  of  Treasure  Island  when 
required  to  relocate  to  facilitate  the  ongoing  redevelopment  of  the  former  Naval  Station  Treasure 
Island. 

While  the  residents  of  the  affected  units  will  be  required  to  relocate  because  of  a Navy  decision 
to  remove  buildings  from  their  lease  with  TIDA  and  not  to  facilitate  redevelopment,  the  THRRs 
do  allow  for  an  earlier  In-Lieu  Payment  Option  to  be  made  available  under  limited  circumstances 
that  are  not  triggered  by  redevelopment.  Recognizing  that  the  loss  of  these  units  from  inventory 
will  limit  flexibility  to  accommodate  future  redevelopment  initiated  transitions  and  the 
inconvenience  that  the  relocation  represents  to  residents,  TIDA  Staff  intends  to  extend  an  Early 
In-Lieu  Payment  Option  to  the  Pre-DDA  residents  required  to  vacate  the  six  affected  buildings  if 
they  elect  to  move  off  of  Treasure  Island. 

The  THRRs  also  define  fmancial  moving  assistance  benefits  for  Pre-DDA  Households  when 
required  to  relocate  to  accommodate  the  redevelopment.  This  same  framework  will  be  used  to 
offer  moving  assistance  to  Pre-DDA  Households  that  elect  to  relocate  to  other  units  on  Treasure 
Island  when  required  to  relocate  in  2014. 

The  THRRs  and  the  benefits  that  they  define  do  not  apply  to  households  established  after  July 
14,  2011.  Households  established  after  July  14,  2011  (“Post-DDA  Households”)  entered  into 
month-to-month  leases  with  the  Villages  with  the  knowledge  that  they  could  and  ultimately 
would  be  required  to  vacate  their  unit.  Accordingly,  TIDA  does  not  have  an  obligation  to  offer 
the  Post-DDA  Households  an  alternate  unit  into  which  they  may  relocate  or  to  offer  moving 
assistance.  Although  not  obligated  to  do  so,  after  assessing  of  the  currently  available  unit 
inventory  and  the  projected  schedule  for  redevelopment,  TIDA  has  elected  to  offer  a relocation 


unit  to  the  Households  that  will  be  required  to  relocate  in  2014  and  has  also  elected  to  offer  a 
fixed  moving  assistance  payment  based  on  the  number  of  rooms  in  the  unit  provided  that  the 
affected  Post-DDA  Household  relocates  by  the  date  included  in  any  Notice  to  Vacate. 

TIDA  Staff  held  a meeting  on  December  for  current  residents  of  the  affected  buildings  to 
advise  them  of  the  notice  from  the  Navy  and  the  transition  framework  that  TIDA  had  developed 
as  described  above.  Affected  residents  were  provided  with  informational  flyers  describing  this 
framework  for  Pre-DDA  and  Post-DDA  tenants  (Exhibits  C & D).  TIDA  Staff,  JSCo 
representatives,  SFDPH,  Treadwell  and  Rollo  (TIDA’s  environmental  consultants),  and  TIDA’s 
relocation  consultants  were  on  hand  to  answer  residents  questions. 

On  December  5*,  TIDA  Staff  held  a meeting  with  current  residents  of  Yerba  Buena  Island  to 
advise  them  of  the  notice  from  the  Navy  and  discuss  its  implications  for  the  future  relocation  of 
Yerba  Buena  residents  to  Treasure  Island.  In  addition  to  TIDA  Staff,  JSCo  representatives, 
SFDPH,  Treadwell  and  Rollo  (TIDA’s  environmental  consultants),  and  TIDA’s  relocation 
consultants  were  again  on  hand  to  answer  residents  questions. 

As  discussed,  TIDA  in  coordination  with  JSCo  had  developed  an  inventory  of  vacant  units  on 
Treasure  Island  to  accommodate  that  anticipated  relocation.  Earlier  in  2013,  TIDA  completed  a 
process  through  which  residents  of  Yerba  Buena  Island  were  given  an  opportunity  based  upon 
their  length  of  residency  and  the  size  of  their  current  unit  to  select  units  from  the  available 
inventory  into  which  they  would  like  to  relocate  when  necessary.  Eight  of  those  residents  had 
selected  vacant  units  in  the  buildings  that  the  Navy  anticipates  removing  from  leasing  inventory. 
The  loss  of  access  to  these  units  combined  with  the  need  to  accommodate  the  relocation  of  the 
affected  Treasure  Island  households  currently  residing  in  the  buildings  will  necessitate  that  the 
selection  process  for  Yerba  Buena  residents  be  set  aside  and  a new  selection  process  performed. 


NEXT  STEPS 


On  the  evening  of  December  11*,  TIDA  will  be  hosting  a community  meeting  for  all  residents  of 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island.  In  addition  to  JSCo  representatives,  SFDPH,  Treadwell 
and  Rollo,  and  TIDA’s  relocation  consultants,  TIDA  has  invited  the  Navy,  the  California 
Department  of  Toxic  Substance  Control,  and  the  California  Department  of  Public  Health  to 
attend  in  the  anticipation  that  residents  not  directly  affected  by  the  relocations  may  have  fewer 
questions  relating  to  the  relocation  process  and  more  questions  on  the  status  of  the  Navy’s 
remediation  efforts. 

TIDA  Staff  will  further  develop  and  define  the  processes  by  which  Notices  to  Vacate  will  be 
issued,  replacement  units  will  be  offered  to  and  selected  by  residents,  and  moving  assistance 
extended  to  relocating  households.  As  additional  information  is  available  and  processes  defined, 
TIDA  will  make  that  information  available  to  the  affected  households. 

TIDA  will  not  issue  Notices  to  Vacate  the  affected  buildings  before  January  2,  2014,  nor  before 
defining  and  documenting  the  process  by  which  replacement  units  will  be  offered  to  the  residents 
receiviug  Notices  to  Vacate.

Reference  is  made  to  Navy  Lease  N6247499RP00B05  (known  as 
the  "John  Stewart  Housing  Master  Lease"),  executed  on  March  17, 

1999,  and  Navy  Lease  N6247499RP00B19  (known  as  the  "TIHDI 
Lease"),  executed  on  September  1,  1999.  The  John  Stewart 
Housing  Master  Lease  expires  on  March  16,  2014,  and  the  TIHDI 
Lease  expires  on  August  31,  2014.  Upon  expiration  of  these 
leases  and  pursuant  to  our  authority  to  lease  base  closure 
property  on  an  interim  basis  prior  to  property  transfer,  the 
Navy  supports  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority's  (TIDA) 
request  to  negotiate  new  residential  leases. 

Throughout  the  term  of  these  current  leases  the  Navy  has 
been  conducting  the  environmental  remediation  of  Site  12  and  has 
worked  collaboratively  with  TIDA  to  minimize  impacts  to  all 
tenants.  The  Navy's  environmental  cleanup  requirements  now 
dictate  the  need  for  various  leased  buildings  to  be  accessed  and 
potentially  razed  to  effectively  complete  necessary  cleanup 
activities  which  support  property  transfer  and  redevelopment. 
Accordingly,  please  be  advised  that  buildings  1325,  1133,  1205 
and  1237  will  not  be  included  in  a subsequent  lease.  Please 
ensure  these  buildings  are  vacated  by  March  16,  2014,  the 
expiration  of  the  current  lease  term. 

Also  please  be  advised  that  although  buildings  1311  and 
1313  will  be  included  in  a subsequent  lease,  they  likely  will 
need  to  be  vacated  by  June  2014  to  allow  the  Navy  to  conduct  its 
scheduled  groundwater  Time  Critical  Removal  Action. 

Numerous  other  buildings  to  be  included  in  a subsequent 
lease  are  under  evaluation  for  the  need  to  be  vacated  by  June 
2015  to  allow  the  Navy  to  conduct  its  scheduled  Site  12  Remedial 
Action.  Our  discussions  on  these  buildings  will  continue 
throughout  the  CERCLA  process . 
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The  Navy  would  like  to  assure  TIDA  that  that  there’  is  no 
imminent  health  risk  to  current  tenants  and/or  users  of  the 
leased  property.

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TRANSITION  HOUSING  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


FOR  THE  VILLAGES  AT  TREASURE  ISLAND 


I.  GENERAL 

A.  Background 

These  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations  for  The  Villages  at  Treasure  Island 
(“Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations”)  reflect  the  decision  of  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  Board  of  Directors  (“TIDA  Board”)  to  implement  certain 
recommendations  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
(“City”)  in  Resolution  No.  699-06  (the  “Term  Sheet  Resolution”).  Definitions  used  in  these 
Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations  are  provided  in  Appendix  4 for  reference. 

During  World  War  II,  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (“NSTI”)  was  used  as  a center  for  receiving, 
training,  and  dispatching  service  personnel. 

After  the  war,  NSTI  was  used  primarily  as  a naval  training  and  administrative  center.  In  1993, 
Congress  and  the  President  selected  NSTI  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base  Realignment 
and  Closure  Commission  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  10  U.S.C.  § 2687  and  its  subsequent 
amendments  (“BRAC”).  The  Department  of  Defense  subsequently  designated  the  City  as  the 
Local  Reuse  Authority  responsible  for  the  conversion  of  NSTI  to  civilian  use  under  the  federal 
disposition  process. 

The  City  opted  to  negotiate  for  the  transfer  of  NSTI  under  the  Base  Closure  Community 
Redevelopment  and  Homeless  Assistance  Act  of  1994  (Pub.  Law  103-421)  (the  “Base 
Redevelopment  Act”)  amending  BRAC,  under  which  certain  portions  of  NSTI  would  be  set 
aside  for  homeless  assistance  programs  in  a manner  that  balances  the  economic  development 
needs  of  the  redevelopment  process.  A consortium  of  nonprofit  organizations  is  providing  a 
variety  of  services  to  the  formerly  homeless  (currently.  Catholic  Charities,  Community  Housing 
Partnership,  Rubicon  Programs,  Swords  for  Ploughshares,  and  Walden  House),  organized  as  the 
Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (“TIHDI”),  to  coordinate  the  homeless 
assistance  programs  to  be  provided  under  the  Base  Redevelopment  Act. 

In  anticipation  of  base  closure  and  following  a public  planning  process,  the  Mayor,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  Planning  Commission  endorsed  a Draft  Base  Reuse  Plan  for  NSTI 
in  1996  outlining  opportunities,  constraints,  policy  goals,  and  recommendations  for  the 
redevelopment  of  NSTI.  The  City  entered  into  an  agreement  with  TIHDI  in  1996  to  develop  and 
implement  the  homeless  component  under  the  Base  Reuse  Plan,  which  includes  the  right  to 
temporary  use  of  former  military  housing  at  NSTI  and  permanent  housing  through  the  base 
redevelopment  process.  The  City  formed  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (“TIDA”)  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  and  designated  TIDA  as  the  City’s 
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Local  Reuse  Authority  for  NSTI  as  authorized  under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997 
(Assembly  Bill  No.  699,  Stats.  1997,  ch.  898). 

TIDA  initiated  formal  negotiations  with  the  Navy  in  1 997,  the  same  year  the  Navy 
formally  closed  base  operations  at  NSTI.  Also  in  1997,  the  Navy  contracted  with  the  City  (and 
subsequently,  TIDA)  to  manage  the  property  pending  negotiations  for  its  transfer  and 
redevelopment.  As  part  of  managing  NSTI  on  behalf  of  the  Navy,  TIDA  began  subleasing  at 
market  rates  a portion  of  the  former  military  housing  now  known  as  The  Villages  at  Treasure 
Island  (“The  Villages”)  through  a master  lease  with  The  John  Stewart  Company,  and  directly 
leasing  space  to  a variety  of  commercial  tenants.  The  master  leases,  the  Residential  Leases  for 
Villages  units,  and  commercial  leases  are  interim  pending  the  Navy’s  transfer  of  NSTI  to  TIDA 
for  redevelopment  and  reuse. 

TIDA  selected  Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC  (“TICD”)  in  2003  for 
exclusive  negotiations  for  the  master  redevelopment  of  NSTI.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
the  Term  Sheet  Resolution  in  2006,  endorsing  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  for  the 
Redevelopment  of  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (as  updated  and  endorsed  by  the  TIDA  Board  of 
Directors  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  2010,  the  “Development  Plan”),  conditioned  on 
completion  of  environmental  review  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”), 
an  extensive  community  review  process,  and  endorsement  by  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena 
Island  Citizen’s  Advisory  Board  and  the  TIDA  Board.  The  Development  Plan  will  serve  as  the 
basis  for  a Development  and  Disposition  Agreement  between  TIDA  and  TICD  (as  amended,  the 
“DDA”),  which  will  govern  their  respective  rights  and  obligations  for  the  redevelopment  of 
certain  portions  of  NSTI  if  approved  by  the  TIDA  Board  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  after 
completion  of  CEQA  review.  In  the  Term  Sheet  Resolution,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
recommended  that  the  TIDA  Board  create  a transition  program  setting  forth  terms  by  which 
existing  residents  of  NSTI  could  have  the  opportunity  to  rent  at  reduced  rents  or  buy  newly- 
constructed  units  on  Treasure  Island. 

Consistent  with  Assembly  Bill  No.  699,  the  Development  Plan  specifies  that  all  of  the 
former  military  housing  on  the  NSTI  (except  certain  historic  buildings)  eventually  will  be 
demolished.  As  outlined  in  the  Development  Plan,  TIDA  and  TICD  intend  to  phase 
redevelopment  so  that  new  housing  can  be  built  on  NSTI  before  demolishing  most  of  the  existing 
residential  structures  as  follows. 

■ Redevelopment  of  Yerba  Buena  Island  is  planned  as  part  of  the  first  phase  of  the 
redevelopment  project,  requiring  demolition  of  existing  Yerba  Buena  Island 
housing  to  be  among  TICD’s  first  development  activities.  Transitioning 
Households  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  affected  by  the  early  phases  of  redevelopment 
will  be  offered  Existing  Units  on  Treasure  Island  through  Interim  Moves. 

■ Demolition  of  the  housing  on  Treasure  Island  is  proposed  to  occur  in  the  later 
phases  of  the  redevelopment  project.  But  some  Transitioning  Households  may  be 
asked  to  make  Long-Term  Moves  in  earlier  phases  as  new  housing  becomes 
available  for  occupancy. 
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B.  Purpose 

These  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations: 


■ are  designed  to  ensure  that  eligible  Villages  Households  who  satisfy  all 
qualifications  of  Transitioning  Households  under  Section  II. A (Determination  of 

Household  Eligibility  for  Transition  Benefits)  receive  housing  opportunities  consistent  with  the 
Term  Sheet  Resolution; 

■ describe  benefits  below  (“Transition  Benefits”)  that  are  available  only  to 
Transitioning  Households; 

“ specify  the  eligibility  criteria  for  Transitioning  Households  to  receive  Transition 
Benefits;  and 

■ outline  the  procedures  by  which  Transitioning  Households  will  be  offered 
Transition  Benefits,  including  the  opportunity  to  occupy  new  housing  to  be  built 
on  TL 

C.  Limits  of  Applicability 

The  Transition  Benefits  under  these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations: 

■ apply  only  to  Transitioning  Households  required  to  move  to  accommodate 
redevelopment  of  NSTI  in  accordance  with  the  DDA; 

• do  not  apply  if  TIDA  must  relocate  Villages  and  TIHDI  residents  due  to  disaster 

or  other  event  affecting  living  conditions  on  NSTL  except  as  specifically  set  forth 
herein:  and 

■ do  not  apply  to: 

o Villages  Households  that  do  not  satisfy  all  qualifications  of  Transitioning 
Households  under  Section  II.  A (Determination  of  Household  Eligibility  for 
Transition  Benefits);  or 

o residents  in  housing  managed  by  TIHDI  member  organizations,  who  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  move  to  new  supportive  housing  that  TIHDI  will  develop 
under  the  proposed  Amended  and  Restated  Base  Closure  Homeless  Assistance 
Agreement;  or 

o TIDA’ s commercial  tenants.

D.  Overview  and  Program  Framework 

Two  types  of  moves  affecting  Transitioning  Households  are  anticipated  as  NSTI  is 
redeveloped: 

■ Interim  Moves,  in  which  a Transitioning  Household  moves  from  one  Existing 
Unit  in  The  Villages  to  another  Villages  Existing  Unit  on  Treasure  Island 
following  receipt  of  a Notice  to  Move.  An  example  of  this  would  be  a move  from 
an  Existing  Unit  in  an  area  proposed  for  redevelopment  in  an  early  phase  to  an 
Existing  Unit  on  Treasure  Island.  Most  Transitioning  Households  will  not  be 
asked  to  make  an  Interim  Move. 

■ Long-Term  Moves,  in  which  a Transitioning  Household  moves  from  one  of  the 
Existing  Units  to  a newly-constructed  Dwelling  on  Treasure  Island.  All 
Transitioning  Households  (including  those  that  previously  made  an  Interim  Move) 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  make  this  move. 

Key  elements  of  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations  are: 

■ All  Transitioning  Households  that  receive  a Notice  to  Move  for  either  an  Interim 
Move  or  a Long-Term  Move  will  be  eligible  for  Transition  Benefits  under  these 
Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations. 

■ NSTI  residents  who  move  off-Island  before  they  receive  a Notice  to  Move  and  an 
offer  of  Transition  Benefits  are  not  Transitioning  Households  and  will  not  be 
eligible  for  Transition  Benefits. 

■ All  Transitioning  Households  will  have  the  opportunity  to  remain  on  Treasure 
Island.  No  eligible  Transitioning  Household  will  be  required  to  move  before 
receiving  an  offer  of  Transition  Benefits. 

■ Transitioning  Households  will  have  an  opportunity  to  select  one  of  the  three 
Transition  Benefit  Options  described  in  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and 
Regulations: 

o the  Transition  Unit  Option  to  move  into  rental  housing  on  Treasure  Island 
(See  Article  V (Description  of  Transition  Unit  Option)); 

o the  In-Lieu  Payment  Option  for  a lump  sum  payment  upon  moving  off-Island 
(See  Article  VI  (Description  of  In-Lieu  Payment  Option));  or 

o the  Unit  Purchase  Assistance  Option  for  down  payment  assistance  in  the 
purchase  of  a newly-constructed  Dwelling  on  NSTI  (See  Article  VII 
(Description  of  Unit  Purchase  Assistance  Option)). 
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■ Moving  assistance  will  be  provided  to  Transitioning  Households  that: 

o make  Interim  Moves  to  other  Existing  Units  on  Treasure  Island;  or 

o select  the  Transition  Unit  Option  and  make  Long-Term  Moves  from  their 
Existing  Units  to  new  Transition  Units. 

■ A Premarketing  Window  to  purchase  newly-constructed  Dwellings  on  NSTI  will 
be  available  to: 

o all  Transitioning  Households  in  Existing  Units  before  they  have  selected  a 
Transition  Benefit;  and 

o Post-Transition  Tenants  that  selected  the  In-Lieu  Payment  Option  and 
received  an  In-Lieu  Payment. 

■ Any  resident  of  The  Villages  who  moves  onto  NSTI  after  the  DDA  Effective  Date 
will  be  a Post-DDA  Tenant  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and 
Regulations.  Post-DDA  Tenants  who  by  definition  do  not  qualify  for  an 
exception  under  Section  II.A.1  (Defined  Terms  for  Determining  Eligibility)  are 
ineligible  for  Transition  Benefits,  but  will  be  offered  transition  advisory  services 
when  required  to  move. 

E.  Effective  Date 

These  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations  will  be  effective  on  the  date  the  DDA 
becomes  effective  (the  “DDA  Effective  Date”),  if  the  DDA  is  approved  by  the  TIDA  Board  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  after  completion  of  CEQA  review. 

II.  ELIGIBILITY 

A.  Determination  of  Household  Eligibility  for  Transition  Benefits 

The  first  step  in  determining  whether  a Villages  Household  is  eligible  for  Transition  Benefits  is 
determining  the  status  of  the  Household,  based  on  the  criteria  below. 

Only  Transitioning  Households  are  eligible  for  Transition  Benefits.  Transition  Benefits  are 
offered  to  each  Transitioning  Household  as  a Household  and  not  to  individual  members  of  the 
Household. 

1 . Defined  Terms  for  Determining  Eligibility.  TIDA  will  determine  the 
members  of  a Transitioning  Household  based  on  the  following  definitions: 

a.  “Existing  Unit”  means  a Dwelling  located  on  NSTI  that  is  occupied 
by  a Transitioning  Household  as  its  primary  Dwelling  before  receipt  of  a First  Notice  to  Move  or 
an  Interim  Notice  to  Move. 
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b.  “Good  Standing”  means  that  TIDA  does  not  have  grounds  for 
eviction  as  described  in  Section  XII.A  (Eviction). 

c.  “Household”  means  an  individual,  or  two  or  more  individuals,  related 
or  unrelated,  who  live  together  in  an  Existing  Unit  as  their  primary  Dwelling,  or  one  or  more 
families  occupying  a single  Existing  Unit  as  their  primary  Dwelling,  including:  (i)  all  adult 
Household  members  who  are  named  in  the  Residential  Lease;  (ii)  minor  children  in  the 
Household;  and  (iii)  the  spouse  or  registered  domestic  partner  of  a Household  member.  Under 
these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations,  all  occupants  of  a single  Existing  Unit 
constitute  a single  Household,  and  a Household  may  include  both  Post-DDA  Tenants  and 
members  of  a Transitioning  Household. 

d.  “Post-DDA  Tenant”  means  a resident  who  moves  onto  NSTI  after  the 
DDA  Effective  Date,  except  as  follows:  (i)  a spouse  or  registered  domestic  partner  of  a member 
of  a Transitioning  Household;  (ii)  a minor  child  of  a member  of  a Transitioning  Household;  and 
(iii)  a live-in  caregiver  for  a member  of  a Transitioning  Household  who  has  been  approved  by 
TIDA  or  its  agent  to  reside  in  the  Existing  Unit.  Persons  in  categories  (i)  and  (ii)  above  will  only 
be  considered  Post-  DDA  Tenants  a member  of  a Transitioning  Household  if  the  Household 
notified  TIDA  in  writing  of  the  new  Household  member,  and  requested  that  the  Person's  name  be 
added  to  the  Residential  Lease  at  the  time  that  the  Household  member  joined  the  Household,  or, 
if  that  Person  became  a member  of  the  Household  after  TIDA's  most  recent  notice  of  annual 
change  in  base  rent  under  the  Residential  Lease. 

e.  “Residential  Lease”  means  the  lease  agreement,  including  any 
addenda,  under  which  a Transitioning  Household  or  a Post-DDA  Tenant  lawfully  occupies  an 
Existing  Unit,  or  under  which  an  employer  provides  employee  housing  for  employees  working 
on  NSTI. 

f “Transitioning  Household”  means  a Villages  Household  consisting 
of  residents  who:  (i)  lawfully  occupied  an  Existing  Unit  in  The  Villages  as  its  primary  Dwelling 
on  the  DDA  Effective  Date  as  evidenced  by  each  adult  resident’s  signature  on  the  Residential 
Lease  and  each  minor  child  identified  as  an  occupant  in  the  Residential  Lease;  (ii)  continue  to 
live  in  an  Existing  Unit  until  the  Household  receives  a First  Notice  to  Move  for  a Long-Term 
Move  or  accepts  an  In-Lieu  Payment  or  Down  Payment  Assistance;  and  (iii)  remain  in  Good 
Standing  under  its  Residential  Lease  until  the  Household  receives  a First  Notice  to  Move  for  a 
Long  Term  Move  or  accepts  an  In-Lieu  Payment  or  Down  Payment  Assistance.  A Transitioning 
Household  specifically  excludes  the  following:  (A)  any  Person  or  Household  in  Unlawful 
Occupancy  of  the  Existing  Unit;  (B)  any  Post-DDA  Tenant  in  the  Household;  (C)  any  Person 
who  occupies  an  Existing  Unit  under  an  arrangement  with  a business  entity  that  has  entered  into 
a Residential  Lease  with  TIDA;  and  (D)  any  Person  who  occupies  the  Existing  Unit  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  Transition  Benefits. 

g.  “Unlawful  Occupancy”  means:  (i)  a Person  or  Household  has  been 
ordered  to  move  by  a valid  court  order;  (ii)  the  Person’s  or  Household’s  tenancy  has  been 
lawfully  terminated,  if  the  termination  was  not  undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the 
obligations  of  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations;  or  (iii)  a Person  is  not  listed  on 
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the  Residential  Lease,  except  for  a:  (x)  spouse  or  registered  domestic  partner  of  a member  of  a 
Transitioning  Household;  (y)  minor  child  of  a member  of  a Transitioning  Household;  or  (z)  live- 
in  caregiver  for  a member  of  a Transitioning  Household  who  has  been  approved  by  TIDA  or 
TIDA's  agent  to  reside  in  the  unit,  provided  that  Persons  in  categories  (x)  and  (y)  have  met  the 
requirements  to  be  considered  a Post-DDA  Tenant. 

ferh.“Force  Maieure  Household”  means  a Household  that  is  not  a Post 
PDA  Household  and  is  not  in  Unlawful  Occupancy  is  required  by  TIDA  or  any  other  agency  to 
move  from  an  Existing  Unit  off  of  NSTI  as  a result  of  a natural  disaster  or  other  condition  that 
makes  the  Existing  Unit  uninhabitable  prior  to  the  Household  receiving  a First  Notice  to  Move. 

2.  TIDA  Records  of  Eligibility.  Based  on  information  available  to  TIDA, 
including  information  provided  by  Villages  Households  during  and  in  follow-up  to  interviews 
under  Section  III.B  (Interview  Households  and  Offer  Advisory  Services),  TIDA  will  maintain 
records  indicating  which  members  of  each  Villages  Household  constitute  an  eligible 
Transitioning  Household  and  which  members  are  Post-DDA  Tenants  or  otherwise  not  qualified 
for  Transition  Benefits. 

B.  Ineligible  Residents 

1 . Post-DDA  Tenants.  Post-DDA  Tenants  are  ineligible  for  Transition  Benefits. 
A Post-DDA  Tenant  may  be  a resident  in  an  Existing  Unit  in  which  other  residents  constitute  a 
Transitioning  Household.  Post-DDA  Tenants  will  be  eligible  only  for  transition  advisory 
services  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations. 

2.  Unlawful  Occupancy.  A resident  in  Unlawful  Occupancy  of  an  Existing  Unit 
is  ineligible  for  Transition  Benefits  or  advisory  services  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules 
and  Regulations. 

III.  TRANSITION  NOTICES  AND  PROCEDURES 
A.  First  Notice  to  Move 

1 . Delivery  of  First  Notice  to  Move.  TIDA  will  deliver  a First  Notice  to  Move  to 
each  affected  Household  before  the  Household  is  required  to  move  to  facilitate  the  ongoing 
redevelopment  of  NSTI. 

2.  Time  of  Notice.  The  First  Notice  to  Move  will  be  delivered:  (a)  no  less  than 
90  days  before  the  date  by  which  an  Interim  Move  must  occur;  and  (b)  no  less  than  120  days 
before  the  date  by  which  a Long-Term  Move  must  occur. 

3.  Contents  of  Notice.  The  First  Notice  to  Move  will  state: 

a.  whether  the  move  will  be  an  Interim  Move  or  a Long-Term  Move; 

b.  TIDA’s  intent  to  terminate  the  Residential  Lease  for  the  Existing  Unit 
on  a specified  date,  by  which  the  Household  will  be  required  to  move; 
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c.  whether  TIDA  records:  (i)  list  any  or  all  of  the  members  of  the 
Household  as  an  eligible  Transitioning  Household;  or  (ii)  indicate  that  any  members  of  the 
Household  are  Post-DDA  Tenants  or  are  otherwise  ineligible  for  Transition  Benefits; 

d.  if  TIDA  records  indicate  that  any  members  of  the  Household  are  or 
may  be  a Transitioning  Household:  (i)  additional  information  or  verifications  necessary  to 
determine  eligibility  as  a Transitioning  Household;  (ii)  a general  description  of  the  Transition 
Benefits  that  a Transitioning  Household  may  receive  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and 
Regulations;  (iii)  additional  steps  a Transitioning  Household  must  take  to  secure  Transition 
Benefits,  such  as  setting  up  an  interview  to  provide  TIDA  with  the  information  necessary  to 
complete  income  certification  requirements  and  determine  the  composition  of  the  Transitioning 
Household;  and  (iv)  the  time-frame  for  setting  up  the  informational  interview  to  establish  the 
Transitioning  Household’s  housing  needs  and  certify  Household  Income; 

e.  if  TIDA  records  indicate  that  the  entire  Household  (or  any  member  of 
the  Household)  is  not  a Transitioning  Household  but  is  a Post-DDA  Tenant,  information 
regarding  advisory  services  available  to  Post-DDA  Tenants  and  on  the  Household’s  opportunity 
to  present  information  demonstrating  its  eligibility  as  a Transitioning  Household; 

f contact  information  for  questions  about  the  notice  or  process;  and 

g.  that  the  notice  and  all  future  notices  will  be  translated  into  a language 
understood  by  the  Household  if  the  Household  notifies  TIDA  that  the  Household  does  not 
include  an  adult  fluent  in  English. 

B.  Interview  Household  and  Offer  Advisory  Services 

1 . Schedule  Interview.  After  the  First  Notice  to  Move  is  delivered,  TIDA  will 
contact  each  Household  to  set  up  interviews.  TIDA  will  provide  sufficient  advance  notice  and 
scheduling  flexibility  to  enable  each  adult  in  the  Household  (except  those  in  Unlawful 
Occupancy  of  the  Existing  Unit)  to  be  interviewed,  so  that  TIDA  can  obtain  required  information 
and  provide  advisory  services  described  below. 

2.  Advisory  Services  for  Transitioning  Households: 

a.  The  interviews  will  enable  TIDA  to:  (i)  describe  and  explain  any 
applicable  eligibility  requirements  for  the  specific  Transition  Benefits  available  to  the 
Transitioning  Household  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations;  (ii)  advise  and 
assist  the  Transitioning  Household  in  evaluating  its  housing  needs;  (iii)  identify  any  special  needs 
for  that  Transitioning  Household;  (iv)  assist  each  Transitioning  Household  to  complete 
applications  for  Transition  Benefits;  and  (v)  ensure  that  no  Transitioning  Household  will  be 
required  to  move  from  an  Existing  Unit  without  an  opportunity  to  relocate  to  a Transition  Unit, 
except  in  the  case  of:  (A)  an  Interim  Move;  (B)  a major  disaster  as  defined  in  § 102(2)  of  the 
federal  Disaster  Relief  Act  of  1974;  (C)  a state  of  emergency  declared  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  or  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California;  or  (D)  any  other  emergency  that  requires 
the  Household  to  move  immediately  from  the  Existing  Unit  because  continued  occupancy  of  the 
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Existing  Unit  by  the  Household  constitutes  a substantial  danger  to  the  health  or  safety,  or  both,  of 
the  Household. 


b.  For  Long-Term  Moves  only:  (i)  the  Transitioning  Household  must 
begin  the  process  of  determining  Household  Income;  and  (ii)  to  qualify  for  an  income-restricted 
Transition  Unit  under  Sections  V.E.l,  V.E.2,  or  V.E.3  (Calculation  of  Base  Monthly  Rental 
Cost),  Household  Income  of  the  entire  Transitioning  Household  must  be  certified,  subject  to 
third-party  verification.  For  all  Households,  TIDA  will  use  the  then-current  Tenant  Income 
Certification  Form  published  by  the  California  Tax  Credit  Allocation  Committee  to  determine 
Household  Income.  A copy  of  the  current  form  is  attached  as  Appendix  1. 

c.  If  all  adult  members  of  a Transitioning  Household  do  not  consent  to  be 
interviewed  or  do  not  provide  all  of  the  required  information  requested  during  or  within  30  days 
after  the  interview,  TIDA  will  be  entitled  to  rely  solely  on  the  limited  information  provided  in 
response  to  the  interview  and  contained  in  its  records  relating  to  the  Household  when  making  its 
determination  about  eligibility  for  Transition  Benefits. 

3.  Advisory  Services  for  Post-DDA  Tenants.  The  interviews  will  enable  TIDA 
to  offer  the  following  advisory  services  to  Post-DDA  Tenants:  (a)  assist  in  evaluating  their 
housing  needs  and  any  special  needs;  (b)  provide  references  to  providers  of  special  needs 
services  and  other  housing  in  San  Francisco;  and  (c)  provide  a Household  with  the  opportunity  to 
present  information  to  TIDA  to  support  a claim  of  eligibility  for  Transition  Benefits. 

C.  Second  Notice  to  Move 

1 . Time  and  Contents  of  Second  Notice  to  Move.  No  less  than  60  days  before  a 
Household  is  required  to  move,  TIDA  will  deliver  a Second  Notice  to  Move.  The  Second  Notice 
to  Move  will  state: 

a.  TIDA’s  determination  of  whether  the  Household  is  an  eligible 
Transitioning  Household; 

b.  which  members  of  the  Household,  if  any,  are  Post-DDA  Tenants,  in 
Unlawful  Occupancy,  or  otherwise  ineligible  for  Transition  Benefits; 

c.  the  actual  date  by  which  the  move  must  be  complete  (the  “Move 

Date”);  and 


d.  the  options  available  to  the  Transitioning  Household  under  these 
Transition  Rules  and  Regulations. 

D.  Selection  of  a Transition  Benefit 

After  receipt  of  the  Second  Notice  to  Move,  each  Transitioning  Household  will  be 
required  to  make  certain  decisions  about  Transition  Benefits. 
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1.  Transition  Benefit  Options  for  Long-Term  Moves.  For  Long-Term  Moves, 
the  Second  Notice  to  Move  will  offer  each  Transitioning  Household  a choice  of: 

a.  the  Transition  Unit  Option  to  move  into  a Transition  Unit  in  a 
specifically  identified  new  building  on  TI,  with  the  number  of  bedrooms,  initial  rent,  and  long- 
term rent  protection  as  described  in  Article  V (Description  of  Transition  Unit  Option); 

b.  the  In-Lieu  Payment  Option  to  receive  an  In-Lieu  Payment,  calculated 
in  accordance  with  Article  VI  (Description  of  In-Lieu  Payment  Option);  or 

c.  the  Unit  Purchase  Assistance  Option  to  receive  Down  Payment 
Assistance  calculated  in  accordance  with  Article  VII  (Description  Unit  Purchase  Assistance 
Option),  but  only  if  new  for-sale  units  are  then  available  for  purchase  and  the  Transitioning 
Household  can  demonstrate  that  it  can  close  escrow  on  the  purchase  of  and  move  into  a new 
Dwelling  on  NSTI  before  the  Move  Date. 

2.  Options  for  Interim  Moves.  For  Interim  Moves,  the  Second  Notice  to  Move 
will  offer  each  Transitioning  Household  a choice  of  the  following  options: 

a.  the  right  to  occupy  an  Existing  Unit  on  Treasure  Island  with  the 
number  of  bedrooms  and  initial  rent  calculated  in  accordance  with  Article  IV  (Interim  Moves); 
or 


b.  the  option  to  receive  an  In-Lieu  Payment  in  accordance  with 
Article  VI  (In-Lieu  Payment  Option). 

3.  Written  Notice  to  TIDA  of  Selection.  For  both  Long-Term  Moves  and  Interim 
Moves,  the  Transitioning  Household’s  selection  may  be  made  by  delivering  written  notice  to 
TIDA,  signed  by  each  adult  member  of  the  Transitioning  Household  at  any  time  up  to  45  days 
before  the  Move  Date. 

4.  Transitioning  Household  Entitled  to  Single  Transition  Benefit.  Each 
Transitioning  Household  receiving  a Long  Term  Move  Notice  is  entitled  to  only  one  of  the 
Transition  Benefits  described  in  Article  V (Transition  Unit  Option),  Article  VI  (In-Lieu 
Payment  Option),  and  Article  VII  (Unit  Purchase  Assistance  Option).  As  a condition  to  receipt 
of  the  selected  Transition  Benefit,  each  member  of  the  Transitioning  Household  will  be  required 
to  waive  all  other  Transition  Benefits  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations. 

E.  Complete  the  Move 

1 . Eligibility  for  Moving  Assistance.  Moving  assistance  to  cover  the  costs  of 
moving  the  Household  will  be  provided  to  every  Transitioning  Household  that  makes  an  Interim 
Move  from  an  Existing  Unit  on  NSTI  to  another  Existing  Unit  on  TI  and/or  a Long-Term  Move 
from  an  Existing  Unit  on  NSTI  to  a Transition  Unit.  Moving  assistance  is  not  provided  to: 

(a)  Transitioning  Households  that  receive  the  In-Lieu  Payment  Option  or  Down  Payment 
Assistance;  (b)  Post-DDA  Tenants;  (c)  Persons  in  Unlawful  Occupancy  of  their  Existing  Unit;  or 
(d)  other  Persons  ineligible  for  Transition  Benefits. 
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2.  Actual  Costs.  A Transitioning  Household  will  be  compensated  for  Actual 
Reasonable  Moving  Expenses  incurred  in  moving  the  Household  for  an  Interim  Move  to  an 
Existing  Unit  or  a Long-Term  Move  to  a Transition  Unit.  Costs  that  may  be  included  in  a claim 
for  Actual  Reasonable  Moving  Expenses  are  listed  in  Article  VIII.B  (Moving  Assistance). 

3.  Moving  Allowance  Alternative.  A Transitioning  Household  that  is  eligible  to 
be  reimbursed  for  Actual  Reasonable  Moving  Expenses  may  elect  instead  to  receive  a Moving 
Expense  Allowance  that  will  be  determined  according  to  a schedule  established  by  TDDA,  based 
on  a moving  expense  allowance  determined  in  accordance  with  established  federal  Highway 
Administration  schedules  maintained  by  the  California  Department  of  Transportation.  The 
current  schedule  is  shown  in  Appendix  3. 

F.  Early  Transition  Benefits 

1 . Limited  Circumstances.  Under  certain  circumstances,  Transitioning 
Households  may  be  eligible  to  receive  certain  Transition  Benefits  before  receipt  of  a Notice  to 
Move. 


a.  The  In-Lieu  Payment  Option  may  be  available  earlier,  if,  and  only  if, 
TIDA  provides  written  notice  to  Transitioning  Households  offering  an  early  opportunity  to 
receive  an  In-Lieu  Payment,  which  may  be  conditioned  on  the  Household  moving  out  of  its 
Existing  Unit  by  a specified  date  (“Notice  of  Early  In-Lieu  Payment  Option”). 

b.  The  Unit  Purchase  Assistance  Option  is  available  at  any  time  a 
Transitioning  Household  completes  the  purchase  of  a new  Dwelling  on  NSTI,  unless  the 
Transitioning  Household  has  previously  lost  its  status  as  a Transitioning  Household  by  accepting 
an  In-Lieu  Payment  or  moving  into  a Transition  Unit. 

IV.  INTERIM  MOVES 

A.  Required  Interim  Moves 

Some  Transitioning  Households  will  be  required  to  make  an  Interim  Move  from  one  Existing 
Unit  to  another  Existing  Unit  on  TI. 

An  Interim  Move  will  be  required  for  those  Transitioning  Households  that  reside  in  areas 
proposed  for  redevelopment  in  an  early  phase  of  development.  Although  not  currently 
anticipated.  Interim  Moves  also  may  be  required  in  later  phases  of  development.  Transitioning 
Households  required  to  make  an  Interim  Move  will  receive  a First  Notice  to  Move  not  less  than 
90  days  before  the  Move  Date  and  a Second  Notice  to  Move  not  less  than  60  days  before  the 
Move  Date. 

B.  BeneBts  for  Interim  Moves 

Transitioning  Households  required  to  make  an  Interim  Move  may  elect  to  move  to  an 
Existing  Unit  on  TI  under  the  following  terms: 
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1 . Size.  The  offered  Dwelling  will  have  at  least  the  same  number  of  bedrooms 
as  the  Existing  Unit  unless  the  Transitioning  Household  elects  to  move  to  a smaller  unit.  The 
Transitioning  Household  may  be  offered  a Dwelling  that  has  a greater  number  of  bedrooms  if  the 
available  Dwellings  with  the  same  number  of  bedrooms  as  the  Existing  Unit  will  result  in  a 
reduction  in  total  square  footage  from  the  Existing  Unit  by  10%  or  more. 

2.  Rent.  The  initial  monthly  rent  for  Transitioning  Households  making  an 
Interim  Move  to  an  Existing  Unit  on  TI  will  be  determined  as  set  forth  below.  In  each  case,  the 
initial  monthly  rent  will  be  subject  to  annual  increases  calculated  by  the  Rent  Board  Adjustment. 

a.  If  the  offered  Dwelling  has  the  same  or  a greater  number  of  bedrooms 
as  the  Existing  Unit,  the  initial  monthly  rent  for  the  offered  Dwelling  will  be  the  lesser  of:  (a)  the 
rent  the  Transitioning  Household  is  paying  for  its  Existing  Unit  on  the  date  of  the  First  Notice  to 
Move;  or  (b)  the  market  rent  that  TIDA  would  otherwise  charge  for  the  offered  Dwelling  on  the 
date  of  the  First  Notice  to  Move. 

b.  If  Transitioning  Household  has  elected  to  move  to  an  offered  Dwelling 
with  fewer  bedrooms  than  its  Existing  Unit,  the  initial  monthly  rent  on  the  offered  Dwelling  will 
be  the  lesser  of:  (a)  the  monthly  rent  for  the  Existing  Unit  on  the  date  of  the  First  Notice  to  Move, 
reduced  by  10%  for  each  reduction  in  bedroom  count,  or  (b)  the  market  rent  that  TIDA  would 
otherwise  charge  for  the  offered  Dwelling  on  the  date  of  the  First  Notice  to  Move.  For  example, 
if  a Transitioning  Household  occupies  an  Existing  Unit  with  four  bedrooms  on  the  DDA 
Effective  Date,  but  elects  in  an  Interim  Move  to  move  into  an  offered  Dwelling  with  two 
bedrooms,  the  initial  monthly  rent  under  (a)  would  be  80%  of  the  monthly  rent  on  the  Existing 
Unit  on  the  date  of  the  First  Notice  to  Move. 

3.  Unit  Selection.  The  Notice  to  Move  for  an  Interim  Move  will  provide 
information  on  the  process  for  Transitioning  Households  electing  to  move  to  an  Existing  Unit  on 
TI  to  select  a Dwelling. 

4.  Status  as  Transitioning  Household.  The  Transitioning  Household  will  retain 
its  status  as  a Transitioning  Household  following  an  Interim  Move,  and  will  continue  to  be 
eligible  for  Transition  Benefits  as  long  as  the  Household  continues  to  meet  the  eligibility 
requirements  stated  in  Section  II.A.l.d  (Determination  of  Household  Eligibility  for  Transition 
Benefits). 

C.  Option  to  Elect  In-Lieu  Payment 

Instead  of  making  an  Interim  Move,  Transitioning  Households  may  elect  the  In-Lieu 
Payment  Option  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  (Description  of  In-Lieu  Payment  Option). 

V.  DESCRIPTION  OF  TRANSITION  UNIT  OPTION 

A.  Transition  Unit  Option 

1.  Time  of  Option.  The  Transition  Unit  Option  is  available  for  Transitioning 
Households  only  after  TED  A delivers  a Notice  to  Move  for  a Long-Term  Move. 
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2.  Benefits.  Transitioning  Households  will  have  the  opportunity  to  rent  a newly- 
constructed  Transition  Unit  on  Treasure  Island.  Transitioning  Households  that  elect  to  move  into 
the  offered  Transition  Unit  will  be  eligible  for  Actual  Reasonable  Moving  Expenses  or  a Moving 
Expense  Allowance. 

3.  Designated  Unit.  TID A will  designate  at  least  one  Transition  Unit  for  each 
Transitioning  Household  selecting  the  Transition  Unit  Option. 

4.  Loss  of  Status.  A Transition  Unit  will  be  offered  to  each  Transitioning 
Household  unless  it  has  lost  its  status  as  a Transitioning  Household  by  its  prior  receipt  of 
Transition  Benefits  for  a Long-Term  Move  or  it  no  longer  meets  the  eligibility  requirements 
stated  in  Section  II.  A (Determination  of  Household  Eligibility  for  Transition  Benefits). 

5.  Leases  for  Income-Restricted  Units.  Leases  for  Households  with  Section  8 
vouchers.  Tax  Credit  Eligible  Households  and  others  occupying  Transition  Units  assisted  with 
state,  federal,  or  local  housing  funds  will  be  subject  to  applicable  regulations  and  requirements  of 
such  funding  programs. 

6.  Loss  of  Option.  TIDA’s  obligation  to  provide  a Transitioning  Household 
selecting  the  Transition  Unit  Option  with  a Transition  Unit  will  be  deemed  to  be  satisfied  if  the 
Transitioning  Household  is  offered  and  refuses  to  accept  the  Transition  Unit  offered. 

B.  Standards  Applicable  to  Transition  Units 

1 . Size.  Except  as  provided  below,  a Transition  Unit  offered  to  a Transitioning 
Household  under  the  Transition  Unit  Option  must  contain  the  same  number  of  bedrooms  as  in 
the  Existing  Unit.  Exceptions  include: 

a.  Program  regulations  of  certain  government  housing  programs  (e.g. 
tenant-based  Section  8)  may  limit  the  number  of  bedrooms  that  participating  Transitioning 
Households  can  be  offered. 

b.  In  determining  the  size  of  a Transition  Unit,  Post-DDA  Tenants, 
Persons  in  Unlawful  Occupancy  and  other  Persons  ineligible  for  Transition  Benefits  are  excluded 
as  Persons  in  the  Transitioning  Household,  but  Post-DDA  Tenants  will  be  allowed  to  move  into  a 
Transitioning  Household’s  Transition  Unit. 

c.  If  the  Transitioning  Household  is  smaller  when  it  moves  into  the 
Transition  Unit  than  it  was  when  its  eligibility  was  established,  TIDA  will  offer  a Transition  Unit 
with  one  bedroom  per  Person  remaining  in  the  Transitioning  Household  up  to  a maximum  of 
four  bedrooms. 

2.  Decent.  Safe  and  Sanitary.  The  Dwelling  must  be  “Decent,  Safe  and 
Sanitary,”  which  means  it: 
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a.  conforms  with  all  applicable  provisions  for  existing  structures  that 
have  been  constructed  under  state  or  local  building,  plumbing,  electrical,  housing  and  occupancy 
codes,  and  similar  ordinances  or  regulations; 

b.  has  a continuing  and  adequate  supply  of  potable  water; 

c.  has  a kitchen  or  an  area  set  aside  for  kitchen  use  that:  (i)  contains  a 
sink  in  good  working  condition  connected  to  hot  and  cold  water  and  to  an  adequate  sewage 
system;  and  (ii)  has  utility  service  connections  and  adequate  space  for  the  installation  of  a stove 
and  a refrigerator; 


d.  has  an  adequate  heating  system  in  good  working  order  that  will 
maintain  a minimum  temperature  of  70  degrees  in  all  habitable  rooms,  and  all  rooms  must  be 
adequately  ventilated; 


e.  has  a bathroom,  well  lit  and  ventilated  and  affording  privacy  to  a 
person  within  it,  containing  a lavatory  basin  and  a bathtub  or  stall  shower,  properly  coimected  to 
an  adequate  supply  of  hot  and  cold  running  water,  and  a flush  closet,  all  in  good  working  order 
and  properly  connected  to  a sewage  disposal  system; 

f.  has  an  adequate  and  safe  wiring  system  for  lighting  and  other  electrical 

services; 

g.  is  structurally  sound,  weather  tight,  in  good  repair,  and  adequately 

maintained; 

h.  has  a safe  unobstructed  means  of  egress  leading  to  safe  open  space  at 
ground  level  that  conforms  to  building  and  fire  codes; 

i.  has  at  least  one  room  that  has  not  less  than  150  square  feet  of  floor 
area,  and  other  habitable  rooms,  except  kitchens,  that  have  an  area  of  not  less  than  70  square  feet; 

j.  has  sleeping  room(s)  that  include  at  least  70  square  feet  of  habitable 
floor  space  for  the  first  occupant  and  50  square  feet  of  habitable  floor  space  for  each  additional 
occupant;  and 


k.  is  available  to  the  Transitioning  Household  regardless  of  race,  color, 
sex,  marital  status,  religion,  or  national  origin  in  a manner  consistent  with  Title  VIII  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1968  and  any  other  applicable  local,  state,  or  federal  nondiscrimination  laws. 

C.  Required  Information  for  Option 

1 . Relevant  Household  Information.  Transitioning  Households  must  provide  all 
of  the  following  information  to  receive  the  Transition  Unit  Option: 

a.  Household  Income; 
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b.  Household  composition  and  size,  including:  (i)  the  full  names  of  all 
Household  members  and  relationship  of  Household  members  to  each  other;  (ii)  age  and  number 
of  any  children  and  elderly  members  of  the  Household;  (ii)  whether  any  members  of  the 
Transitioning  Household  are  disabled;  (iii)  whether  any  members  of  the  Transitioning  Household 
are  Adult  Students;  and  (iv)  special  needs  (social  and  public  services,  special  schools,  and  other 
services,  need  for  in-home  care);  and 

2.  Time  to  Provide  Information.  To  the  extent  all  required  information  is  not 
provided  at  the  interview.  Transitioning  Households  wishing  to  obtain  Transition  Benefits  will 
have  30  days  after  the  interview  to  provide  all  required  information  to  TIDA. 

D.  Calculation  of  Household  Income 

A Transitioning  Household’s  annual  Household  Income  will  be  determined  using  the  current 
Tenant  Income  Certification  Form  (see  Appendix  1). 

Households  will  be  required  to  verify  Household  Income  with  third-party  documentation 
such  as  W-2  forms,  pay  check  stubs,  tax  returns  or  other  forms  of  verification.  Monthly 
Household  Income  will  be  determined  based  on  the  most  recent  12  month  period  preceding  the 
First  Notice  to  Move. 

E.  Calculation  of  Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost 

The  Transitioning  Household  will  be  offered  a Transition  Unit  at  an  initial  rent  not 
exceeding  the  Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost  as  determined  below: 

1 . Adjustments  for  Changes  in  Bedroom  Count.  If  the  size  of  the  Transitioning 
Household  changed  after  the  Effective  Date,  and  the  Transition  Unit  contains  fewer  bedrooms 
than  the  Household’s  Existing  Unit  as  provided  in  Section  V.B(l)(c)  (Standards  Applicable  to 
Transition  Units),  for  purposes  of  determining  the  Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost  the  monthly  rent  for 
the  Existing  Unit  will  “Adjusted  for  Changes  in  Bedroom  Count,”  according  to  the  following 
calculation:  (a)  calculate  the  Existing  Unit’s  monthly  rent  by  adding  any  annual  Rent  Board 
Adjustments  to  the  rent  for  the  Existing  Unit  on  the  DDA  Effective  Date;  (b)  multiply  (a)  by  the 
product  of  10%  times  the  reduction  in  bedroom  count  and  (c)  deduct  the  applicable  Utility 
Adjustment.  For  example,  if  a Transitioning  Household  originally  rented  an  Existing  Unit  with 
four  bedrooms  but  due  to  changes  in  the  Transitioning  Household’s  size  received  a unit  with  two 
bedrooms,  the  monthly  rent  would  be  reduced  by  20%  and  adjusted  for  the  applicable  Utility 
Allowance  based  on  the  new  unit  bedroom  count. 

2.  Households  Participating  in  Governmental  Housing  Programs 

a.  Tax  Credit  Eligible  Households:  Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost  for  Tax 
Credit  Eligible  Households  will  be  the  lesser  of:  (i)  the  Existing  Unit’s  monthly  rent  on  the  DDA 
Effective  Date,  plus  annual  Rent  Board  Adjustments,  then  Adjusted  for  Changes  in  the  Bedroom 
Count  (as  defined  below),  if  applicable,  less  Utility  Adjustment;  (ii)  30%  of  the  Transitioning 
Household’s  Average  Monthly  Income;  or  (iii)  the  maximum  allowable  rent  under  applicable  tax 
credit  regulations  less  Utility  Adjustment.  Tax  Credit  Eligible  Households  will  be  offered  a 
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Transition  Unit  in  housing  financed  with  low  income  housing  tax  credits  and  may  be  required  to 
certify  Household  Income  annually  while  occupying  the  rent-restricted  unit. 

b.  Households  with  Section  8 Vouchers:  Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost  for 
Households  with  Section  8 vouchers  will  be  the  fair  market  rent  for  a Dwelling  for  the 
Household  size  under  Section  8 program  regulations,  less  Utility  Adjustments. 

3.  Low  Income  Household  (defined  in  Calif.  Health  & Safety  Code  § 50079.5): 
Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost  for  Low  Income  Households  that  do  not  include  Adult  Students  will 
be  the  lesser  of:  (a)  the  Existing  Unit’s  monthly  rent  on  the  DDA  Effective  Date,  plus  annual 
Rent  Board  Adjustments,  then  Adjusted  for  Changes  in  the  Bedroom  Count,  if  applicable,  less 
Utility  Adjustment;  or  (b)  the  maximum  rent  for  a Low  Income  Household  allowed  by  Health 
and  Safety  Code  § 50053,  less  Utility  Adjustment. 

4.  Moderate  Income  Household  (defined  in  Calif  Health  & Safety  Code 

§ 50079.5):  Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost  for  Moderate  Income  Households  that  do  not  include 
Adult  Students  will  be  the  lesser  of:  (a)  the  Existing  Unit’s  nlonthly  rent  on  the  DDA  Effective 
Date,  plus  annual  Rent  Board  Adjustments,  then  Adjusted  for  Changes  in  the  Bedroom  Count,  if 
applicable,  less  Utility  Adjustment;  or  (b)  the  maximum  rent  for  a Moderate  Income  Household 
allowed  by  Health  and  Safety  Code  § 50053,  less  Utility  Adjustment. 

5.  All  Other  Transitioning  Households:  Base  Monthly  Rental  Costs  for  all  other 
Households,  consisting  of:  (i)  Transitioning  Households  that  are  not  Tax  Credit  Eligible 
Households,  Households  with  Section  8 vouchers.  Low  Income  Households,  or  Moderate  Income 
Households;  (ii)  Transitioning  Households  that  include  an  Adult  Student;  and  (iii)  Transitioning 
Households  that  do  not  provide  the  required  Household  information  within  30  days  after  their 
interview  under  Section  III.B  (Interview  Household  and  Offer  Advisory  Services)  will  be  the 
lesser  of  (a)  the  Existing  Unit’s  monthly  rent  on  the  DDA  Effective  Date,  plus  annual  Rent 
Board  Adjustments,  then  Adjusted  for  Changes  in  the  Bedroom  Count,  if  applicable,  less  the 
Utility  Adjustment;  or  (b)  the  market  rent  that  would  otherwise  be  charged  for  the  Transition 
Unit. 

F.  Lease  Terms  for  Transition  Unit;  Occupancy  Verification 

1 . Lease  Terms.  The  following  will  apply  to  each  Transitioning  Household 
accepting  a Transition  Unit,  except  for  Tax  Credit  Eligible  Households  and  Households  with 
Section  8 vouchers  (whose  leases  will  comply  with  applicable  federal  regulations): 

a.  The  Transitioning  Household  will  enter  into  a lease  containing  the 
following  key  terms:  (i)  an  initial  period  of  12  months,  with  automatic  renewal  on  a month-to- 
month  basis;  (ii)  a limitation  on  annual  rent  increases  to  the  Rent  Board  Adjustment;  (iii)  a 
statement  that  the  Transitioning  Household  may  remain  in  the  Transition  Unit  as  long  as  the 
Household  remains  in  Good  Standing  under  its  lease,  and  a description  of  the  events  that  will 
cause  the  Household  to  be  in  default  of  its  lease;  and  (iv)  a prohibition  against  subleasing. 
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b.  Each  lease  for  a Transition  Unit  will  require  the  Transitioning 
Household  to:  (i)  identify  each  occupant  of  the  Household  by  name;  (ii)  acknowledge  that 
subleasing  is  not  permitted  and  that  subleasing  will  be  a default  under  the  lease; 

(iii)  acknowledge  that  at  least  one  member  of  the  Transitioning  Household  must  maintain  the 
Transition  Unit  as  his  or  her  primary  Dwelling;  (iv)  cooperate  fully  with  any  subsequent 
occupancy  verification;  and  (v)  comply  with  all  other  terms  of  the  lease. 

2.  Right  to  Verify  Occupancy  by  Transitioning  Household.  TDD  A,  or  any 
subsequent  owner  or  property  management  company  for  the  Transition  Unit,  will  have  the  right 
to  verify  occupancy  of  the  Transition  Unit  at  any  time.  If  a Transitioning  Household  does  not 
cooperate  with  an  occupancy  verification  request  or  any  member  of  the  Household  is  discovered 
to  have  provided  knowingly  false  responses:  (a)  the  entire  Transitioning  Household  will  lose  the 
right  to  continue  to  rent  at  the  Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost;  (b)  rent  will  be  increased  to  the  then- 
current  market  rate;  and  (c)  future  rent  increases  will  not  be  limited  to  the  Rent  Board 
Adjustment.  In  addition,  TIDA,  or  any  subsequent  owner  or  property  management  company  for 
the  Transition  Unit  will  have  the  right  to  charge  and  collect  the  additional  rent  it  would  have 
charged,  had  the  rents  not  been  reduced  under  these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations. 

3.  Termination  of  Lease  for  Transition  Unit.  If  the  Transition  Unit  is  no  longer 
occupied  by  any  members  of  the  Transitioning  Household,  the  Transitioning  Household’s  lease 
for  the  Transition  Unit  will  terminate. 

VI.  DESCRIPTION  OF  IN-LIEU  PAYMENT  OPTION 

A.  In-Lieu  Payment  Option 

1 . Time.  A Transitioning  Household  may  elect  to  receive  an  In-Lieu  Payment  in 
response  to  a written  offer  from  TIDA.  TIDA  currently  anticipates  offering  the  In-Lieu  Payment 
Option  at  the  following  times: 

a.  when  TIDA  delivers  a Notice  to  Move  for  an  Interim  Move  to  a 
Transitioning  Household; 

b.  when  TIDA  delivers  a Notice  of  Early  In-Lieu  Payment  Option, 
currently  anticipated  to  occur  during  a specified  period  between  TIDA’s  approvals  of  Major 
Phase  2 and  Major  Phase  4;  and 

c.  when  TIDA  delivers  a Notice  to  Move  for  a Long-Term  Move  to  a 
Transitioning  Household. 

2.  Calculation  of  Payment.  The  amount  of  the  In-Lieu  Payment  will  be 
calculated  using  the  schedule  for  Relocation  Payments  for  No  Fault  Evictions  published  and 
updated  annually  by  the  San  Francisco  Rent  Board  (as  of  the  date  of  the  calculation,  the  “Rent 
Board  Schedule”).  The  2010  In-Lieu  Payment  Schedule,  based  on  the  2010  Rent  Board 
Schedule,  adjusted  for  up  to  four  adults,  is  attached  as  Appendix  2.  The  Transitioning 
Household’s  In-Lieu  Payment  will  be  the  product  of  the  payment  per  adult  tenant  in  the  Rent 
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) 

Board  Schedule  times  the  number  of  adults  in  the  Transitioning  Household,  up  to  a maximum  of 
four,  plus  any  of  the  following  applicable  adjustments: 

a.  if  the  Transitioning  Household  includes  elderly  or  disabled  Persons, 
the  product  of  the  payment  per  elderly  or  disabled  Person  under  the  Rent  Board  Schedule  times 
the  number  of  elderly  or  disabled  persons  in  the  Transitioning  Household;  and 

b.  if  the  Transitioning  Household  includes  any  minor  children,  an 
additional  lump  sum  equal  to  the  payment  for  minors  under  the  Rent  Board  Schedule. 

c.  In  determining  the  number  of  adults  in  a Transitioning  Household, 
Post-DDA  Tenants  and.  Persons  in  Unlawful  Occupancy  and  other  Persons  ineligible  for 
Transition  Benefits  are  excluded  as  Persons  in  the  Transitioning  Household. 

3.  Effect  of  Election.  Transitioning  Households  that  elect  to  receive  the  In-Lieu 

Payment: 

a.  will  no  longer  be  eligible  for  the  Transition  Unit  Option  or  the  Unit 
Purchase  Assistance  Option 

b.  will  not  receive  moving  assistance; 

^ c.  will  be  required  to  vacate  their  Existing  Units  by  the  date  specified  in 

.the  Notice  to  Move  or  Notice  of  Early  In-Lieu  Payment  Option  to  receive  the  In-Lieu  Payment; 
and 

d.  upon  written  request  to  TIDA,  will  be  placed  on  the  Premarketing 
Notice  List  if  not  already  listed. 

VII.  DESCRIPTION  OF  UNIT  PURCHASE  ASSISTANCE  OPTION 

Transitioning  Households  that  elect  to  receive  the  Unit  Purchase  Assistance  Option  will 
be  entitled  to  Down  Payment  Assistance. 

A.  Down  Payment  Assistance 

1 . Amount  of  Payment.  A Transitioning  Household  electing  the  Unit  Purchase 
Assistance  Option  will  receive  “Down  Payment  Assistance”  described  in  this  Section.  The 
amount  of  Down  Payment  Assistance  will  be  equal  to  the  amount  the  Transitioning  Household 
would  have  received  had  it  chosen  an  In-Lieu  Payment,  based  on  the  Rent  Board  Schedule  and 
the  number  of  eligible  members  in  the  Transitioning  Household,  up  to  four  Persons,  when  the 
Household  enters  into  the  purchase  contract  for  the  new  Dwelling  on  NSTI. 

2.  Conditions  to  Payment.  A Transitioning  Household  electing  to  purchase  a 
new  Dwelling  on  NSTI  will  receive  Down  Payment  Assistance  only  if:  (a)  the  Household  meets 

I all  applicable  eligibility  criteria  to  purchase  the  new  Dwelling;  (b)  its  purchase  offer  for  the  new 
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Dwelling  is  accepted;  and  (c)  the  purchase  closes  escrow.  No  Household  is  guaranteed  that  its 
offer  to  purchase  a new  Dwelling  on  NSTI  will  be  accepted,  and  the  purchased  Dwelling  need 
not  be  similar  in  size,  bedroom  count,  and  amenities  to  the  Existing  Unit  previously  occupied  by 
the  Household. 


3.  Escrow  and  Closing.  Down  Payment  Assistance  will  be  paid  at  closing  into 
escrow.  TIDA  will  verify  the  Transitioning  Household’s  eligibility  for  and  amount  of  the  Down 
Payment  Assistance  to  lenders  and  sellers  of  Dwellings  during  escrow  upon  request.  If  escrow 
does  not  close,  the  escrow  officer  will  be  instructed  to  return  any  Dovm  Payment  Assistance 
funds  on  deposit  to  TIDA. 

4.  Termination  of  Status.  A Transitioning  Household  that  elects  to  receive  the 
Down  Payment  Assistance  and  closes  its  purchase  on  a new  for-sale  Dwelling  on  NSTI: 

a.  will  no  longer  be  eligible  for  the  Transition  Unit  Option  or  the  In-Lieu 

Payment  Option 

b.  will  not  receive  moving  assistance; 

c.  will  be  required  to  vacate  its  Existing  Unit  by  the  date  specified  in  the 

Notice  to  Move;  and 

d.  will  be  removed  from  the  Premarketing  Notice  List. 

VIII.  ADDITIONAL  ASSISTANCE 

A.  Premarketing  Assistance 

1 . Definitions.  The  following  definitions  will  apply  to  the  Assistance  described 
in  this  Section  VIII.A  (Premarketing  Assistance): 

a.  “Post-Transition  Household”  means  a Transitioning  Household  that 
previously  received  an  In-Lieu  Payment. 

b.  “Post-Transition  Tenant”  means  a Person  who  was  a member  of  a 
Transitioning  Household  that  previously  received  an  In-Lieu  Payment. 

c.  “Premarketing  Notice  List”  means  that  email  contact  list  that  TIDA 
will  maintain  to  provide  notice  of  a Premarketing  Window. 

d.  “Premarketing  Window”  means  a specific  and  limited  time  period  of 
no  less  than  30  days  before  the  Dwellings  in  each  new  for-sale  housing  development  on  NSTI  are 
offered  for  sale  to  the  general  public. 

e.  “Sunset  Date”  means  the  date  that  is  seven  years  after  the  date  that  a 
Transitioning  Household  or  a Post-Transition  Tenant  is  placed  on  the  Premarketing  Notice  List. 
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2.  Early  Notice.  Transitioning  Households,  Post-Transition  Households,  and 
Post-Transition  Tenants  on  the  Premarketing  Notice  List  will  have  the  opportunity  to  make 
purchase  offers  on  Dwellings  in  each  new  for-sale  housing  development  on  NSTI  during  the 
Premarketing  Window. 

a.  If  the  purchase  offer  of  a Transitioning  Household  that  is  not  a Post- 
Transition  Household  is  accepted:  (i)  the  Transitioning  Household  also  may  select  the  Unit 
Purchase  Assistance  Option  to  receive  Down  Payment  Assistance  under  Section  VII.A  (Down 
Payment  Assistance);  and  (ii)  TIDA  will  remove  the  Transitioning  Household  from  the 
Premarketing  Notice  List  after  close  of  escrow.  Post-Transition  Households  are  not  eligible  for 
Down  Payment  Assistance. 

b.  If  the  purchase  offer  of  a Post-Transition  Tenant  or  Post  Transition 
Household  is  accepted  and  escrow  closes,  TIDA  will:  (i)  remove  the  Post-Transition  Tenant  or 
Post  Transition  Household  from  the  Premarketing  Notice  List;  and  (ii)  have  no  further  obligation 
to  the  Post-Transition  Tenant  or  Post  Transition  Household  under  these  Transition  Housing 
Rules  and  Regulations.  Post-Transition  Tenants  are  not  eligible  for  Down  Payment  Assistance. 

c.  A Transitioning  Household  whose  purchase  offer  is  not  accepted  may 
stay  on  the  Premarketing  Notice  List  for  subsequent  notices  of  Premarketing  Windows  until  the 
earliest  of:  (i)  the  date  escrow  closes  on  a subsequent  purchase  offer;  (ii)  the  date  the 
Transitioning  Household  moves  into  a Transition  Unit;  or  (iii)  the  Sunset  Date. 

d.  Post-Transition  Households  and  Post-Transition  Tenants  whose 
purchase  offers  are  not  accepted  may  stay  on  the  Premarketing  Notice  List  for  subsequent  notices 
of  Premarketing  Windows  until  the  earlier  of:  (i)  the  date  escrow  closes  on  a subsequent  purchase 
offer;  or  (ii)  the  Sunset  Date. 

3.  Notice  List. 

a.  Each  Transitioning  Household  and  Post-Transition  Household  must: 

(i)  provide  TIDA  with  the  names  of  Household  members,  the  designated  Household  contact’s 
name,  and  an  email  address  for  notices;  and  (ii)  notify  TIDA  of  any  changes  to  Household 
information  to  remain  on  the  Premarketing  Notice  List. 

b.  Each  Post-Transition  Tenant  must:  (i)  provide  TIDA  with  an  email 
address  for  notices;  and  (ii)  notify  TIDA  of  any  changes  in  the  email  notice  address  to  remain  on 
the  Premarketing  Notice  List. 

c.  TIDA  will  have  no  obligation  to:  (i)  verify  that  email  notices  that  are 
sent  are  actually  delivered;  or  (ii)  update  contact  information  of  Transitioning  Households,  Post- 
Transition  Households,  or  Post-Transition  Tenants  that  do  not  notify  TIDA  that  their  email 
addresses  have  changed.  TIDA  will  remove  Transitioning  Households,  Post-Transition 
Households,  and  Post-Transition  Tenants  from  the  Premarketing  Notice  List  on  their  respective 
Sunset  Dates  if  they  are  then  still  on  the  list.

4.  Required  Acknowledgement.  Before  TIDA  is  obligated  to  add  contact 
information  to  the  Premarketing  Notice  List,  each  member  of  a Transitioning  Household,  Post 
Transition  Household  and  Post-Transition  Tenants  will  be  required  to  sign  an  acknowledgment 
that  neither  TIDA  nor  any  for-sale  housing  developer  will  be  responsible  for:  (a)  ensuring  that  the 
contact  email  address  provided  is  current;  (b)  any  inadvertent  omission  from  the  Premarketing 
Notice  List,  as  long  as  the  housing  opportunity  is  marketed  generally  in  the  San  Francisco  area; 
or  (c)  guaranteeing  that  a Transitioning  Household  or  a Post-Transition  Tenant  will  qualify  to 
purchase  a new  Dwelling. 

5.  Developer  Notice  Requirements.  For-sale  housing  developers  will  be  required 
to  provide  TIDA  with  advance  notice  of  the  Premarketing  Window  for  each  new  for-sale  housing 
development  on  NSTI,  stating:  (a)  the  start  and  end  dates  of  the  Premarketing  Window;  (ii)  for 
each  available  Dwelling,  the  unit  address,  number  of  bedrooms,  and  initial  offered  price;  (iii)  the 
date(s)  on  which  interested  Transitioning  Households,  Post-Transition  Households,  and  Post- 
Transition  Tenants  may  tour  the  available  Dwellings;  and  (iv)  contact  information  for  an 
authorized  representative  of  the  housing  developer  who  can  answer  questions  about  the  available 
Dwelling(s).  TIDA  will  send  email  notices  to  all  Transitioning  Households,  Post-Transition 
Households,  and  Post-Transition  Tenants  on  the  Premarketing  Notice  List  before  the 
Premarketing  Window  begins. 

6.  No  Preferential  Treatment.  Transitioning  Households,  Post-Transition 
Households,  and  Post-Transition  Tenants  on  the  Premarketing  Notice  List  will  be  offered  the 
same  purchase  terms  for  the  for-sale  units  as  those  offered  to  the  general  public. 

a.  Inclusionary  units  will  be  offered  at  a specified  below-market-rate 
price  to  Transitioning  Households,  Post-Transition  Households,  and  Post-Transition  Tenants  that 
meet  all  qualifying  income  and  occupancy  criteria  for  that  Dwelling. 

b.  The  purchase  price  of  all  other  for-sale  Dwellings  will  be  the  market- 

rate  price. 

c.  Transitioning  Households,  Post-Transition  Households,  and  Post- 
Transition  Tenants  will  be  required  to  qualify  to  purchase  any  Dwellings  offered  for  sale  during 
the  Premarketing  Window  in  the  same  manner  as  other  members  of  the  general  public. 

d.  The  Premarketing  Window  does  not  guarantee  that  a Transitioning 
Household,  Post-Transition  Household,  or  Post-Transition  Tenant  will  qualify  for  the  purchase  or 
that  its  purchase  offer  will  be  accepted. 

B.  Moving  Assistance 

1 . Covered  Moving  Expenses.  All  Transitioning  Households  that  make  Interim 
Moves  and  that  select  the  Transition  Unit  Option  for  a Long-Term  Move  will  receive  either 
Actual  Reasonable  Moving  Expenses  or  a Moving  Expense  Allowance.  Actual  Reasonable 
Moving  Expenses  will  include: 


a.  transportation  of  persons  and  property  upon  NSTI; 
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b.  packing,  crating,  unpacking,  and  uncrating  Personal  Property; 

c.  insurance  covering  Personal  Property  while  in  transit; 

d.  connection  charges  imposed  by  public  utilities  for  starting  utility 

service; 


e.  the  reasonable  replacement  value  of  Personal  Property  lost,  stolen,  or 
damaged  (unless  caused  by  the  Transitioning  Household  or  its  agent)  in  the  process  of  moving, 
where  insurance  covering  such  loss,  theft,  or  damage  is  not  reasonably  available;  and 


f.  the  removal  of  barriers  to  the  disabled  and  installations  in  and 
modifications  to  a disabled  Person’s  new  Dwelling  as  needed  to  accommodate  special  needs. 

2,  Allowance  Alternative.  A Transitioning  Household  electing  a self-move  for 
an  Interim  Move  or  a Long-Term  Move  into  a Transition  Unit  will  be  paid  according  to  the 
Moving  Allowance  Schedule  in  Appendix  3 promptly  after  filing  a claim  form  provided  by 
TIDA  and  vacating  the  Existing  Unit,  unless  the  Household  seeks  and  is  granted  an  advance 
payment  to  avoid  hardship. 

3.  Advance  Payment  to  Avoid  Hardship.  A Transitioning  Household  may  be 
paid  for  anticipated  moving  expenses  in  advance  of  the  actual  move.  TIDA  will  make  an 
advance  payment  whenever  the  Household  files  a claim  form  provided  by  TIDA  supported  by 
documents  and  other  evidence  that  later  payment  would  result  in  financial  hardship.  Particular 
consideration  will  be  given  to  the  financial  limitations  and  difficulties  experienced  by  low  and 
moderate  income  residents. 


4.  Moving  Expense  Claims.  A claim  for  payment  of  Actual  Reasonable  Moving 
Expenses  must  be  supported  by  a bill  or  other  evidence  of  expenses  incurred. 

a.  Each  claim  greater  than  $1,000  for  the  moving  costs  incurred  by  a 
Transitioning  Household  hiring  a moving  company  must  be  supported  by  at  least  2 competitive 
bids.  If  TIDA  determines  that  compliance  with  the  bid  requirement  is  impractical,  or  if  the 
claimant  obtains  estimates  of  less  $1,000,  a claim  may  be  supported  by  estimates  instead.  TIDA 
may  make  payment  directly  to  the  moving  company. 

b.  A Transitioning  Household’s  Actual  Reasonable  Moving  Expenses 
will  be  exempt  from  regulation  by  the  State  Public  Utilities  Commission.  TIDA  may  effect  the 
moves  by  directly  soliciting  competitive  bids  from  qualified  bidders  for  performance  of  the  work. 
Bids  submitted  in  response  to  such  solicitations  will  be  exempt  from  regulation  by  the  State 
Public  Utilities  Commission. 

C.  Assistance  to  Force  Maieure  Households. 

In  the  event  a Force  Maieure  Household  is  required  by  TIDA  or  any  other  agency  to  move 
from  an  Existing  Unit  off  of  NSTI  as  a result  of  a natural  disaster  or  other  condition  that  makes 
the  Existing  Unit  uninhabitable  prior  to  the  Household  receiving  a First  Notice  to  Move  ("Force

Maieure  Household"),  the  Force  Maieure  Household  shall  remain  eligible  for  all  Transition 
Benefits  it  would  othei-vvise  have  been  eligible  for  upon  receipt  of  a First  Notice  to  Move.  The 
Force  Maieure  Household  will  not  be  eligible  for  Transition  Benefits  until  such  time  as  the  First 
Notice  to  Move  would  have  been  given  for  the  Existing  Unit  as  detennined  by  the 
implementation  of  the  Development  Plan  for  the  area  of  NSTI  where  the  Existing  Unit  was 
located.  Any  In-Lieu  Payment  Option  or  Down  Payment  Assistance  will  be  reduced  by  any 
amounts  paid  to  the  Force  Maieure  Household  by  TIDA  or  any  other  public  agency  at  the  time 
the  Force  Maieure  Household  moved  out  of  the  Existing  Unit,  including  any  payments  for 
moving  expenses  or  replacement  housing  payments. 

IX.  IMPLEMENTATION  OF  TRANSITION  HOUSING  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

A.  Administration 

1 . Information  Program.  TIDA  will  maintain  an  information  program  using 
meetings,  newsletters,  and  other  mechanisms,  including  local  media,  to  keep  Villages  residents 
informed  on  a continuing  basis  about:  (a)  TIDA’s  transition  housing  program  and  other 
information  about  the  redevelopment  process;  (b)  the  timing  and  scope  of  any  anticipated  Interim 
Moves;  (c)  the  timing  and  scope  of  anticipated  Long-Term  Moves,  (c)  procedures  for 
implementing  and  making  claims  under  these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations;  and  (d)  other 
information  relevant  to  these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations. 

2.  Nondiscrimination.  TIDA  will  administer  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and 
Regulations  in  a manner  that  will  not  result  in  different  or  separate  treatment  on  account  of  race, 
color,  religion,  national  origin,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  marital  status,  familial  status,  or  any  basis 
protected  by  local,  state,  or  federal  nondiscrimination  laws. 

3.  Site  Office.  TIDA  may  establish  a site  office  that  is  accessible  to  all 
Households  to  provide  advisory  assistance  described  in  Section  III.B  (Interview  Households  and 
Offer  Advisory  Services).  If  TIDA  establishes  a site  office,  it  will  be  staffed  with  trained  and 
experienced  personnel,  who  may  be  third-party  housing  specialists. 

4.  Amendments.  These  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be  amended  by 
TIDA  from  time  to  time  by  a resolution  of  the  TIDA  Board  adopting  an  amendment  at  a duly 
noticed  public  meeting. 

B.  Household  Records 

1 . Contents.  TIDA  will  maintain  records  for  each  Household  containing 
information  obtained  during  interviews,  dopuments  submitted  by  residents,  and  existing  files  of 
its  property  manager.  The  records  will  contain  a description  of  the  pertinent  characteristics  of  the 
Persons  in  the  Household,  the  assistance  determined  to  be  necessary,  and  the  Household’s 
decisions  on  Transition  Benefits.  Members  of  a Transitioning  Household  will  have  the  right  to 
inspect  their  ovm  Transitioning  Household  records  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law. 
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2.  Confidentiality.  Household  income  information  is  confidential  and  will  only 
be  used  for  its  intended  purpose.  Confidential  information  will  not  be  disclosed  to  third  parties 
outside  of  the  Household  unless  all  members  of  the  Household  provide  their  written  consent  to 
disclosure  or  a valid  court  order  requires  disclosure. 

3.  Publication  of  Aggregate  Resident  Data.  TID  A will  have  the  right  to  publish 
aggregate  data  about  the  resident  population  on  NSTI,  including  information  that  is  segmented 
according  to  aggregate  Villages  resident  data  and  aggregate  TIHDI  resident  data. 

X.  CLAIM  AND  PAYMENT  PROCEDURES;  TERMINATION  OF  TRANSITION 

HOUSING  ASSISTANCE 

A.  Filing  Claims;  Tax  Forms 

1 . Written  Claims  Required.  TIDA  will  provide  claim  forms  for  payment  under 
these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations.  All  claims  for  In-Lieu  Payments  and  Down  Payment 
Assistance  must  be  submitted  to  TIDA  with  the  Household’s  notice  of  election  of  that  specific 
Transition  Benefit.  All  claims  for  moving  expense  payments  must  be  submitted  to  TIDA  within 
six  months  after  the  date  on  which  the  claimant  makes  an  Interim  Move  or  moves  into  a 
Transition  Unit. 

2.  Tax  Forms.  TIDA:  (a)  makes  no  representations  about  the  tax  treatment  of 
any  payments  or  benefits  of  monetary  value  any  Person  receives  under  these  Transition  Housing 
Rules  and  Regulations;  (b)  will  require  all  Persons  who  receive  an  In-Lieu  Payment,  Down 
Payment  Assistance,  moving  assistance,  or  any  other  payment  under  these  Transition  Housing 
Rules  and  Regulations  to  provide  TIDA  with  valid  Social  Security  numbers  for  all  recipients;  and 
(c)  will  file  W-9  forms  for  all  payments  and  benefits  of  monetary  value  made  or  provided  to  any 
Person  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations. 

B.  Treatment  of  Dependents 

1 . Allocation  of  Transition  Benefits.  The  following  will  apply  to  any  Person 
who  derives  5 1%  or  more  of  his  or  her  income  from  one  or  more  Persons  within  the  same 
Transitioning  Household  in  an  Existing  Unit  (the  “Supporting  Household”)  or  otherwise  meets 
his  or  her  living  expenses  primarily  through  the  monetary  support  of  the  Supporting  Household 
(a  “Dependenf ’). 

a.  A Dependent  who  lives  with  the  Transitioning  Household  will  not  be 
entitled  to  any  Transition  Benefit  except  as  a part  of  the  Household,  and  will  be  counted  as  a 
member  of  the  Transitioning  Household  for  determining  Household  size. 

b.  If  the  Dependent’s  primary  Dwelling,  as  determined  by  voter 
registration,  driver’s  license,  or  other  forms  of  verification,  is  different  from  that  of  the 
Supporting  Household  when  the  Supporting  Household  selects  and  receives  a Transition  Benefit, 
the  Dependent  will  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  Transitioning  Household  when  determining: 

(i)  the  size  of  a Transition  Unit;  (ii)  the  amount  of  an  In-Lieu  Payment;  or  (iii)  the  amount  of 
Down  Payment  Assistance.

2.  Documentation  of  Dependent  Status.  Any  Transitioning  Household  claiming 
a Dependent  must  provide  third-party  documentation  that  it  is  a Supporting  Household.  TDDA 
will  have  the  right  to  require  that  the  Supporting  Household  and  Dependent,  if  applicable, 
provide  copies  of  tax  returns  filed  for  tax  years  preceding  the  claim. 

C.  Adjustments  for  Multiple  Claims;  Nontransferability 

1 . Multiple  Claimants.  The  amount  of  an  In-Lieu  Payment,  Down  Payment 
Assistance,  or  Moving  Expense  Allowance  will  be  determined  based  on  the  total  number  of 
eligible  members  in  the  Transitioning  Household.  All  adult  members  of  a Household  must  sign 
the  claim  form  and  any  other  required  documents  as  a condition  to  TIDA’s  obligation  to  pay 
Transition  Benefits  and  moving  assistance. 

2.  Multiple  Claims.  A single  claim  form  for  each  payment  claim  by  a 
Transitioning  Household  is  preferred,  but  not  required.  Unless  otherwise  specified  in  a claim 
form,  TIDA  will  issue  separate  checks  to  each  adult  in  the  Transitioning  Household  in  equal 
shares,  adjusted  for  Dependents  and  elderly  or  disabled  members  of  the  Household.  If  two  or 
more  eligible  Persons  in  a single  Transitioning  Household  submit  more  than  one  claim  for  any 
payment  under  these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations,  which  in  the  aggregate  exceed  the 
payment  limits  to  be  made  to  the  entire  Transitioning  Household,  TIDA  will  pay  each  eligible 
claimant  an  equal  share  of  the  payment,  up  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  payment  limits.  As 
provided  in  Section  VII.A  (Down  Payment  Assistance),  Transitioning  Households  that  choose 
Down  Payment  Assistance  will  not  receive  direct  payment;  TIDA  will  deposit  the  entire  amount 
of  any  Down  Payment  Assistance  directly  into  escrow. 

3.  Nontransferability.  The  right  to  Transition  Benefits  and  other  assistance  under 
these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations  is  personal  to  each  member  of  a Transitioning 
Household  and  is  not  a property  right.  Therefore,  a Transitioning  Household’s  member’s  right  to 
Transition  Benefits  and  other  assistance  cannot  be  transferred  by  contract,  inheritance,  or  any 
other  means. 

D.  Termination  of  TIDA’s  Obligations 

1.  Termination  of  Right  to  Transition  Benefits.  TIDA’s  obligation  to  provide 
Transition  Benefits  to  a Transitioning  Household  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and 
Regulations  will  terminate  under  the  following  circumstances: 

a.  The  Transitioning  Household  moves  off  NSTI  before  receiving  a 
Long-Term  Notice  to  Move  or  a Notice  of  Early  In-Lieu  Payment  Option. 

b.  The  Transitioning  Household  moves  to  a Transition  Unit  and  receives 
all  moving  assistance  to  which  it  is  entitled. 

c.  The  Transitioning  Household  moves  off-NSTI  after  receiving  a Notice 
to  Move  or  a Notice  of  Early  In-Lieu  Payment  Option  and  receives  an  In-Lieu  Payment, 
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d.  The  Transitioning  Household  moves  from  an  Existing  Unit  to  a new 
for-sale  Dwelling  on  NSTI  and  receives  Down  Payment  Assistance. 

e.  The  Transitioning  Household  refuses  reasonable  offers  of  assistance, 
payments,  and  a Transition  Unit  after  receiving  a Notice  to  Move. 

f.  TIDA  determines  a Household  is  not  or  has  ceased  to  be  a 
Transitioning  Household  or  is  otherwise  not  entitled  to  Transition  Benefits. 

2.  Acknowledgement  of  Change  in  Status  upon  Receipt  of  Benefits.  Each 
member  of  a Transitioning  Household  that  receives  Transition  Benefits  will  be  required  to 
acknowledge  in  writing  that  he  or  she  has  received  or  is  about  to  receive  the  Transition  Benefits, 
and,  upon  receipt,  the  Household  will  cease  to  be  a Transitioning  Household  entitled  to  any 
Transition  Benefits,  other  assistance,  and  advisory  services  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules 
and  Regulations. 

3.  Records  as  Evidence.  TIDA  will  be  entitled  to  rely  on  and  use  its  written 
offers  of  Transition  Benefits  to  a Transitioning  Household  that  refuses  them,  and  all  other 
information  in  the  Transitioning  Household’s  records,  as  evidence  in  any  grievance  proceeding  or 
lawsuit. 


4.  Notice  of  Status.  Except  for  a change  in  status  after  the  Transitioning 
Household  receives  a Transition  Benefit,  TIDA  will  provide  written  notice  of  any  determination 
that  a Household  is  not  or  has  ceased  to  be  a Transitioning  Household  or  is  otherwise  not  entitled 
to  Transition  Benefits,  delivered  to  the  Transitioning  Household’s  last  known  address. 

5.  Termination  of  Other  Assistance.  TIDA’ s obligations  to  provide  moving 
assistance  and  to  provide  notices  of  Premarketing  Windows  will  terminate  as  provided  in 
Article  VIII  (Other  Assistance). 

XI.  GRIEVANCE  PROCEDURES 

A.  Administrative  Remedies 

1 . Right  to  Appeal  and  Be  Represented  by  Counsel.  Any  member  of  a 
Household,  and  any  Household,  that  disagrees  with  a TIDA  determination  regarding  eligibility 
for  Transition  Benefits,  the  proposed  amount  of  payment,  or  the  adequacy  of  the  Transition  Unit 
to  which  the  Transitioning  Household  was  referred  may  appeal  the  determination,  but  the  Person 
or  Household  (individually,  or  as  a Household,  the  “Grievant”)  must  exhaust  the  prescribed 
administrative  remedies  before  seeking  judicial  review.  The  Grievant  will  be  entitled  to  be 
represented  by  an  attorney  at  his  or  her,  or  the  Household’s,  own  expense  at  all  stages  of  review 
under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations. 

2.  Executive  Director  Review.  The  first  step  in  administrative  remedies 
available  to  a Grievant  is  the  right  to  an  appeal  to  the  Executive  Director  of  TIDA,  as  follows: 
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a.  The  Grievant  must  make  a written  request  for  review  by  the  Executive 
Director  no  later  than  12  months  after  the  Grievant  receives  either  a Long  Term  Notice  to  Move 
or  an  Interim  Notice  to  Move.  The  Grievant’ s written  request  must  state  the  basis  for  the  claim 
and  the  relief  sought. 


b.  The  Grievant  will  be  entitled  to  meet  with  the  Executive  Director  and 
to  present  additional  evidence  and  information  that  the  Grievant  has  not  presented  previously 
through  the  interview  process. 

c.  The  Executive  Director  will  make  a detennination  based  on  the 
information  the  Grievant  has  provided  to  TIDA  through  the  interview  processes  as  well  as  any 
additional  information  presented  by  the  Grievant. 

d.  The  Executive  Director  must  make  a final  determination  in  writing, 
stating  the  reasons  for  the  determination  within  six  weeks  after  conferring  with  the  Grievant. 

3.  Hearing  Before  Relocation  Appeals  Board.  If  the  Grievant  is  not  satisfied 
with  the  Executive  Director’s  determination,  the  second  step  in  the  administrative  remedies 
available  to  a Grievant  is  an  appeal  to  the  Treasure  Island  Relocation  Appeals  Board  (the 
“RAB”),  which  will  be  deteimined  according  the  procedures  below. 

a.  No  later  than  30  days  after  the  TIDA  Executive  Director  delivers  his  or 
her  written  determination  under  Section  XI.A.2  (Executive  Director  Review)  to  the  Grievant,  the 
Grievant  must  submit  a written  appeal  to  the  RAB,  with  a copy  to  TIDA,  stating  the  basis  for  his 
or  her  claim  and  the  relief  sought  by  the  Grievant.  If  the  Grievant  wishes  to  submit  information 
in  addition  to  that  previously  provided  to  TIDA,  the  additional  information  must  be  submitted 
with  the  written  appeal,  and  TIDA  will  have  30  days  to  provide  a response  to  any  new  material. 

b.  The  RAB  will  review  and  reconsider  the  Grievant’ s claim  in  light  of: 

(i)  all  material  upon  which  the  Executive  Director  based  his  or  her  original  determination, 
including  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations;  (ii)  the  Grievant’s  written  request  for 
an  appeal;  (iii)  any  additional  written  or  relevant  documentary  material  submitted  by  the 
Grievant;  (iv)  any  material  submitted  by  TIDA  in  response  to  new  information  submitted  by  the 
Grievant  with  the  appeal;  and  (v)  any  further  information  that  the  RAB,  in  its  discretion,  obtains 
by  request  to  ensure  fair  and  full  review  of  the  claim. 

c.  The  RAB  may  choose  to  hold  a hearing,  and  must  hold  a hearing  if 
requested  by  the  Grievant.  All  RAB  hearings  will  be  public  meetings  subject  to  state  and  local 
public  meeting  laws.  The  RAB’s  review  will  be  limited  to  whether  the  Grievant  is  entitled  to  the 
claimed  relief  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations.  Its  determination  must  be 
based  on  the  information  presented  during  the  appeal  and  these  Transition  Rules  and 
Regulations.  All  members  of  the  RAB  shall  be  required  to  disclose  in  a public  meeting  any 
communications  and  contacts  such  member  has  had  with  the  Grievant  outside  of  the  hearing. 

The  RAB  will  not  be  authorized  to  make  any  monetary  award  (including  attorneys’  fees  and  costs 
of  appeal)  other  than  a payment  authorized  under  these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations. 
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I d.  The  RAB  must  issue  a written  determination  to  the  Grievant  and  TIDA 

j no  later  than  six  weeks  from  receipt  of  the  last  material  submitted  by  any  party  or  the  date  of  the 

! hearing,  whichever  is  later,  stating:  (i)  the  RAB’s  decision;  (ii)  the  basis  upon  which  the  decision 

j rests,  including  any  pertinent  explanation  or  rationale;  and  (iii)  a statement  that  the  Grievant  may 

\ appeal  the  decision  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  set  forth  below. 

* e.  The  RAB  may  reject  an  appeal  for  untimeliness  by  a written  statement 

to  the  Grievant. 

4.  Administrative  Law  Judge  Review.  The  final  step  in  administrative  remedies 
available  to  a Grievant  is  an  appeal  to  an  administrative  law  Judge  (“ALJ”)  on  the  Rent  Board 
staff  who  is  assigned  to  hear  appeals  under  these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations,  as  follows: 

a.  No  later  than  30  days  after  the  RAB  delivers  its  written  determination 
under  Section  XI.A.3  (Hearing  Before  Relocation  Appeals  Board)  to  the  Grievant,  the  Grievant 
must  submit  a written  appeal  to  the  ALJ,  and  deliver  a copy  of  the  appeal  to  TIDA  at  the  same 
time,  stating  the  basis  for  the  claim  and  the  relief  sought. 

b.  TIDA  will  have  1 5 days  after  a signed  appeal  is  filed  with  the  ALJ  to 
provide  the  ALJ  with  copies  of  information  related  to  the  Grievant’ s case,  including  all 
additional  evidence  or  information  submitted  by  the  Grievant  to  the  RAB  and  TIDA’s  records 
related  to  the  Grievant. 

^ c.  The  assigned  ALJ  may  attempt  to  resolve  the  dispute  without  a 

hearing,  but  is  not  required  to  do  so. 

d.  The  ALJ  will  conduct  a hearing  unless  the  dispute  has  been  resolved 
before  the  hearing  date. 

e.  The  ALJ  must  make  a final  determination  in  writing,  stating  the 
reasons  for  the  determination,  and  deliver  the  determination  to  the  Grievant,  with  a copy  to  TIDA 
at  the  same  time.  The  ALJ  determination  must  include  a statement  that  the  Grievant  has 
exhausted  administrative  remedies  under  these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations. 

5.  Right  to  Judicial  Review.  The  Grievant  may  seek  judicial  review  after  the 
administrative  remedies  described  above  have  been  exhausted. 

XII.  PROPERTY  MANAGEMENT  PRACTICES 

A.  Eviction 

1 . Grounds  for  Eviction.  In  addition  to  all  other  grounds  under  the  Residential 
Leases  and  California  law,  TIDA  may  initiate  eviction  proceedings  to  remove  a Household  from 
its  Existing  Unit: 

a.  after  the  date  specified  in  a Notice  to  Move  for  an  Interim  Move  or  for 
) a Long-Term  Move  has  passed,  and:  (i)  the  Household  is  a Transitioning  Household  that  has 
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refused  TE)A’s  offers  of  a Transition  Benefit,  including  the  right  to  relocate  to  a Transition  Unit; 
or  (ii)  the  Household  is  a Transitioning  Household  that  has  not  vacated  its  Existing  Unit  after 
selecting  and  receiving  a Transition  Benefit;  or  (iii)  the  Household  is  a Post-DDA  Household  and 
has  failed  to  vacate  the  Existing  Unit  after  receipt  of  a Notice  of  Move. 

b.  after  TIDA  issues  a notice  to  move  due  to:  (i)  a major  disaster  as 
defined  in  § 102(2)  of  the  federal  Disaster  Relief  Act  of  1974;  (ii)  a state  of  emergency  declared 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  or  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California;  or  (iii)  any  other 
emergency,  or  other  condition,  as  determined  by  a Federal,  State  or  Local  governmental  entity  or 
department  with  jurisdiction  over  the  premises,  that  requires  the  Household  to  move  immediately 
from  the  Existing  Unit  because  continued  occupancy  of  the  Existing  Unit  by  the  Household 
constitutes  a substantial,  or  potential,  danger  to  the  health  or  safety,  or  both,  of  the  Household,  or 
the  Existing  Unit  has  become  uninhabitable. 

B.  Post-DDA  Tenants 

1 . Notice  of  Status.  Before  prospective  Post-DDA  Tenants  move  into  any 
Existing  Unit,  TIDA  will  inform  them: 

a.  that  the  Existing  Unit  will  be  available  only  for  an  interim  period 
pending  redevelopment  of  NSTI; 

b.  of  the  projected  date  that  the  Existing  Unit  is  expected  to  be  vacated 
and  demolished  for  development,  if  known; 

c.  that,  along  with  all  other  Villages  residents,  all  Post-DDA  Tenants  will 
receive  periodic  notices  from  TIDA  with  updates  about  the  progress  of  the  project; 

d.  that  TIDA  will  provide  90  days’  notice  of  the  date  by  which  they  must 
vacate  their  Existing  Unit;  and 

e.  that  no  Post-DDA  Tenant  is  eligible  for  Transition  Benefits  under 
these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations  or  relocation  benefits  under  applicable  relocation  laws. 

2.  Advisory  Services.  Post-DDA  Tenants  are  not  eligible  for  Transition  Benefits 
under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations,  unless  an  exception  under  Section  II.A.l 
(Defined  Terms  for  Determining  Eligibility)  applies,  but  are  eligible  for  advisory  services  under 
Section  III.B  (Interview  Households  and  Offer  Advisory  Services). 

XIII.  INTERPRETATION 

A.  Rules  of  Interpretation  and  Severability 

1 . The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  these  Transition  Housing 
Rules  and  Regulations  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of 
reference  only  and  must  be  disregarded  in  interpreting  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and 
Regulations.  Wherever  reference  is  made  to  any  provision,  term,  or  matter  in  these  Transition 
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Housing  Rules  and  Regulations,  the  term  “in  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations  “ 
or  “hereof’  or  words  of  similar  import,  the  reference  will  be  deemed  to  refer  to  any  reasonably 
related  provisions  of  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations  in  the  context  of  the 
reference,  unless  the  reference  refers  solely  to  a specific  numbered  or  lettered  section, 
subdivision,  or  paragraph  of  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations. 

2.  References  to  all  laws,  including  specific  statutes,  relating  to  the  rights  and 
obligations  of  any  person  or  entity  mean  the  laws  in  effect  on  the  effective  date  of  these 
Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations  and  as  they  are  amended,  replaced,  supplemented, 
clarified,  or  superseded  at  any  time  while  any  obligations  under  these  Transition  Housing  Rules 
and  Regulations  are  outstanding,  whether  or  not  foreseen  or  contemplated. 

3.  The  terms  “include,”  “included,”  “including,”  and  “such  as”  or  words  of 
similar  import  when  following  any  general  term,  statement,  or  matter  may  not  be  construed  to 
limit  the  terin,  statement,  or  matter  to  the  specific  items  or  matters,  whether  or  not  language  of 
non-limitation  is  used,  but  will  be  deemed  to  refer  to  all  other  items  or  matters  that  could 
reasonably  fall  within  the  broadest  possible  scope  of  the  term,  statement,  or  matter,  and  will  be 
deemed  to  be  followed  by  the  phrase  “without  limitation”  or  “but  not  limited  to.” 

4.  Whenever  required  by  the  context,  the  singular  includes  the  plural  and  vice 
versa,  the  masculine  gender  includes  the  feminine  or  neuter  genders  and  vice  versa,  and  defined 
terms  encompass  all  correlating  forms  of  the  terms  (e.g.,  the  definition  of  “waive”  applies  to 
“waiver,”  waived,”  waiving”). 

5.  The  provisions  of  these  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision  or  its  application  to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  held  invalid  by 
a final  order  or  judgment  of  a court  with  valid  jurisdiction  over  the  matter,  the  invalid  provision 
will  not  affect  the  other  provisions  or  the  application  of  those  Transition  Housing  Rules  and 
Regulations  that  can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid  provision  or  application.

Definitions 

The  following  terms  used  in  these  Transition  Rules  and  Regulations  are  defined  as  follows: 

“Actual  Reasonable  Moving  Expenses”  is  defined  in  Section  VIII.E  (Moving 
Assistance). 

“Adjusted  for  Changes  in  Bedroom  Count”  is  defined  in  Section  V.E.l  (Adjustment 
for  Changes  in  Bedroom  Count). 

“adult”  means  a Person  18  years  old  or  older. 

“Adult  Student”  means  an  adult  who,  during  the  previous  12  months,  was  enrolled  in 
two  or  more  courses  concurrently  at  an  accredited  educational  institution,  unless  the  Person  is: 
(1)  receiving  assistance  under  Title  IV  of  the  Social  Security  Act;  (2)  enrolled  in  a job-training 
program;  or  (3)  in  a Transitioning  Household  composed  entirely  of  full-time  Adult  Students  who 
are  single  parents  and  are  not  listed  as  Dependents  on  someone  else’s  tax  return  or  who  are 
married  and  file  a joint  return. 

“ALJ”  is  defined  in  Section  XI.A.4  (Administrative  Law  Judge  Review). 

“Average  Monthly  Income”  when  used  in  determining  Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost, 
means  the  Transitioning  Household’s  Household  Income  divided  by  12. 

“Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost”  means  the  amount  that  a Transitioning  Household  will  pay 
as  its  initial  rent  for  a Transition  Unit,  calculated  as  explained  in  Section  V.E  (Calculation  of 
Base  Monthly  Rental  Cost). 

“Base  Redevelopment  Act”  is  defined  in  Section  LA  (Background). 

“BRAC”  is  defined  in  Section  I.A  (Background). 

“CEQA”  is  defined  in  Section  I.A  (Background). 

“City”  means  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  a municipal  corporation  organized 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  or,  as  the  context  requires,  the  area  within 
the  City’s  jurisdictional  boundaries. 

“DDA”  is  defined  in  Section  I.A  (Background). 

“DDA  Effective  Date”  is  defined  in  Section  I.E  (Effective  Date). 

“Decent,  Safe,  and  Sanitary  Housing”  means  a Dwelling  that  meets  the  minimum 
requirements  specified  in  Section  V.B  (Standards  Applicable  to  Transition  Units). 

“Dependent”  is  defined  in  Section  X.B.l  (Treatment  of  Dependents). 


“Development  Plan”  is  defined  in  Section  I.A  (Background). 

“Down  Payment  Assistance”  means  the  Transition  Benefit  offered  as  part  of  the  Unit 
Purchase  Assistance  Option,  described  in  Section  VII.A  (Down  Payment  Assistance). 

“Dwelling”  means  the  primary  Dwelling  of  a Household,  including  a single-family 
residence,  a single-family  residence  in  a two-family  building,  multi-family  or  multi-purpose 
building,  or  any  other  residenee  that  either  is  considered  to  be  real  property  under  state  law  or 
cannot  be  moved  without  substantial  damage  or  unreasonable  cost. 

“elderly”  means  a Person  who  is  60  years  of  age  or  older. 

“Existing  Unif  ’ is  defined  in  Section  II.A.l  (Defined  Terms  for  Determining  Eligibility). 

“First  Notice  to  Move”  means  a written  notice  to  a Household,  as  described  in 
Section  III.A  (First  Notice'to  Move). 

“Good  Standing”  is  defined  in  Section  II.A.l  (Defined  Terms  for  Determining 
Eligibility). 

“Grievant”  is  defined  in  Section  XI, A (Right  to  Appeal  and  Be  Represented  by 
Counsel). 

“Household”  is  defined  in  Section  H.A.1  (Determination  of  Household  Eligibility  for 
Transition  Benefits). 

“Household  Income”  means  the  total  annual  income  of  a Household  including  the  total 
annual  income  of  all  adults,  determined  according  to  the  then-current  Tenant  Income 
Certification  Form  published  by  the  Tax  Credit  Allocation  Committee. 

“Households  with  Section  8 Vouchers”  means  Transitioning  Households  that  meet  all 
of  the  criteria  for  occupying  a Dwelling  under  Section  8 regulations  and  has  been  allocated  a 
Section  8 Voucher.. 

“HUD”  means  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  or  any 
successor  federal  agency. 

“In-Lieu  Payment”  means  the  Transition  Benefit  offered  to  Transitioning  Households  in 
the  In-Lieu  Payment  Option,  described  in  Section  VI.A  (In-Lieu  Payment  Option). 

“In-Lieu  Payment  Option”  means  the  Transition  Benefit  offered  to  Transitioning 
Households  described  in  Article  VI  (Description  of  In-Lieu  Payment  Option). 

“Interim  Move”  is  defined  in  Section  I.D  (Overview  and  Program  Framework). 

“Long-Term  Move”  is  defined  in  Section  I.D  (Overview  and  Program  Framework). 


“Low  Income  Household”  means  a Transitioning  Household:  (1)  whose  income  does  not 
exceed  the  qualifying  limits  for  lower  income  Households  as  determined  in  accordance  with 
Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  50079.5;  and  (2)  that  does  not  contain  any  Adult  Students. 

“minor”  means  a member  of  a Household  who  is  under  18  years  of  age,  excluding  foster 
children,  the  head  of  Household,  and  a spouse  of  a member  of  the  Household. 

“Moderate  Income  Household”  means  a Household:  (1)  whose  income  exceeds  the 
maximum  income  limitations  for  a Low  Income  Household,  but  does  not  exceed  120%  of  area 
median  income  as  determined  in  accordance  with  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  50093;  and 
(2)  that  does  not  contain  any  Adult  Students. 

“Move  Date”  is  defined  in  Section  III.C.l  (Second  Notice  to  Move). 

“Moving  Expense  Allowance”  is  defined  in  Section  HI.E  (Complete  the  Move). 

“Notice  of  Early  In-Lieu  Payment  Option”  is  defined  in  Section  IH.F  (Early  Transition 
Benefits). 

“Notice  to  Move”  means  a First  Notice  to  Move  or  a Second  Notice  to  Move,  as 
appropriate  in  the  context. 

“NSTI”  is  defined  in  Section  I.A  (Background). 

“Person”  means  an  individual. 

“Personal  Property”  means  tangible  property  that  is  situated  on  real  property  vacated  or 
to  be  vacated  by  a Transitioning  Household  and  that  is  considered  personal  property  under  the 
state  law,  including  fixtures,  equipment,  and  other  property  that  may  be  characterized  as  real 
property  under  state  or  local  law,  but  that  the  tenant  may  lawfully  and  at  his  or  her  election  may 
move. 


“Post-DDA  Tenant”  is  defined  in  Section  II.  A1  (Determination  of  Household  Eligibility 
for  Transition  Benefits). 

“Post-Transition  Household”  is  defined  in  Section  VHI.A  (Premarketing  Assistance). 
“Post-Transition  Tenant”  is  defined  in  Section  VHI.A  (Premarketing  Assistance). 
“Premarketing  Notice  List”  is  defined  in  Section  VHI.A  (Premarketing  Assistance). 
“Premarketing  Window”  is  defined  in  Section  VTH.A  (Premarketing  Assistance). 
“RAB”  is  defined  in  Section  XI.A.3  (Hearing  before  Relocation  Appeals  Board). 


“Rent  Board  Adjustment”  means  the  annual  rent  increases  allowed  by  the  San  Francisco 
Residential  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Board  under  Chapter  37  of  the  Administrative 
Code. 


“Rent  Board  Schedule”  is  defined  in  Section  VI.A.2  (Calculation  of  Payment).

While  the  requirement  to  relocate  in  2014  will  result  from  the  Navy’s  cleanup  activities  and  not  the 
proposed  redevelopment,  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (“TIDA”)  has  nonetheless 
decided  to  offer  each  eligible  Pre-DDA  Household  required  to  vacate  in  2014  either  (1)  an 
alternative  residence  on  Treasure  Island  (with  moving  costs)  OR  (2)  an  Early  In-Lieu  Payment  as 
allowed  under  the  THRRs  if  a Pre-DDA  Household  chooses  to  move  off  of  Treasure  Island.

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2.  General  Public  Comment 
Director  Richardson  welcomed  the  new  Director  V.  Fei,  Tsen  and  thanked  the  meeting 
attendees. 

Mark  Connors,  Island  Resident,  discussed  Treasure  Island  Community  Watch.  Spoke 
about  traffic  safety  survey  which  will  be  presented  at  the  next  meeting.  Planning  to 
submit  a grant  proposal  for  snail  mail  campaign  to  inform  residents  holiday  crime  tips, 
fireworks,  and  other  safety  tips. 


3a.  Directors  Report
